PREFACE. 



Few occupations are deemed by a majority of our comitiymen legs 
profilftble than the pursuit of an ancestry so lon^ passed away from 
the stage, and so much lost in the shadows of former ages, that a few 
mouldering relics are often the only Tesiiges left to mark the scene of 
their perhaps uneventful lives, of a majority of whom the most that 
can be told is, that they were born, and that they died. If Ibe chase 
in search of kindred leads to distant lands, among the memorials of 
extinct farailifs, whoso very names may be unknown to their aueccB- 1 
tors in the ancient homes where they flourished, it is usually set down 
u <ut idle employment 

The pleasure or the advantage arising from such researches is 
seldom appreciated, unless, through the establishment of some heirship 
to property, which is regarded as the only aim and end of luch inves- 
tigations, ihey promise a pecuniary reward for the toil and expense 
incurred. Thotte actuated by no hlglier motives are usually doomed 
to disappointment. Others, impelled by a natural and laudable curio- 
sity to become acquainted with tlic position and pursuits of a remote 
ancestry, find their reward in the study of the lives and actions of 
those from whom have flowed influences powerfully affecting their 
own character and fortunes. 

Prom his early youth, the writer felt a strong desire to know 
■omelhing of his family in the olden timo, but without expectation 
of learning any thing beyond what is afforded by such vague tradi- 
tions as circulate among that portion of the population in New Eng- 



land which was composed mostly of families of English descent. To 
this class he belongs, and among them he passed liis early years, when 
there was, companilive)y, Utile intercourse with the old coiinlry, 
Tbese ohscure and unwritten family histories, ■froquenlly bearing a 
certain resemblance to each other, usually relate how a progenitor 
fled with one or more of his brothers from the persecutions of the 
mother-Country, to enjoy on the Western Continent that liberty of 
worship which was denied them in their native land; and, thongh 
implicitly believed, these traditions often proved, on investigation, lo 
be quite as erroneous as much of what is called history. 

Between the landing of our pious forefathers, and the living gene- 
ration of tbeir numerous descendants, an interval of two centuries 
lefl chasms, brokenlinks in the family chain of traditional genealogy, 
especially in the earlier and obscurer period of colonial history. The 
writer'^ own family traditions, which were quite ns authentic as most 
others, excited in him a deep interest in the faie of that devoted band 
of loving brothers, who, as he fondly thought, landed on these shores 
with Winthrop and Saltonstall, and to one of whom he was assured hs 
could trace hia lineage. He regrets being forced to confess, that 
investigation robbed bin) of the larger number of those objects of Us 
youthful veneration ; and that two out of the three brothers, whose 
supposed sufferings in the wilderness for conscience' sake had awa- 
kened his sympathy, never crossed the wide waters, hut, having passed 
their whotfi lives in their native land, were gathered lo their fathers, 
and now sleep in an ancient churchyard of that district of England 
whose shores are washed by the German Ocean. 

The writer's thirst for information respecting bis ancestors, and hia 
feeling of regret' that those who preceded him had not prepared 
permanent records of passing events, in which they were the chief 
actors, and a knowledge of which is for ever buried whh them in their ' 
graves, were for him an inducement to do for succeeding generations 
what the preceding ones had neglected, by gathering, as opportunity 
offered, before it was too late, every memorial of the past within his 
reach. This labor has betii performed in the confident hope, that 
their {merest in what he should preserve would induce them to chro- 
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aide passing incidents in their family experiences; each, in his tarn, 
adtling contributions to ibe general fund, which would thereby increase 
in value wiih every future generation. 

Id tho absence of such collections and family papers, the Ten facts 
relating to private individuals, to be gathered from public records and 
perishing monuments of past centuries, arc too meagre to furnish more 
than 8 mere skeleton of a genealogy, with but little of history to vivify 
the details of names and dates, which comprise the only permanent 
record of a m^orily of every human family. Yet even these, lacking 
in details of everyday life to furnish portraits of individual character, 
are not without value, but possess an interest irliich grows with the 
lapse of time. 

In our country, where it is assumed ail are born free and equal, 
there has perhaps been less interest in family genealt^ies and histories 
Uian where distinctions are recognized ; and where, through the mere 
accident of birth, many advantages are exclusively ergoyed by privi- 
leged classes interested in preserving (he records of their claim to 
gentle blood. Here, therefore, less ativantage is to be derived from a 
descent, however respectable, whicli gives no title to high social posi- 
tion or special privilege. We claim to estimate every man according 
to his moral and intellectual worth, and to measure him by his own 
works not by the acts or the position of his forefathers. Nolhwith- 
Bfanding, however, Ihe correctness of this rule as an abstract truth, 
few arc insensible to a feeling of gratification, if thaie from whom Ihey 
claim descent were favorably regarded by their fellow-men, on account 
of tiieir having occupied conspicuous stations; and ibis is, probably 
with some as much a wurce of self-complacency as the virtues and 
good deeds of their ancestors. As long us there is among us a thirst 
for the honors of ofGce, our people will, no doubt, be found not wholly 
indifTerent to distinction of some kind. 

None among us express regret that their fathers earned a reputa- 
tion iu American history, or seem anxious to conceal the fact of tlieir 
having been placed in offices of confidence and trust. Too high an 
eitimata of mere rank or olHcc is perhaps a weakness common to men 
in general : but we presume that reflecting minds in all countries 



judge by a truer standard, viewing all outward appenJages and trap- 
pings at what they are worth. The chief advaiilage hence arising to 
the descendants, in America, of those English families who, from any 
cause whatever, attained a prominent position, is found in the means 
afforded of tracing their lineage. The distinction of a family, whether 
the more common one indicated by coal-armor, which ia enjoyed by 
great numbers, or any thing higher, requiring it lo be placed on record, 
furnishes evidence of a certain and reliable character as a guide in 
genealogical researches. Beyond this, there is nothing in these ban- 
bles, so highly prized by their possessore, to interest us, except the 
reflection, that they Who enjoyed them were able to elevate themselves 
above the condition of the surrounding mass ; and this is a proof, at 
least, of their ambition, if not of something higher and better. 

Circumstances, requiring constant and industriqus application, which 
left the writer no leisure to inquire for ihe homes, the graves, or the 
records, of the past generatious to whiuU he was allied in another hemi- 
sphere, without lessening his yearnings for the desired knowledge, 
prevented any attempt to trace his lineage to the Old World, until a 
late period, when a favorable opportunity offered for having the neces- 
sary researches prosecuted in England by one eminently qualified for 
the task. 

The labor of collecting the widely scattered materials of the history 
and genealogy of a family believed to be extinct in the male line in 
England, was undertaken by 11. G. Someruy, Esq., a gentleman of 
much experience in such inquiries, then sojourning in London. Acci- 
dent funiiahed a clew to the connection with the mother-country, found 
in the early records of Boston, in the registry of the payment of an 
English legacy to the Anglo-Saxon ancestor in New England. This 
led to the discovery of the will in London, and, through it, to a 
knowledge of his family, once numerous and flourishing, in one of 
the eastern counties, where at this day there is no one left bearing the 
name to represent it; and not a soul in Suffolk, if in all England, to 
answer to the family roll-call. The investigation was pursued by that 
([enllcman with ical and diligence in the limited time devoted t 
knd the result of hie labors id embodied in this volume. To 
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pencil the work is indL-blod for many of its iiluslrations, which have 
be«a engraved IVom skdches made by hicn in various towns and vH- 
Uges, during his exploring tour to tlie old manor-houses, the churches, 
and chtirchjurds, and among musty relica of a race, the last genera- 
tion of which disappeared more than a century ago. By a personal 
exnininatioi) of original documents, records, parochial registers, manu- 
scripts, wills, deeds, monumental inscrip lions, and other memorials in 
Suffolk and the adjacent counties, he gathered a good harvest, enriched 
by facta drawn from the Frerogalive Office, the Herald's College, and 
other public institutions in London. In preparing this work for the 
press, the writer was, through that gentleman's absence in Europe, 
deprived of the valuable assistance he might have derived from his 
personal knowledge of Suffolk, his perfect familiuj-ity with the mate- 
rials he had collected there, and his correct taste in the arrangement 
of genealogical information. Some of the illustrations were executed 
in Ijondon from his drawings ; but a larger number of his original 
sketches were drawn on wood by an artist of this town, and engraved 
in Boston. The lithographud map, intended lo exhibit the relative 
position of localities mentioned, represents but one of the railways 
in Suffolk, and few places except those connected with the family. 
The Soman capitals (I.), (U.), (III.), and others, designate the gene- 
ration : and, as a further guide to a clearer undei'standing of tlia 
genealogy, there te in the general pedigree (p. 16), under the name; 
a reference lo the page where the account' of the person is to be 

To Charles Ttrell, Esq., of Haughley in Suffolk, the writer ia 
under deep obligations for a collection of original family letters and 
documents of the Briglita of NeLherhall in Thurston, constituting a 
very valuable addition to their history, and comprising dates which 
commenced previous lo 1650, and extend throughout a period of nearly 
a hundred years. This gentleman is remotely allied to that branch, 
by the marriage of one of his family, more tlian a century ago, to the 
buly who was the lost representative of the line, and heir to the estates 
and lliB manor. He came in possession of these papers through bis 
father, to whom the only son of that marriage, dying unmarried, 
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devised his estates. Besides these interesting papers, he kindly far- 
warded an engraving of an old hall, associated with the memories of 
some members of tLe family ; a history of the adjacent village, with 
a view of ilB ancient church, where the remaina of the lady and eon 
alhided lo repose with the duat of his own ancestors ; and a portrait of 
that lady, copied from the original which adorns the walls of Flash- 
wood, his fine residence. From this portrait has been executed an 
engraving which embellishes these pages. The letters and documents 
are of great interest, and, so far as they go, entirely confirm ihe infor- 
mation collected by the gentleman who made the researches, and 
whose labors were finished without liia being aware of the existence 
of these original papers. 

This collection, added to what has been obtained by the writer from 
county, town, and family histories, and from various other sources, 
formed an amount of material deemed worthy of preservation ; and it 
is here offered to the representatives of the family in America, in the 
hope that it may interest them or their descendants. 

A few years ago, he began lo arrange the materials which, for a 
considerable time, had been gradually accumulating. His design, 
however, was not lo publisli tJiem ; but he ihonghL they might be 
serviceable to others preparing for the press genealogical matter 
relating to the early settlers of Massachusetts. A small portion of 
his collection has already appeared in the " Grenealogies and History 
of Watertown," — a large and valuable work recently published by 
his friend and relative, Henry BoiA>, M.D., of Philadelphia. 

With the progress of his labors and the increase of his materials, 
the desire of the writer grew stronger to place beyond the risk of loss 
or destruction the fruits of much expenditure and of many years' 
application. This desire, and the conviction that no one else was 
Bufficienlly interested in the family history lo incur the outlay requi- 
Bile for its publication, or was willing to devote the time and alteDtion 
necessary to prepare it for the press, induced him to undertake what 
to him was a task, — that of preparing a work, tor which his only 
qualifications were a familiarity with its details, and a deep interest in 
the preservation of hi^ collections. When, after much hesitation, he 



resolved to commence, he decided to follow his own idea? of arrange- 
ment, and to tell the Etory in hia own way, regardless of the mode in 
which other family genealogies have been constructed. No claim la 
mode to authorship. The writer has simply availed himself of the 
labors of others, arranged their materials, and used their in formation. 
A large portion of the work having been compiled before he had the 
remotest idea of printing it, he has seldom acknowledged the particular 
flources whence hia information waa derived. He can only in general 
terms mention, that, in addition to the contributions and assistance of 
indiriduals already named, he has gathered much important matter

; afforded the writer perhaps more 
favorable opportunities for procuring materials than were ever before 
presented ; and of the^e he has availed himself, lest the chance might 
never again occur. In the volume will probably be found matters 
deemed unimportant ; but tiie value of such a compilutioa lies more 
in the facts which it contains, and the fulness and minuteness of iu

details, iban in ihe style or the merits of its composition. Much is, 
thereforfi, included which ia apparently uninteresting or unnecessary, 
but which may yet Bome day form a connecting link with what is of 
more value, and be a clew to the more important discoveries of future 
explorers. There will be found some repetitions unavoidahle in a 
work of ibis kind, and many errors,' perhaps a few serious ones, aris- 
ing from the writer's inexperience in preparing matter for the press, 
and from his want of a personal knowledge of the places and things 
which he has attempted to describe. Having never visited England, 
he can have but an imperfect idea of the institutions, customs, and 
distinctions which have no parallel in his own country. He is so far 
sensible of his liability to err in the accomplishment of the (ask he has 
undertaken, that the desire to preserve what be has collected, and the 
fear that it might otherwise perish, conslituled his only inducement for 
putting it in this form. As this volume is printed, at bis sole ex|>ense, 
for gratuitous dislribuliou, he trusts that his attempt to save from 
oblivion the few records which remain of the remote generations of 
the family in England will be kindly considered in extenuation of its 
faults. 

Under the title of" Brights op Sdffolk," only a single family — 
that of John Bright, of Bury St- Edmunds, and his descendants — is 
embraced. It appears to have been the most numerous and important 
branch of the name in that county; and, claiming descent from that 
line, it is the only one in which the writer is particutariy interested, 
though others in Suffolk, to some of whom he has alluded, flourished 
there before the period wlien this history commences. Like those 
of Bury Si. Edmunds, they have all disappeared from that part of 
England ; and it is not known if they were of the same family or 
original stock. 

From an examination of what is here brought together, it may bo 
conjectured (hat the amount of information gathered is small, com- 
pared with what is yet untouched, and constitutes a mere gleaning 
from fields where a more plentiful harvest awaits the laborer. This 
work must be considered as only the first of a series, the succeeding 
numbers of which, by other descendants of the Suffolk family, will, 
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it is hoped, eventually appear. If the result of his labors, here pre- 
sented, shall meet with favor, and be found of any interest in the 
estimation of those for whose use it is intended, or if it serve to stimu- 
late others more competent to carry on a work but imperfectly begun, 
the writer will feel amply rewarded.

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THE BRIGHTS OF SUFFOLK. 



THE Qamo of Brigut is of ancient Saxon origin, and has 
l)cen quite common in England from a Tory early j)eriod 
to tlie present time. There are at this day, aB there liare 
been for many centuries, numerous families bearing the name, 
to Im3 found scattered in various countieB ; claiming, it is 
believed, no relationsliip to each otlier. They were perhaps 
originally of a common stock: but, uot having been sufficiently 
distinguished by rank, social position, or remarkable deeds, to 
elevate them above the great body of the people, their history < 
and pedigrees have not been preserved ; and it was only at a 
late [icriod, in tlie seventeenth century, that any were found 
on the records of the Herald's College, Thomas Wright, Esfj., 
P.S.A,, one of the best Saxon scholars in England, gives the 
origin of the name as follows : —

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From the origin of the name, it may be inferred that it t 
first bestowed to mark the superloritj of some individui 
possibly of more than one ; but none so distingaished 
their day as to bo recorded in the history of tJieir times, 
title conferred implies tliat the recipients of the appellatii 
evinced qualities of an elevated kind, even if they were i 
remarkable for great achievements, or did not hold rank a 
possessions which were often the rewards of crime, rather t 
of meritorious deeds. 

The Normau Conquest — reducing the Saxons, for a 1 
period, to a state of servitude — was unfavorable to the m 
tenauce of rank or distiuction, if any had previously esistfl 
among them ; and the name is not met nnlli for s. consiilcrabl 
time after that event. The earliest that comes under i 
was that of Ricliard Brite, Archdeacon of Clifton in the ya 
1185 ; but it is a question whether this, as well as Britt i 
Britee, is the same name, the two latter having emblems in th 
arms similar to those of the Briglits of Suffolk, and indiiciq 
the belief tliat all may have been derived from the Saxon nan 
of Beorht. 

Tiie first person of the name met with in the countj J 
Suffolk is William Bright, Rector of Endgate, Becclos, in 137ffi 
wliose patron was the Abbot of Bury St. Edmunds. In 1371 
the Rector of Great Worlingham, in the same county, v 
the patronage of the Prior and Convent of Butley, was of till 
same name ; but to what family he belonged is unknown. 
is recorded, that, in the year 1388, Joan, relict of William ( 
Bright, of the couuty of Devon, released all right to thrt 
hundi-ed and twenty-nine acres of land in Hornshy and ' 
tenham. The prefix to his name would indicate that he v 
of Norman origin. 

In the year 1444, Thomas Bright was Hector of Shelloipi 
Bowclls, in Middlesex ; and, in 1527-32, Robert and Johi 
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Rrlglit were roctors of churclies, — the former, of Waltham 
Magna, Burke's "Armory " gives the arms of seyeral fami- 
lies of llie name: viz., those of JJaimcrcross, Ecclesall; of the 
Brights of Chesliiro, and of the county of Northuinberlajid ; 
also of Sir John Bright, of Garbrook and Badsworth, of tbo 
parliumoiitary array ; besides the Brights of Ireland, and an- 
other family of the name, whose arms are similar, being (lis- 
tiiigtiished by the emblem of tlie mullet, but differing from the 
arms of the Brights of Bury St, Edmunds, Of the latl«r 
family we propose to give some actount, being the imncipul 
one to which tins work is devoted. 

The name has been known in London for centuries, some of 
those who bore it being of the Suffolk family ; but others, who 
probaltly belonged to different branches in various paits of 
England, went, with the current that is ever tending towards 
the great metropolis, in search of fame and fortmio. Some 
were lu Uie county of Essex from a very early period ; and iho , 
nama is frequently met with in that and other counties iu 
the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries. Several were rectors of 
churches in different counties between the years 1376 and 
15S2. The name is found in the county of Norfolk soon after 
the year 1500, and in Suffolk more than a century earlier. 

Unquestionably, families of the name were residing in all 
the comities alluded to long before these dates, though no 
record of them has been met with in our limited researches. 

Among the individuals of the name, somewhat noted, but 
not known to have been related to the Suffolk family, was Sir 
Jolm Bright, baronet, of the county of York, distinguished in 
tlio civil wars, who died in IUSS, without mole issue. His 
daughter married Sir Henry Liddell, of Ravenswortb Castle, 
county of Durham. Her son John inherited the estates of his 
graudfather, Sir John Bright, of Badsworth, and assumed tha 
name and arms of Bright. Hie grand-daughter, Mary Bright, 
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married, in 1752, Charles, Marquis of Rockingliam ; and, as 
he died without issue, Badsworth, and other estates of the 
Ei'iglit fanjily, passed to the Earl of Fitzwilliam. 

There was a Thomas Bright, sometimes called " the second 
old Parr," a mail a Imiidred and thirty years old in 1708, 
having his sight, and strength to walk, then living at Long- 
hope, Gloucestershire. Heury Bright, Prebendary of Worcester 
Gathedi-al, distmguished as a man of learning, died in 1626. 
Edmund Bright, whose portrait is in the " Universal Magazine" 
of 1751, died that year, at the age of twenty-nine, in Mai- 
den, county of Essex. He was remarkable only for his size ; 
weighing, at his decease, 5cwt. Iqr. 21 lbs. 

The family of Eannercross, having largo possessions in Shef- 
field, was among the superior yeomanry at the heginiiing of 
the sixteenth century ; but soon entered the rank of gentry, 
and ac<[uired the manor itself. They became extinct in 1748, 
on the deatli of John Bright, of Chesterfield. Whirlow or 
Whorlow Hall was another ancient freehold inheritance of tho 
family of Bright, within the manor of Ecclesall, near Sheffield, 
where many of them resided ; hut, in time, this estate passed 
into other hands, and tho family disappears. John Bright, 
Esq., recently the distinguished representative of Manchester 
in Parliament, is of the Society of Frieuds ; but his family is 
unknown to us. 

The Brights flourished in tho counties of Kent, as well as in 
Suffolk, Norfolk, and Essex ; and it Is quite probable that the 
families of tliese four counties — the last three joining each 
other — arc from one branch of the same origiual stock. In 
tho ancient charters and rolls, in the library of the Museum, 
may be found tlie following, viz. : —

Bumliam and Upshire are both in the comity of Essex, 
where the family were settled fi-om au early period. The 
family name, Walter, was in uso in tho middle of the fifteenth 
century; and the one mentioned in the charters, eon of Andi-ew 
Bright, is thonght to have been tlie father of John, of Bury St. 
Edmnnds, who is placed at tho head of tho jiedigi-ce of the 
Suffolk family. It is not unlikely that the Brights of Suffolk 
were originally fram the county of Essex ; and tliere is reason 
also for helievuig that they were related to a family of the 
name in Lenham in Kent, from whom descended Mary Waters, 
the ^vnfe of Robert Ilonnywood, of Markshall in Essex, a wo- 
man of some celebrity. 

Many Bn'ghts appear to have been residents of different 
sections in England, and even in Ireland, whoso lineage, it is 
coiyectured, may be traced to a common parentage in a remote 
period of tlie Saxon "olden time:" but tliere is no record of 
any particular family lines uutil tho sixteenth century ; after 
whicli, some branches are clearly ascertained by means of 
the Herald's College and other records, and especially of the 
parish registers, which were first established at that period, in 
tho roign of Elizabeth. Genealogical researches were tlien 
greatly facilitated by the institution of paroclual records; and 
much light is afforded by monumental inscriptions, by wills. 
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deeds, and public doGiiments, and also by collections of family 
lotters and pajrers, pi-eserved with much care in the old manor- 
houses of England. 

Tlie Suffolk family of Erights, to which the author traces 
hia lineage, and whicli forms the principal subject of this work, 
was once very numei-ous in that county: but every branch 
of it that has been followed in those researches has run out, or 
has entirely disappeared from Suffolk ; and it is now believed 
to be extinct in England, iu the male line. There is now but 
a single individual of the name iu the county of Suffolk; and 
ho is of another family, his ancestors being of Shropshire. The 
family, of Tvluch ho is the only survivor in this coiuity, settled 
in Suffolk early in the last centuiy. He resides iu Sas- 
muudluun. 

The first trace of the Suffolk family is discovered in 1539, 
or about tlireo Imudrcd and twenty years ago, wlien John 
Bright, the head of the pedigree, held leases of laud in Bmy 
St. Edmunds from John, abbot of the monastery in that town, 
iu one of which he is described as a mercer. Though one 
of the name appears in Suffolk more than a hundred and 
sixty years earlier, it is not known if he was of this family. 
Before proceeding to give the history and genealogy of tliis 
head of the family and his descendants, it is deemed proper 
to furnish some information, not accessible to many in this 
country, iu relation to Suffolk and to Bury St. Edmmids, or 
St. Edmuudsbury, or Bury, as it is sometimes called, which 
for centuries was probably their chief residence. It may bo 
interesting to the descendants in America to know something 
of the place in which their ancestors dwelt for a long period, 
ami whore they had valuable possessions, and an elevated posi- 
tion in society ; three heads of the family, in regular succes- 
sion, having held the responsible office of chief magistrate of 
that ancient and important ton>u. 



SUFFOLK. 

Suffolk, one of the eastern comities of England, is bounded 
on the nortli hj rivers separating it from Norfolk; ou the west 
by Cambridgeshire; on the south hy Essex, from which it is 
separated by the river Stour ; and on the east hy the German 
Ocean ; having about fifty miles of sea-coast. It comprises 
about 1,000,000 acres of land, of which over 800,000 are under 
cultivation. Tlie surface is generally level ; the soil fertile, 
atid well cultivated. Its population, in 1851, was about 
837,000, — Ipswich, the chief town of the eastern division, 
having 40,000 ; and Bury St. Edmunds, the principal town 
of the western division, 14,000 inhabitants. This county is 
interesting to New Euglandors, and especially to the people of 
Massachusetts, on account of the cmigratiou from it to our 
State between the years 1630 and Ifi40 ; these emigrants being 
considered the best as to character that came to New England. 
This State derived the names of many of its towns (viz., Acton, 
Boxford, Groton, Havcrliill, Hingham, Needham, Stow, Sud- 
bury, and othei-s) from Suffolk. Gov. Winthrop, ono of the 
first of the Suffolk Puritans tliat emigrated to Massachusetts, 
whose family was remotely allied liy marriage to the Hriglits, 
came from Gi-oton ; and there were the Fiskns from Laxficld, 
Apploton from Little Waldingfiold, Ward from Haverhill, 
Browne, Bond, and others, from Bury St Edmunds, and num- 
bers from different parts of that county, many of wliom were 
ftuioug tlie earliest settlers of Watertuwu and Waltliam, where 
tho naraos of Briglit, Goldslone, Fisko, Pierce, Mason, Bi-owno, 
Spring, Kcmball, Mixer, Barnard, Coolidge, Livermore, and 
others, are found in tlic records. 

The effect of this emigration from Suffolk on our topogra- 
phical and genealogical nomenclature is everywliore manifest 
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in flur old and respected ConimonweaUli ; aiid tlie good iu- 
Sueiicc of tliese Puritans from tlio eastern sliores of the mollter 
coiuitry, in sltapiug the destiny of the infant Colony, is seen iii 
its present elevated rank among its sifter States of our re- 
public. 



BURY ST. EDMUNDS. 



Tliis old town, where our family of ISrights is first met witli, 
and their chief residence, as well Eis the birthplace of Henry 
Bright, jun., who emigi-ated to New England in 1630, is in 
the county of Suffollt, and is tlie metropolis of the western 
division of the county. It is 72 miles N.E. by E. from Lon- 
don, and 26 miles N.W. from Ipswich. It is supposed to have 
been the Villa Fausiiui of the Romans. It was called by the 
Saxons Booderic's-worth, from Beoderic, a distinguished Saxon, 
who, it is said, bequeathed it at Ms death to Edmund, the king 
and martyr, from whom it was afterwards callfd St. Edmunds 
Bury. A church and monastery were fouuded here as early as 
tho year G38. The church was rebuilt in th*' year 903, when 
it became the receptacle of King Edmund's body. The Abbey 
Church, or Church of St. Edmnnd, the grandeur of which is 
said to have been equal in some respects to that of St. Peter 
at Rome, was, in the year 1095, in a state of sufficient for- 
wardness to receive the remains of St. Edmund, It was 505 
feet in length ; tho transept, 212 feet ; and the west front, 
tS40 feet. Besides a dome, there was a lofty tower. The 
'church contained 820 windows, and 300 niches, adorned with 
statues and other Gothic sculpture. 
Tlie abbey remained in the possession of the Benedictine 
8 over five hnndrcd years, the first abbot bemg made by 
Jiig Canute, in the year 1020; and the last abbot resigned 



the abbey, iu the year 1539, to Heury Vlll. The Alonaatery of 
yt. Edmund's Bury is aupposed tu have been only 8ocond in 
EngUiud tor its raagniiicoiice ii» buildings, docoratiouB, privi- 
leges, aud eudowments. Iielaud, who lired iu the time of its 
greatest spleudor, thus describes it : — 

•■ TliL> BUn hath not ebone on a town more delightfully situated, ou 
u gradual and easy deecenC, with a small river flowing oji the eastern 
part ; or ii luonaaiery more illuBirioua, whether wu conaider its wealth, 
iu extent, or il« iocomparable magnificent^e. You niiglit, indeed, eay 
that tile monastery itself is a town ; so many gates there are, some of I 
them of brass; so many towns; ajid a church, than which none can ha' 
more magnilicent, and Hiibservient lo which are three others, also 
splendidly adorned with ailiuirahle workmanship, and standing in the 
name churchyard. The rivulet mentioned above, with an arched bridge 
thrown across it, glides through the bounds of the monaBiery." 



Tho principal entrances of tlie town were formerly five gates 
of massive etructure, taken down in 1766, at each of which 
was anciently a hospital, or some religious foundation. Tha 
town and its vicinity have been the theatre of important 
ovents, and have been honored with the presence of several 
of tbu kings and queens of England. Edward 1. held a Parlia- 
ment at Bury In 1296. Edward II. had a mint hero. Henry 1. 
jtaid his devotions hero at the shrine of St. Edmund, on hia 
return from his interview with Pope Innocent 111, at Chai-- 
tros. A large army assembled here iu support of Henry II. 
Richard I. and Heury IH. paid visits to Bury. Henry VI. 
spent his Christmas in Bury 8t. Edmunds iu 1433. Parlia- 
ments were held hero in 144tj and 1448. It was visited also 
by Henry VU, and Queen Elizabeth. Bury sliares witli Guni- 
medo (or Kmmy-mcad) tho honor of Magna Cluirla, — tJie 
foundation of English liberty. The ancient rights and privi- 
leges havuig been lost, the barous resolved to recover them, 
and, to avoid suspicion, met in Bury, November, 1214, when 
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a great multitude assembled at the Feast of St. Edmund ; and, 
after consultation, they entered the churcli, advanced according 
to seniority, and, placing their liaiids on the altar, solemnly 
Bwore to withdraw their fealty, and to war ujiou King John, 
unless he restored their rights, and abolished the arbitrary 
Norman laws. This led to the meeting at Runimedc, aud the 
grant of the Great Chaiitek. The town BuflFered seyerely by 
the great fire in 1G08. Fuller says, — 

"As for the town of Bury, it is sweetly seated and fairly built, 
especially since the year 1608, about which time it was lamentably 
defaced with a casual fire; though, since, God hath given them 'beauty 
for ashes.' " 

It waa the birthplace and residence of many distinguished 
persons. Since 12 James I., the town has sent two members 
to Parliament. The government was, luitil within a few years, 
lodged in the hands of an alderman (equivalent to mayor, 
which ofBce was filled repeatedly by the Brights), a recorder, 
twelve capital burgesses, and twenty-four common burgesses. 
The town council, chosen under tlie municipal act, Dec. 26, 
1835, consisted of a mayor, six aldermen, and eighteen coun- 
cillors. The tOK'n and suburbs are about a mile and a half 
long by oue mile and a quarter wide, divided into the 
parishes of St. James and St. Mary, which include the whole 
borough, about three miles in diameter, the town being in tlie 
centre. There are several clmrclies, charity-schools, hospitals, 
hotels, d bridewell, corn-eschange, assembly-rooms, theatre, 
and other public establishments. Fairs are held here several 
times in each year. The streets are paved, and lighted with 
gas. The Angel Inn, the principal liotcl, on Angel Hill, and 
one of the first establLshmeats of the kind in the county, 
stands upon ground once owned by Henry Bright, sen., and 
I belongs to the Guildhall Feofiinent. The Guildhall Feoffment 

Biprises many houses, tenements, farms, Ac, renting for more 
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than £2,000 per annum, and is vested in trust for charitable 
purposes. They are tlic fniits of donations and legacies from 
various persons from early times ; among others, Thomas Bright, 
the elder; his son, Thomas Bright, jun.; and his daughter, Lady 
Carew. In consequence of the numerous henefactions of the 
elder Thomas Bright, the corporation procured his portrait, 
which sdll adorns the Town oi' Guild Hall, where it was placed 
more than two centuries and a half ago. 

Tlie population of Bury St. Edmunds was 3,500 in the year 
18T7 (time of Edward III.). In the time of Edward VI,, the 
town was represented to have had 3,000 "housUug persons." 
It increased to 4,000 in the time of Elizabeth. As late as the 
year 1757, there were only 5,819; but, eighteen years after- 
wards, the number was over 7,000, and 1,294 houses. In 1801, 
there were 1,648 families and 7,655 inhabitants; and 10,000 
in 1821, almost equally divided between the two parishes of 
St. &fai-y and St. James. In 1836, the number was estimated 
at 12,000 ; and, in 1851, the population was 13,900, 

The Abbey Gate, wliich formed 
the western entrance to the abbey, 
was built in the year 1377, and 
constitutes the only remains of that 
magnificent establishment in a good 
state of preservation. This relic of 
the old monastery is forty-one feet 
wide by fifty feet in depth, and 
sixty-two feet high. It is now the 
entrance to the Botanic Garden, 
and opens into the abbey grounds, 
adjoining the churchyard, which 
comprise fourteen acres, surroujidcd by a wall containing 
portions of tlie remains of the monastic establishments. The 
Botanic Gordon contains fivo acres. 
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The Saxon Tower, supposed to 
have been erected in the time of 
William the Conqueror for the 
grand portal of the Abbey Church, 
is now the entrance to tho church- 
yard. Its dimenBions are about 
forty by thirty-seven feet, and eighty 
feet high, standing thirty feet dis- 
tant from the Churcii of St. James, 
for which it has served ae the steeple 
or bell-tower. It is considered tho 
finest building of its kind and period 
IKE s*<oN lown. jjQ^j existing in Europe. 

The churchyard — lying partly between and embracing the 
two Churches of St. Mary and St. James, and, formerly, tlie 
great Abbey Clmrch — contains five acres. In this churchyard 
reposes the dust of many generations of the Brights ; but. of 
all tlie testimonials which may have been placed over their 
remains, the only memorial to their dead existing at this day 
is an altar-monument, erected to the memory of Thomas 
Bright, of Bury, and Dorothy, his wife. He was a greats 
grandson of Thomas the elder, and died in 1710. Not 
another vestige of monument or tomb can be found to point 
out the precise spot where repose the aslies of generations of 
this family, who, for centuries, were interred in this ancient 
churchyard. 

Tills cemetery contains many objects of interest besides 
churches and tho .Saxon Tower. It is crossed by walks lined 
with lofty trees ; and on the margin are neat dwellings, gar- 
dens, and shrubberies, with some remains of the great Abbey 
Church, or Chiu'cb of St. Edmund. At what period these 
grounds were first used for burial purposes is not stated ; but, 
going back more than a thousand years, it U lost in a dai-k age. 



This church, first erected in 100.5, was rehiiilt iu its present 
form between the years 1424 and 1433. It is 139 feet lyiig 
and 67i feet broad, exclusive of the cbaiicel, wliicli is 74 by 68 
fact. The roof of the nave, much aduilrod for its beauty and 
lightness, was framed at Caen, in Normandy, Tiie aisles ai-e 
divided by rows of elegant and slender columns. The lieight 
of the middle aisle is GO feet. Before the Reformation, St. 
Mary's had many altars, images, and piutures ; but, at the, 
dissolution of tho abbey, it was plundered of its ornaments. 
The iuBCnptions and effigies were sold in 1IS44; so that the 
ancient monuments are much defaced. There are monuments 
lo distinguished persons; among others, one to the memory of 
Mary Tudor, third daughter of Henry VII., wife of Louis XII., 
King of France, and afterwards wife of Charles Brandon, Duke 
of Suffolk. She died in 1533. In the cliancol lies interred 
John Reeves, the last abbot of the monastery. It has a fine 
organ, and about three tliousaud sittings. The first volume of 
tlic " Register of St. Mary's " is entitled —

John Bright, the head of the pedigree, and his son Walter, 
were of St. Mary's Church ; and tlic burial of the former, 
1545, is among the early entries of the parish register.

St. James's Chnrch is a fine freestone Gothic building, 137 
feet long by 69 feet wide, with a chancel 56 feet by 28, an 
organ, and sittings for two thousand persons. The west end 
is considered very handsome. The first church erected here 
was built by Abbot Sani]>son, in tlie year 1200. The present 
structure was far advanced in the year 1500, but not finished 
till the Reformation, when Edward VI. gave =£200 towards its 
completion. The chancel was rebuilt in 1711. The whole 
■'interior was restored, and galleries were erected, in the years 
kl82S-9,at an expense of X2,000 ; and the painted glass was 
collected, and formed into one beautiful window at the east 
end. There are some beautiful monuments in this church. 
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Among them is one in tlie south aisle erected to James Rey- 
iiolds, Chief Baron of the Court of Exchequer, who died in 
1738; and another to his wife. There were formerly many 
brass inscriptions and effigies, which, with a qnantity of plate 
on tJie altars, were taken away and sold tn 1644. The altars 
and chapels were numerous in this cliurch, and also in 
St. Mary's. Tlio Chapol of Jesus, huilt about the year 1500, 
was situated in the porch of 8t. James, and also Our Lady's 
Ohapel. The parish register of St. James commences in the 
year 1558. The first entry of the name of Bright is that of 
Henry, son of Thomas Bright, baptized Sept. 20, 1560. The 
institution of parish registers is believed to have been in 1501 ; 
but they were enjoined to \to kept by Cromwell, the king's 
vicegerent in spiritual affairs in 1538, just after the dissolution 
of religious houses. The order, however, was not very gene- 
rally complied with ; and, in 1547, Edward VI. issued a second 
injunction, with little, if any, better effect. In 1555, the regis- 
ters were ordered by the National Synod ; and Queen Elizabeth 
issued several injunctions to the same effect. From this period 
(1559) they were generally kept with toleralile regularity, 

Thomas Bright, the elder, belonged to this parish ; and liis 
children were baptized in this church. 



THE ARMS. 



Tlie arms of the Brights of Suffolk are described in Burke's 
"Armory" as follows: " Bright (Bury St. Edmunds, co. Suf- 
folk, granted 1616) sable, a fesse argent between three escallops 
or. Crest, — a dragon's head gule, vomiting flames of fire 
{troper, collared, and lined or." 
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There has been some questiou in regard to the period when 
this line assumed coat-armor, notwithstanding Burke states 
that the arms were granted in 1615. The pedigree was entered 
at the Herald's College in 1664, when the representative of the 
family gave only his direct ancestors for two generations, with- 
out the collaterals. The gentleman who copied it at the 
Herald's College, and who is familiar with the subject of 
heraldry, said that the arms were confirmed^ not granted, in 
1615, as given by Bm^ke ; shoMring that they had been in the 
family long before that period : and, from the charges in 
the shield, he supposed they were adopted at or about the 
time of the crusades. There is, however, no positive evidence 
of a claim to a greater antiquity for the arms than that men- 
tioned. 

The escallops denote pilgrimages, or service in the Holy 
Land : the fesse is emblematic of the military girdle. 

The grant or confirmation of the arms in 1615 was made to 
one of the fourth generation of the family mentioned in the 
pedigree ; viz., Thomas Bright, of Bury St. Edmunds, the great- 
grandson of John. They were also confirmed to Robert 
Bright, second brother of Thomas, with a crescent on the bend 
for diflfercuce. 

Heraldry, a relic of the feudal ages, took its rise in the 
times of the Holy Wars. It has been cherished in England, 
where armorial bearings were considered the appendage of 
a gentleman, and evidence for the respectable position of a 
family. Though at first assumed at pleasure, they came, in 
time, under some regulation ; and the Herald's College was 
created in the fifteenth century. The herald's visitations in 
difiercnt parts of the kingdom commenced in the sixteenth 
century, when those who were esquires and gentlemen had to 
show by what authority or right they bore coat-armor. At the 
visitation of Suffolk in 1664, the Brights of Netherhall in 
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(l.) JOHN BRIGHT, OF BDRT ST. EDMONDS, 17 

Thurston, and of Talmach Hal! in Little Bricct iu that 
county, descendants of Tliomas Bright the elder, presented 
their claims to the arms conlirmed in 1615 ; and the pedigrees 
they exhibited are entered in the Herald's Collego record of 
the Tifiitation of Suffolk in 1064.

It has been already stated, that the earliest raontion of the 
Suffolk family, to which tlie lineage is clearly traced, is ia 
the year 1539 ; and, by referring to the pedigree, it will be 
sQou that it commences with John Bright. Some uncertainty, 
however, exists in regard to this individual ; there being two 
persona of this Christian name mentioned in the records aa 
living in Bury 8t. Edmunds aliout the same time. It is the 
only one in the pedigree not perfectly clear and authentic. 

The recister of St. Mary's parish, to which Walter belonged, 
and probably his father also, began in about 1539 ; and that 
of St. James, the other parish in Bury St. Edmunds, in 1558, 
The former records the burial of John Bright, June 23, 1545 ; 
and in the following year, Aug. 26, 1546, 1 Edward VI., a 
John Bright was one of fifty-two parishioners (of whom Walter 
Bright was one), who authorized the churchwardens of St. 
Marj""s to sell the church-plate for tlie repairs of that church. 
Tlio one who died in 1545 is presumed to liarc been the father 
of Walter, and the head of tlie family ; and the other, if not 
his brotlier, may have been Ids son, tlie date of whoso birth is 
unknown, hut who was married June 16, 1544. There are 
110 records of the baptisms or marriages of John and his chil- 
dren ; these having taken place before the establishment of 
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the parish re^sters in tho churches of Bury f?t. Edmonds. 
There are several baptisms ajid burials of persons of ihe name 
of Bright between 1543 and 1554, recorded in St. JIary's re- 
^Eter, who may hare belonged to this family ; though no 
. relationship to tliis branch has been established. From the 
I absence of parochial registers at the time, and a deficiency in 
records generally, which a later age furnished, the account of 
tho first two generations of the family is somewhat obscure, 
very little of their history and genealogy liaving been gleaned. 
The will of Walter Bright, dated Oct. 2ft, 1550, furnishes 
some information of a genealogical character ; and that of 
the widow of his brother Roger, Joan (Rolfe) Bright, dated 
Feb. 4, lo7S, affords still more by its numerous legacies to her 
descendants, adding many new names to the pedigree. No 
will of John Bright having been found, the oliscurity which 
rests upon his relationship to Walter is not likely to be cleared 
up : nor is tliere any information as to his property or position ; 
though Walter, the supposed son, was a man of wealth and 
consideration. One of the leases of land shows that John was 
a mercer ; a calling which, in those days, often led to wealth. 
In the first of these documents, dated in the year 1539, his 
name occurs, for the first time, in the following copy of tlie 
lease from the abbot of the monastery ; — 

"Tliys Indenliir made the xiij daye of Marchc in ihc ixx" yer of 
ihe Reygn of o' sovreyn lord Kyinge Henry ihe viij Bel wen y' revend 
fTather in God John Abbott of the mon of Bury Seynt Edmud tlie 
pfyor ii eovent of the same place of ihal oon pto A; Jolin Brjglil of 
Bury aforseyd in the Counte of Suff mercer on y' other ptie Wille- 
niMelh tliHt the sayde Abbott p'or ii.

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(1.) JOHN llOIGHT, OF BUKY ST. EDMUNDS. 



A John Bryght was witness to the ^11 of Anne Buckei 
of Bury St. Edmunds, dated May 20 of the eame year 
as ill the other instance, it is impossible to determine his rela- 
tionship to Walter, wlietlier he was the father, brother, or son, 
of the latter. We think it may be assumed, that John, a party 
to the lease, tlie one that witnessed the will, and lie who died 
in 1545, were one and the same i}erson, the father of Wall 
Briglit ; and that tiie John Bright couuocted with tlie salQ 
tlie church-plate in 1.546 was the son of Walter. 

Tliere was another lease of laud given by the abbot of 
monastery to John Bright, in the same year, as follows : —

medowe conteynyng by eatimacoii iij Rods and a half and y* foresaid

poyd and fully eonCet uoreov the sayd John Bryght his Kyres Execu- 
tors or awignes do expelle and put owght forev these psents wrytynga 
QutwStonditig In witncs wherof onto y* one ptie of this Indenture 
remaynjng unto y* sayd John Bryght the sayd Abbott p'or and covet 
hath sette y" covent and conicn Seale and unto y' oy" partie re- 
tnaynyng unto y* said Abbolt prior and covent y' sayd John Bryght 
hfttli setto his Sealo tlie date and yere abovesaid." 

In order to replenish his exhausted treasury, Hem^ VIII. 
seized the monastic establishments, including that of Bury 
St. Edmuuds ; and John, the abbot, surrendered the moaas- 
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tery in November of the same year in wliicli the foregoiug 
loasoB of land were given to John Bryght. The abbot, reduced 
to poverty, died in the following year, and was buried in 
St. Mary's Church. 

Tliere has been found no record affording information in 
regard either to the age of Jolin Bright, the name of his wife, 
or the date of her marriage and deatii ; but it is presumed that 

I slie died previous to the decease of her husband, and was 
buried in the same cliurcliyard with the preceding genera^ 

I tions of his kindred, whose names and history are beyond our 

( Teach. 

Tlie children of John Bright were Walter, whose second 
wife was Margaret Elwoldo ; Roger, who married Joan Rolfe ; 

and Margui-et, the wife of Page. 

The foregoing comprises all the gleanings respecting the 
firet generation ; but, in entering the wider field of the suc- 
ceeding ones, we have the promise of a more abundant 
harvest. 



(II.) WALTER BRIGHT. 



We begin the account of the second generation with Walter 
Bright, who was probably the eldest son of John, ilc was of 
the parish of St. Mary, Bury St. Edmunds ; and his name is 
first found in one of the leases of the abbot of the monastery, 
in the year 1538, already mentioned, wherein he is described 
as a maltster. He is again met with in 1546, when he is men- 
tioned as one of the fifty-two parishioners, with John Bright 
of St. Mary's, who authorized the wardens to sell the church- 
I plate for the repairs of the church. The name of his first wife, 
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the mother of uU his children, has not been discoTcred. His 
second and last was Margaret Elwolde, of whom nothing is 
knowu beyond the record of her marriage in the register of 
St. Mary's, Jan. 23, 154.5 ; but it is conjechii'ed, that, after the 
death of her husband, she married William Jervis, Gent., of 
AVhepstcnd ; for Thomas Bright the elder, the son of Walter, 
whose wife was Margaret Paj'ton, in bis will, dated Aug. 20, 
] 587, appoints William Jervis, of Whepstead, whom he calls 
his fatlier-in-law, the supervisor of his will ; and this matter 
will ho referred to more particularly hereafter. 

Of the descendants of Walter Bright, with the exception of 
Tliomas, one of the most important personages in the family, 
we have no knowledge beyond what is furnished in the pedi- 
gree, which extends only to his grandchildren, and the great- 
grandchildren of one family. The will of Agnes Hals, of 
Bury, dated Dec. 12, 1554, and witnessed by Edmond Bright, 
apjwints Thomas Cage, her neighbor, supervisor; and mcntiong 
her godson, Henry Cage, the son of Robert Cage. It is not 
unlikely that Edmond Bright and Thomas Cage were the sou 
and son-in-law of Walter ; and that Henry Cage was the same 
■who afl«rwards married Mary Bright, the daughter of John, 
and grand-daughter of Walter. 

As the records will show, Walter Bright was wealthy, and a 
man of consideration in Bury St. Edmunds. His children 
were John, Joan, Katherine, Edmund, and Thomas, all mar- 
ried, and leaving descendants. It is presumed that the name 
is extinct in the male line of John and Edmond ; or that their 
descendants removed, long since, to other counties, as none 
are remaining in Suffolk. " St. Mary's Register" records the 
burial of Walter Bright, Jan. 25, 1551. 

The following is an abstract of the will of Walter Bright, of 
Bury St. Edmunds, Suffolk, proved in the Prerogative Court, 
London: — 
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" Walter Bright, of Bury St. Edmunda, in tlie county of Suffolk. 
Will dated Oct. 28, 1550. Gives to St. Mary's Clinrch in Bury. 
Wife Margaret to liave his tenement where he dwells, for one year ; 
afterwards, son John lo have it : she also to have all the property she 
brought with her. Son John to have a harness fur a man, with half a 
sheaf of arrows. Legacies to Walter and Jolian, children of said John. 
Son Edmund lo have a house, &c. Son Thomas lo have a close, with 
appurtenances, in Westgate Street, when he cotnes out of his appren- 
licGship. Daughter Johan, and lier husband Thomas Cage, and their 
children Anne, Rlixabeili. Joan, and Agnes. His daughter Katherine 
Batt, and her daughter Maria, and her son John. Brotlier Roger, and 
his sons Augustine, Nicholas, and Thomas. Sister Margaret Pi^c, 
and her sons George and JoLn. KIcntions Robert Cfl^e. Legacies in 
money to all Lis children and grandchildren, and to the poor. Speaks 
of his house in College Street. Proved Feb. 6, 1551," 



The close in Westgate Street, referred to iu tlie will, ■which 
he bequeathes to his son, Tiiomas Bright, was willed by the 
latter, Aug. 20, 1587, to his son Thomas, who died in 1626; 
but, as he left no will, there is no further account of this part 
of Walter's estate. 

Many of the Suffolk family wore persons of considerable 
wealth ; especially Thomas, the son of Walter, whose landed 
estates were in different counties. They also must have owned 
in the funds, as the executors of many who left wills proved 
them at the Prerogative Court in Loniion, where the wills of 
all persons who died possessed of this kind of property were 
obliged to be presented. For this reason, only abstracts of 
some of the most important wills have been obtained, on ac- 
count of the expense of procuring full copies, owing to the 
extravagant fees demanded in that court. I'hese abstracts, 
though they undoubtedly embrace the most important facts, 
may not contain all the information which the will might 
furnish.

(II.) ROGER BRIGHT. 



There is very little known of this other son of John 
Hia baptiEm is not recorded. He left no will ; and tiie 
his decease has not been ascertained ; but it must Iiave takoj 
place between Oct, 28, 1550, the date of his brotlier Walter*! 
will, in which he is mentioned, and Feb. 4, 1578, the date of 
the will of his widow, Joan or Joaiie (Rolfe) Bright. There 
was a Roger Bright buried in Great Barton, Dec. 2, 1566, 
recorded in the parish register of that place, whose will was 
proved at Bury St, Edmunds, Jan. 15, 1566-7. The name of 
the widow of tliis Roger was also Joan, or Johano ; and thit 
of his children bore the same Christian names as those of Joi 
(Rolfe) Bright: but the testator spealta of his father-in-law i 
Tliomas Francko. Great Barton is but two or tlireo milei 
distant from Bury St. Edmunds, where tliis family of Brighl 
appears to have been seated, and where some of the othej 
family held possessions at about this period ; for Thom 
Bright the elder, of Bury St. Edmunds, the nephew of Rogt 
bequeathed lands in Great Barton by will, Aug. 20, 1587. 
family in Great Barton resided tlicre as early as 1563, whei^ 
the parish roaster commences, and perhaps long before that 
time. Some of them are on the record of that year ; and the 
name appears frequently down to 1640, to which time the exa- 
mination was extended. 

It lias been supposed tlmt they may have been distantly 
related to the Brights of Bury St, Edmunds; hut there is i 
satisfactory evidence of any connection witli tlicir namcsaki 
of Bury, compared witli whom they seem to have been j 
&mily of humble pretensions. 
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There wns a Roger Bright liuried at Long Melford in Suf- 
folk, Jan. 7, 15ti4, of whom nothing further is known. 

The children of Roger and Joan (Rolfe) Bright were Augus- 
tine, Nicholas, Thomas, Annie, Mary, and Margaret. TIjc last 
four married, and left children : but no branches of them have 
been traced ; aud, like somo others of the family, they became 
cxtiuct in the male line, or else removed from the county of 
Suffolk. The will of Joan (Rolfe) Bright, the widow of Roger, 
is dated Feb. 4, 1578, and was proved at Bury St. Edmunds, 
March 26, 1580. To licr will, and to that of Roger's brother 
Waller, dated Oct. 28, 1550, we are uidebted for most of the 
information respecting this branch of the family ; but it ex- 
tends only to Roger's grandcliildrou. The will of Joan (Rolfe) 
Bi-iglil is as follows : — 

" In the name of God Amen T. Jonne Eriglite of Burie S'. Edmonds 
in the county of SufF anii of the Dioccase of Norwyche, widowe, beinge 
of whole mynde and pfei^le romi?inlimnce laud and prayse be gyren to 
almighty god doe mnke and ordnyno and appoynlc this my ]ast will 
and lestnmcnt in manner and forme followinge utterly revoking and 
devann II Hinge all other Willea and testttments giftca and beqnealhes 
whatsoever have been made by me heretofore Fyrst I bequeathe 
my Bowle in the handes of almighty god my pfcct redeamer and 
only alone Savyour throughe whose blonde eheddiuge I trust to be 
washed from all my eynnes And my bodye to be buried aAer a 
chrii^ian order. Item 1 give unio Tliomoa Bright my Sonne twenty 
mkea of goode currant money of England whereof twenty nobles to be 
payed unto him by my Execulours immediately afler mj decease and 
the other twenty nobles iwelmontb after my decease in full satysfaccon 
of the twenty mkes. Item. I bequeathe unio my aayed sonne Tliomas 
my beat fcthor beade a payer of Lockeram sheetes a wouUen Blanket! 
aud all Buch neeessarye instrumentes and toales for wax or tollowe 
Cbanderlers Crafte lienge one the chamber over the workhowse to 
gyve and to sell immediately after my Decease and a payer of Course 
Canrasse Sheets Item I gyve and bequeathe unto the children of 
my.eayd eonne Thomas Bright llint is to say to Thomas his sonnc, 
Agnes and Margaret his Daughters, to every of them in moneye five 
shillings to be payed to them by the liandes of my Executours at the 
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Age of eightene yearea or to TLomaa Bright there father. And yf 
uny of the eajd cliililren doe depte there naturall life before the age 
Hfontftajcd that then the pie or poreon nf (hem so dept«d shall remayne 
t4i tUoi^e children Uien Ijvinge. And itien if all the sayd children 
ehall dye, then I will that iheire pte and porcon shall remaine unw 
thoire father if he tthall then be Ijviuge. Also I give unto Agnes 
llright my god daughler my blaeke worsted rounde kyrtell. Item I 
gyve unlo Agnes Whight my daughter six poundes of Currant money 
of Englande to be pnied to her immediately aflcr my decease. Item 
I give and bequeathe unto tlie children of Thomas Whight and Ann 
my [laughter, that is to saye, Margaret, Mary, Dorolhye-, Elizabeth, 
and Prances, to either of them in money five Shitliugcs to be payed to 
pvery of them at thage of eightene ycares by the hands of my Executor 
or elU to Thomas Whight there father. And if it shall happen any 
of the said children to Depte these naturall life before the Daies of 
jmyment that then thotre porcons lo be used as aforesaid. Item I 
gyve unto Anne Wliight my daughter, my biggest Brasse pot one 
puwter platter a pewter Dishe a posted beadestead in M'. Jermye's 
chamber, a:id the whight teslor over the bed in the plour, a reade 
pelycoate tJiat was hers, a black Ca«sock, a reade fresse petycoate, 
a f<!lher boulster two fether pillowes one woullen blanket one ould 
coveringc, one ould bcdsted, a flocke bed, a fiocke boulster, one of my 
qnishions & a candlestycke. Item I gyve unto Dorothy Whighle, 
my god daughter, my best Cupboarde in the plour, a Deske one the 
eliamber and two oulde gownes. Item I bciiueathe unto Klargery 
Collyn, my daughter syx poundes of currant money of Englande to be 
payed by my Eiecutoura immediately atlcr my decease. Item I gyve 
nnto the children of Margery Collen, my daughter, that is to say, 
Margaret, Cranvys, & Elizabeth Collen, to eyther of them fyve 
ahillinges to he payed at the age of eightene yeares or ela to Rycliarde 
thoyre father, and yf they shall depte before theiro age above saied 
that then theyre porcons to romayne unlo theire parenles as aforesayed. 
Item I gyve unlo Margery my daughter a brasse morter, a pewter 
platter, a pewter Dyshe, my best fether bed, my frenche gowen 
unmade, a raattryse, one of my biggest guyssions, Sc one of my heal 
Can dlesty ekes. Item I gyve unto Mary Balles my daughter ayx 
poundes of currant money of England to be payed by my Esecutora 
imediately after my decease. Item I gyve unto W" my godsonne 
in moneye fyve shillings to be payed to him at thage of xviii yearea by 
myne Executors or els to Thomas his father. And if the said W" 
shall depte this lyffe before thage abovesayed that then his pte or 
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porcon shall remajne unto Tlinmas Balles his fatlicr or to Klary Ins 
ipolhiT if tliej' shall then be lyviuge. Item I gyveunlo Marye my 
daughter my best red pctycoate, one chaffingdishe of liilt^n, three 
wliighl Kyrtcn liangingos in M'. Jermyns Chamber, a lylle lable w*^ 
■ cupbo&rde ia yt, a pewter platter, a pewter Dishe, a mattoiyce, a 
felLere bobler, two fetiier pillowes nnd an owlile coveringo, one of my 
best guysehions and a eandleetick. Item I will and beqiietlie all 
my lynen not bequethcd unto my three daughters, that is to saye, to 
Amye, Margery, and Marye, to be pted equally amoitge them by my 
executors withowte any disquyetinge. Item 1 gyve unto my brother 
Skott tenne shillinges of goode money to be payed wthin one haulf 
ycare next after my decease. Item I gyve unto Alice his wyfTe a 
vayle w* merkes. Item I give unto my syster Jackcsonne fyve shil- 
liages in goode moneye to be payed to her w^in two yeares after my 
decease. Item I gyve unto Kdmonde Inglcthorpe thelder and to 
Margaret hia wife, to eyther of them fyvo shillingea of goode moneye 
to be payed wythin two yeares nexte after my decease. Item I give to 
Edmonds Inglcthorpe y" younger & to Elizabeth hia wiffe, to eytber 
of them, fyvo shillings of good money to he paicd w^in two yeares 
next aft' my decea^^o. Item I give to Jonn Inglelhorpo iho daughter 
of Edmonde Inglelborpe, thelder, tenne Blillllngea of goode money to 
be payeil w'hin to yeares nexl« after my deceaae, and I give unto the 
eaid Joime one fyne sheete. Item I gyve unto my brother John 
Skottes wife one yearde kerehes of hoUand, aod I give unki Marye 
Skot my brother John his daughter a pewter platter and a pewter 
sawder. Item I give unto the ])oore fyve ehillioges in gooil moneye 
to be given them at the daye of my BurialL Item I give unto 
KatherinQ Bright, and to Alice Bright, my god daughters the children 
of John Bright, to eyther of them twelve pence.

He hei)iieathed his goods and chattels to his i 
Alice ; but there is no mention of cliildren. It is possible thiA 
he was the son of the Roger that married Alice Stone, whoM 
children aro mentioned in their grandmother's will in 1571 
and whose widow married, in 1586, Richard Ireland for he] 
second hiisbnnd.

ras Margaret, mentioned in her Lrotlier Wt 

U, Oct. 28, 1550, witli her children, as sister 1 
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garet Page, and her sons George and John. She is not 
mentioaed in the will of tlie widow of her brother Roger in 
1578 ; and what is imparted ljy Walter Bright's will is all the 
certain information that Las been gatlicrod respecting his sistor 
Margaret and her children. Thomas Pago, of Thurston, county 
of Suffolk, wliose will was dated Oct- 5, 154G, bequeathed to 
liis wife Margaret all his lands, meadows, and pastures, during 
her life ; after hor decease, the same to son George ; and the 
remainder to son John, not twenty-four years of age. He 
appoints bis wife and son George executors. The 'will was 
proved Dec. 1, 1546, Tliis, possibly, was tlio husband of the 
above Margaret Bright. There are wills of others of tlie name 
of Page in Bury, Wcstlc, Ixworth, Iklingham, and Walsham, 
in Suffolk, between loSo and 1574 ; but none of these establish 
ft relationship to this Margaret (Bright) Page.

This son of Walter Bright, assumed to have been tlie eldest 
of his children, was of the parish of St. Mary, Bury St. Ed- 
monds, and has been already referred to as probably the person 
of that name, — one of the parishioners tliat authorized the 
eale of the church-plate in 1546. The first record of him 
is Ins marriage with Alice Walot in 1544, He was a clothier, 
ft man of large estates, and lived in College Street ; perhaps 
occupied the property once owned by his father, mentioned in 
his will, Oct. 28, 1.500, Jolm Bright bequeathed this property 
to his widow for her use during her natural life ; then to go to 
liis daughter Mary, the wife of Henry Cage ; and to her son 
Henry, and his heirs, after her decease. He is mentioned in 
1)18 father's will; also in the will of his brother Thomas, 
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Aug. 20, 1687 ; aud iii the will of his aunt, Joan (Rolfe) 
Bright, Feh. 4, 1578. ffo left no malo issue ; and the pedigree 
contains all that has beon collected of his Cimily, which extends 
only to his grandchildren. The names of two of hie sons-in-law 
are still common in Suffolk. He was buried in St, Mary's 
Churchyard, Aug. 10, 1593. His will, dated only five days 
before his decease, of which there is a copy at Bury St. Ed- 
munds, was proved at the I'rerogative Office in London, and 
is here given as extracted from tlio Sufl'ulk " Register of Wills" 
at Bury St. Edmunds : — 

"In the name of god Amen the Rfte dnie of August in the mxt* 
yenre of the rcigne of our Soveigne Ladic Eli:{iil>ulli by the grace of 
god Queue of Englaiide France and Ireiande deffudo' of the fiuth ice. 
and in Ihe yeare of our Lordo god 1593. I John Bright thelder of 
Bury S' Edmoiide in the countie of Suff. clothier and w'liin the dioces 
or Norw** beinge of whole mynde and pfcole memorie thanks be lo 
almightie god, do ordeine and make this my laste will and leslom' 
hcrebie revokinge and makinge clearlie voide all other wills and les- 
tam" by me heretofore made either by writiuge or olherwise, and 
above all things I do wlioUie and fullie comende and give my soule 
to almightie god the father the Eonne and the holie ghst having Inll 
hope, confidence and trust of pdon and forgiveness of nil my synnes 
and offences in Jesus Christ and by the merit of his passion and resur- 
rection to be one of his elccto and my bodie to bo buried in xpian 
buriall whore yt shall seme good to my Executrix. And as fowchinge 
and concerning the orderinge and good disposing of all my messuagea 
Landes Tents and herediiam" gooib and rhuttells. First, I give and 
be(|ueath to Alice my wife all and singuler my messuages, houses, 
lands, Tenia, meadowes, pastures & hereditam" whatsoever as well 
freeholde as coppie and customarie bolde wheresoever ihcy byn sett 
lyinge or beinge w'bin ihe countie of Suff. or els where. To have hold 
and enioye the same messuages and pmissea w" all theire applcnaiicee 
to the said Alice and her assignes duringe hernaluinll life kcpiuge the 
same houses and pmissea in sufficient repacons. And I will that after 
the decease of the same Ahce my wife, my messuage or Tenem' w* 
the L>ands mcaddowes pastures and hereditam'* [hereunto belonginge 
w"" theire appteuncea and all the Lands and Tenem" w"* I have in 
Felsluun in the said countie of Suff. now in thoceupacon of Reve or bJa 
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nssigne or ikseignes lalelie by me pchased of Abraham Harwell and 
Tlioma;} Tillutt, shall rcmaine to Jane Oaborne my daughter the wife 
of Tliunias Oaborne, for terme of her nalurall life, kepinge the houses 
in suflicieiit repauons.

Item 
I give and bequeath lo the same Joane my daughter the some of ix" 
of luwfull English monie to be patde to her w'''in one yeare next oAer 
my decease. Item I give and bequeath to Joane Osborne daughter 
of my said daughter Joane, Five pownds of lawfull English monie to 
be paide to her w""!!! one yeare next after my decease. And lo everie 
of ilie children w"' my said daughter Joane shall have lyvinge at the 
time of my decease xi* of lawfull English monie to be delpered and 
IMude to my said daughter Joane w'''in one yeare next after my de- 
le to tlie use of lier said children. And also I will that after the 
decease of the said Alice my wife, my messuage or Tente w'" 
tli« houses buildings yards gardines growads meadowes pastures and 
bercditwn" w"* ihapp'tenaces w"" I have in Moiicks Eligli in the said 
county of Suff wch I late purchased of JetTerie Colman and the Cea- 
Icrne of leade there new sett, and also my messuage wherein I now 
dwell situate in Bury S' Edmond aforesaid in a slreele there called 
I kaowuQ by the name of Colledge Slreete w"" all the houses 
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buildings ^srdes gardines and grownds thereunto adioyninge and 
belonginge sliiill remaine to Maria Ca^e my daughter the wife of 
Heorj Cage for term of Iter natural life kepinge the bouses in suffi- 
cient repitcons And after her deecaee I will that the sanie sliall 
remaine to Henry Cage sonne of the same Marie and to the heires of 
hie bodie lawfuUie begotten And for defaulte of such yssue to remaine 
to such sotme and sonncs as slialbe lawfullie begotten of the boilie of 
tbe same Marie sucpijssiyely one after anotlier, and to tlie heires of the 
bodie of such eonne and sonnes lawfnllie begotten snccessivelie one 
afler another as an entaJle to such sonne and sonnes, And for defaulte 
of fiuch issue to remaine to Uary Cage daughter of the said Mary and 
tbe heires of her body lawfullie begotten.

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bWI reniainc to Margarelt mj daugliter Tor terms of her life, And 
after her decease I will that the Baiil houses luewlowea pastui-es and 
ptnisMS so given to the eaid Margarett slialbe eonlde by my Executrix 
or by the Executors of my Executrix And if my Executrix slwll 
happen to decetiee \v''*out makioge niiie Exci^utor or Executors Then 
I will that the same slialhe solde by Nicholns Shargie aad Robert Beane 
my eonnee En luwe or by the Burvivor of them or by Thexecutors or 
Administruiors of the survivor of them, And the moneye ariiinge 
and comicge of the sale of the same pmisscs go appointod to be aolile 
or of anie pie of them to be equollie devided amongst ttll mj children 
w^ sholbe then lyvinge. And my mynde and will is that Alice my 
wife shall have the kepinge govern' and orderinge aa well of the eaid 
Margaretl my daughter duringe her life as of all such houses and 
grownda m I have before devised to her.

And 
I give and beiiuealh to everie of the children of iv'* the said Katheiyne 
shall have at the tyme of my decease X" of lawfull English monie to 
be ilclyvered and paide to the same Katheryne to the use of her said 
children w"'in one yeare after my decease. Item I give and bequeath 
to Alice Sharpc my daughter, the wife of Nicholas Shorpe £x'^ of 
lawf\ill English monie to be paid to her w'^in one yeare afler my 
decease, Neverthelesse my mynde and will is lliat if the said Nicholas 
Sharpe shall refuse to make such assurance to my said wife for tlie 
yearlie paym' of viij'" of lawfull English moiiii- to ray said wife or her 
aseignes at two several! termes in the yeare lo be issewinge and goinge 
Aut of ccrtaine Lands and Tents in Bradfeild v;'^ I latelie assured to 
htm and his wife as shall he devised and required by my said wife or 
Iier leniwl Counsell w^in convenient tyme after my decease Then the 
said Legacie of Xs'^ before given lo the said Alice his wife sholhe 
Toidfi. And 1 also give and bequeath to every of the children of the 
said Alice my daughter w"' she shall have at the tyme of my decease 
xl* of lawfull English monie to be delyvered and paid to the same 
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Alice to the use of her Btude children w"'in one yeare after my decease. 
And I g^ve and bequeath to the said Alice my wife all such yraplc- 
ments and stuffe of houshold as I have or use of what kynde nature 
or qualitie the same ben of, to gevc and sell or otherwise to dispone at 
her will and pleasure. And I will that after my will is pformed by 
the payment of my debtee and the legacies hereunto given and be- 
queathed and sudi other payments as uhalbe made and all other things 
pformed by my Executrix w°'' shalbe neccssarie and requisite in 
respecle of thexecutinge of this my last will and testament and thought 
mete by ray eaid Eseuiilrix jf aoie of ray goodes shall remaine There 
shalbe devidcd and cquallie distributed amongst my children w"'' shalbe 
then livinge. Item I give and bequeath to everie of the children of 
my brother Edmond Bright X' of lawfull English monie to be paid 
to them w^in one yeare next afler my decease. And of this my prsle 
testam' and laste will I make and ordeine ihe said Alice my wife my 
sole Executrix nhome I desyne to see my said la»t will and testam' 
to be well and trulie executed. And Tliomas Bright my kinsman the 
Sonne of my brother Thomas my Supervisor of this ray laste will and 
testament And I give him for his piunes X** of lawfull English monie 
Theaa beingo Witnesses Willin Cooke gent. John Jakes George Scr- 
gent Signm pdci Jobis Bright Signra Johis Jakes." 



Alice (Walot) Bright, wifo of John Bright, clothier, tho 
date of whose birth has not beeii found, was marricJ at Bury 
St. Edmunds, June ll3, 1544. Her husband bequeatlied to her 
nil his real estate for her use during her natural life, Eeyoud 
the record of her marriage, the moiitioii of her in her hus- 
band's will, and her own will, there is nothing known of her 
or her family. It would seem fi'om her will, that after the 
decease of her husband, whom she survived seven years, she 
retired to Felsham, a village about eight miles from Bury 
St. Edmunds, where lands and tenements were bequeathed to 
her by her husband; and possibly it may have been the resi- 
dence of her family. We have, however, found no family of 
the name of Walot in SufTolk. 

The following is an abstract of Alice (Walot) Bright'e will, 
3d at Bury St. Edmunds, Sept. 16, 1600 : — 
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■* Mice Bright, of FeUham, widow, lale wife of John Bright, late of 
Bury St. Edrauuds, clothier, will dia«d July U, 1600. Legacies to 
her diuighlers Jolmn Osborne, Mary Cage, Cicely Beune, Catherine 
Copscy, Alice Sharpe, and Murgarel Bright. Mentions her grand- 
diiughtiT Cicely, daughter of Cicely Beaue. Son-in-law Roben Beane. 
Bpcuks of her house in CoUege Street, and of houses and lands lell by 
ilie will of her kite husband to daughter Margaret, over whom she 
appoints her daugliter Joan governess, aUo eiecutrii of her will. 
Appoints her kinsman Thomas Bright, son of Thomny Bright de- 
ceased, supervisor." 



From the pro\-ision in her will, as well as that made by her 
husljaud in his will for ttieir daughter Margaret, it is inferred 
tliat she was of uusomid mind. In the ahstract of this will, 
datud seven years after that of her husband, the only son-in-law 
named is Eobert Beane. The wives of the other four were 
liTitig, and received legaeies; but no mention is made of their 
husbands. 

This closes the history and genealogy of the first three gene- 
rations of the family, except that of Thomas Bright, the elder, 
of the third gcacratioii, son of Walter, and grandson of John, 
from whom the Brights of Wat«rtown, Mass., arc descended. 



Clll.) THOMAS BRIGHT, THE ELDER. 

Thomas Brifrht (Bryghl) , the elder, of Bury St. Edmunds, and 
the only one of the first three generations of tlie Suffolk family 
that remains to be noticed, was the son of Walter, and grand- 
son of John Bright. He was doubtless baptized in the Church 
of St. Mary, to which parish Ids father belonged ; but, as there 
was at that time no parochial register, the date of his birth has 
not been ascertained. The will of his father, dated Oct. 28, 
1550, mctitious liim as being in his appronticesiiip, when ho 
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was probably between fourteen and tweutjHSue years of age. 
He was the grandfatiier of Henry Bright, jun., who came to i^ew 
England, and settled in Watertowu, Mass. In time, Thomas 
Bright removed to the parish of St. James, Bury St. Edmunds, 
wliere probably all of bis largo family of children were bap- 
tized. His occupation was that of a draper. Drapers in those 
days generally occupied a superior station in society, and were 
wealthy; and he was no exception, for he acquired great pos- 
sessions. He also inherited property from his father, and left 
a large estate at his decease. He held the office of Alderman 
of Bury St. Edmunds ; the alderman at that period being tlie 
chief magistrate, having no mayor over him, or assistant alder- 
man. He married, July 27, 1554, Margaret Payton (Peyton, 
Peiton) ; and he was buried, Sept. 1, 1587, at the age, proba- 
bly, of between fifty and sixty years. 

He was Lord of the Manor of Brook Hall in Foxearth, 
county of Essex ; and of Butters (Bettors, Buttort) Hall in 
Thompson, county of Norfolk. He owned lands and tene- 
ments in Barton, Newton, and otlier villages; and tenements 
I in Bury St. Edmunds. He was a liberal benefactor of Bury 
I St. Edmunds ; and, after his decease, the corporation of that 
^ town, as a token of respect for his memory, procured his por- 
trait, which now liangs in the Guildhall. Beneath the picture, 
on the same panel, is the following inscription in old English 
letter, viz. : — 

••Thomas Bright Bometyme draper of lliis Towne a worthy Bene- 
factor who gave for tlm benefit of this towne the inherituticu of a 
portion of Thytbea worllnj X'" pr annum and an equal part of his 
goods 06 much as he gave any of his children, which amounted to 
ccc". 1587." 

By as entry iu the town-records of Bury about the year 
1600, which mentions the amount paid for copying the poilrait 
of Thomas Bright, it would appear that this portrait was a 
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copy taken by order of the town-council, and probably from an 
ori<;mal iu tbo possession of his family. It is not known wliat 
became of the origiual ; and no oilier portrait of him has Iteen 
met with. In the Inscription under this picture his name is 
spelled Bright, instead of Bri/ght, as it had been written fop 
generations before him, and as he himself always wrote it ; hut 
as tlie copy was probably taken at the time above mentioned, 
Eoine thirteen years after lus death, it is likely that the change 
in the orthography of the name began about that period ; and 
it has remained unaltered to the present day. This portrait 
was taken to London in 1852 (permission having been kindly 
granted by the autliorities of Bury St. Edmunds), copied, and 
returned to the Guildhall. The copy is in possession of the 
author, at Walcham, Mass. It was also engraved in Loudon; 
and the likeness is well preserved. It is here presented, with 
the fitc-simile of his signature beneath it. 
Tbo following is an abstract of liia will : — 

"Tliomas Bright, the elJer. of Bury St. Edmunds. Will doled 
Aug. 20, 1587. His wife Alargaret to have cerl.'iln property during 
ber llfelimo, iiroviding she remaina a widow : viz., the manor of Botl«rs 
in Tomson in the county of Norfolk, with four hundred sheep, together 
with ihu tenements called Bees and Brightmeaj's, in occupulion of 
Conban and Halledny and others, purchased of William Jermyn ; also 
tlic manor of Brookhall in Easex, let to George Atliew, of Fozearth ; 
also lands and tenements in Bury, Greot Barton, Nowlon, Fornbain 
St. Itfartins. After her death, sun Thomas to have the Norfolk pro- 
pt^rty. and Walter, son of said Thomafi, to succeed and his heirs male ; 
and, for want of male issue, lo heira male of the testator for ever. To 
son Robert, his property called Barton Place, in Great Barton, which 
lie lately purchased of John Chiihom, gent., George Smith, gent., and 
Thomas Bacon, of Hesset, gent., in occupation of Jolm Clarke, To 
MD Henry, his lands, tenements, and fields, in Barton and in other 
towna, parishes, or fields adjoining, which he lately purchased of Sir 
Robert Jermyn, Rnight, and George Cooke ; also his messuage or 
Ien<7inent where he now dwells, and the tenement where his son 
Thonuu dwells. The shop in Skinner's liow and Smith's Row ; and 
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the shop and tavern tbereunU adjoining, which he hnd of Thomas 
Lncie ; the tenement called the Stone House, in Whiting Street, which 
he lulely purchased of Simon Langham ; two etahles in Skiancr's 
Itow, in his own occupation j also hig dove-house jard and hop-ground 
in Frien Lane. To son Jasper, his tenements in NowIod, a tenement 
and alable, and the house which he lately built in Skinner's Row, and 
meadow at Babwell UilU. To son Thomas, the close in Weslgale 
Street, which his father Waiter gave him by bis n*ill ; oImi orchard 
purchased of Miles Blomiield. To daughter Mai^ret, wife of Ur. 
Roodes, X50. To daughter Agoe^, wife of Thomas Reade. Daugh- 
ters Katherine and Susan not twentynine years of age. Mentions his 
godson Thomas, son of his brother Edmund. Brother Julm. Failie.r- 
in-law Mr. Jervis, of Whe|)stead, Bupervisor. Sons Tliumas and 
Rol>ert, ciecntots. Mentions William Oslwme." 



The will WEB proved, Sept. 23, 1587, in the Prerogative Coart 
of Cauterbury, London. In the Rolls Chapel, London, arw 
three inquisitions, describing his lands in Essex, Norfolk, and 
Suffolk. It has already been stated in the account of Mar- 
garet Eldwolde, the second wife of Walter Bright, tlie father 
of Thomas the elder, tliat, after his death, it is conjectured 
6he married William Jervis, of Wbepstead, as Thomas Bright 
calls him his fallier-iu-law. The will of Richard Jervis, of 
Whepstoad, the father of William, dated in 1532, mentions his 
son William the princii>al heir ; wife Agnes ; daughter Agnes 
Legate ; and nephew lloljcrt Jervis, not twenty-one years of 
age : but no grandeUiidren are mentioned. lie gave legacies 
to the churches of Wbepstead, Brocttley, Christ Church, of 
Norwich ; also to the friars of Babwell to pray for him, and to 
every godchild. He mentioned property in Bury St. Edmutids, 
aud appointed Agnes, his wife, executrix; and William, bis son, 
overseer. This will was proved Fob. 24, 1548. There was a 
Sir Robert Jervis, who gave, at some date unknown, seven 
acres of land at Wickhambrook, for the benefit of the poor of 
Whepstcad, and two other parishes near it, — Wbepstead to 
receive four-ninths of the whole; the revenue recently being 
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about £S per annum. Wo do not, however, know if tlie above 
William Jervis was of the same family. 

Tlie Simon Langham mentioned in Thomas Bright's will, of 
whom he purehased the S"tone House, was proliably his brother- 
u]'4aw, the husband of his wife's sister, Rose Paytou, referred 
to In her mother's will. 

In the records of the corporation of Bury St. Edmunds, it is 
stated that — 

"Tliomns Bright, by his will, gave a portion of tithes, payable out 
of Ihe niacor of Brookhall, in the parish of Foiearlh in Essex, out of 
wfliich he appointed 40*. yearly towards the repair of the two churches 
in Bury; 40*. yearly towards the relief of the poorj 20». yearly U> 
the prisoners hi the jail ; and the rest to be employed in such goodly 
nuts as should be thought fit by the feoffees. He also gave a part of 
bis goods, debts, aad chattels, as much as he gave to each of his nine 
children, which amounted to ilSQO, to be employed for a stock for 
ihe poor." 

Willi respect to the latter gift, the following entry appears 
in the " Book of Proceedings of the Feoflincnt," Oct. 2, 1594, 
86 Elizabeth, viz. : ~ 

"For the better performance of the will of T, Bright, it is thought 
convenient by us now met, that his executrix, with the ordinary of 
llie town, viz., six of cither parish, to have the ordering and dispoM- 
tion of llie gift and legacy given to iLc use of the poor by the said last 
vill, according to the true meaning of the same ; and that the same 
twelve persons, or the greater part of them, shall name and appoint to 
what persons a^urance shall be made for Uie sure payment of the 
money yet unpaid; and likewise the same twelve pcr^ns shall have 
the ordering and disposing of the money already received ; and shall 
yearly, at the general account for this house, yield their account for 
the said money twd legacy." 

On the 2d January (2 James I.), 1604, T. Bright's X300, 
whicli had been paid to certain inhabitants, and had been em- 
ployed for tlie relief of the poor, were ordered to be lent on 
iHiud, made to tlie governors of Uie Grauunar School for the 
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better security of the payment thereof. On the lOlh Septem- 
ber, 1612, after reciting that by the ■will the .£300 were to be 
bestowed opon such poor inhabitants as should be thought 
meetcst therewith to be relieved by the dlscreetest inhabitants 
of the two parishes, the records state that — 

"The interest thereof had yearly been beslowed by certain particu- 
lar persons, inhabitants of said town, in gowu4 and coats (which yearly 
profit being raised fay way of iniorcst, the same had been holden to be 
unlawful, and not fit to be continued) ; and as well for that cause, as 
also for that the game bad been many times already in danger, 
therefore as well the said inhabitants, and also the commissioncra 
for charitable usca, liad thought and directed that the money should be 
laid out in the purchase of lands, or sametliing whereof some certain 
yearly revenue might arise." 

The records also state that — 



" Whereas the king had lately granted to the alderman and bur- 
gessea the almoner's bams and other things, the expenses of whicli 
grunt had cost £300 and more, but which would in time to come be 
to the general benelit of the town, therefore the churgea laid out about 
obtaining thereof should bo borne out of guch things as belonged to 
the general state and benefit of said town ; and nothing was thought 
or could be found more fit and proper for that use and purpose than 
to be liolpen by the said £300, which had accordingly been paid to 
John Mallows, the town-clerk. And in order that the poor of the said 
town might peri)etually be relieved with some proporlionably yearly 
revenue, and the £300 raised again, it was agreed that £24 should be 
laid out yearly, in the mouth of July, out of the profits of the town- 
lands, for and towards Die clothing of the poor, until such time as the 
feoffees should, out of money to be levied of the yearly revenues of 
the said lands (which it was hoped would be wiiliin the ten years next 
coming, at the furthest), raise the like sum of £300, and the same 
£300 bestow in purchasing lands, the rents to be bestowed for the 
performance of the will of the said Thomas BrlgliL And it was also 
ugreed, that every year, during so long time as the said provision of 
clothing should be made out of the revenues of the house, and until 
the £300 sliould be raised as aforcsnid, the £24, and the clothes to be 
purchased therewith, should he beslowed upon such poor inhabitants aa 
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rrom lime lo limo should be thought raeetest therewith to be rdievetl 
by tilt) ilbcreetest inhabitants of the two parishes of Bury." 

Tiie " Book of Evidences " belonging to tlio feoffment men- 
tions, — 

"Alboo he did give an equall part of his moveable goods, and chat- 
tells, cquiU with any one of his children which was 9. which part of his

Nothing more appears in the records with respect to this 
mouey at any subsequent period. 

In the "Hititory, Gazetteer, and Directory of Suffolk" (1844), 
it is stated that the Guildhall feoffment comprises numerous 
houses, tenements, building-sites, farms, Ac, lot to about Bixty- 
six tenants, at rents amounting to i£2,lll per annum, vested 
with the feoffees in trust for tlio public use and benefit of the 
inhabitants of the town, and for specific chaiitahlc purposes 
under the settlements, donations, and purcbases made by tlie 
feofiees at different times. Amongst tlio donations, legacies, 
Ac, are mentioned those of Thomas Brigiit, the elder, in 1587 ; 
also of his son Thomas Bright, jun,, 13th February, 1 Charles I. 
(1G2.5), and his daughter Lady Oarew (wife of Sir Nicholas 
Carew). From tlie intermixture of jiropcrty, acquired under 
so many different sources, it bad become impossible to deter- 
mine what portions ought to be applied speci&cally. A scheme, 
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sanctioned by the Court of Chancery, to settle all difficulties 
and litigation attending il, came into operation in 1843, Ity 
which the income was spproptiated and divided : viz., yearly 
sums to the two Churches of ::^t. Mary and St. JameE, and tha 
Suffolk General Hospital in Bury ; an amouJit distributed in 
clothing, coats, Ac; and three schools erected and supported, 
open to the children of parents of all religious denominations. 
It appears from tlie foregoing, that the liberal legacies of the 
family of Thomas Bright the elder, and others, bequeathed 
nearly three centuries ago, arc still faithfully applied for the 
benefit and relief of the suffering poor, and for other useful 
purposes, according to the intentions of the donors, and fol- 
lowing the letter of their instructions as nearly as circumstances 
permit. The lil>erality of the legacies of this family will be 
better understood when the value of money at that period is 
considered, which was some eight times greater than at this 
day. The value was such that legacies of a few shillings, aud 
even pence, were not unusual. 

These charities arc now so managed, and the funds invested 
so permanently in real estate, that, in all probability, they will 
continue for centuries to come to be conscientiously devoted to 
the good objects contemplated by the generous douoi-s, as they 
have been for centuries past ; thus affordiiig additional evidence 
how sacred such trusts arc regarded in England. 

In a majority of the wills of that period, especially of persons 
of good estates, a liberal provision was made for the jHwr and 
for the church, frequently for both, of several towns where the 
testator held property, or perhaps had at some time resided ; 
and, somewhat earlier in Catholic times, money was often 
bequeathed to be paid to the priests or friars, to insure suitable 
prayers for the souls of tho departed. It would seem, that, in 
the disposition of property by wUl, the fashion, or the prevailing 
views of duty in regard to it, required a more liberal range in 
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tlieir charitios ; embracing not only thoir nearest b\it their 
more distant relatives, and their godcbildrcu and servants, as 
well as tlie poor and the church, William Paytou, of Risby, 
father of Margaret Bright, gave legacies, by will, to the poor 
of ten towns in SuiTulk. 



(in.) MARGARET PAYTON. 

Though Tliomas Bright, in his will, calls "William Jervis, 
of Whopstcad, who had a daughter Slargarct, his fatlior-in- 
law, still there is sufiicieut evidence that the wife of Thomas 
Bright was the daughter of William Payton, of Risby, not- 
withstanding tins discrepancy, so difficult to reconcile, unless 
on Uio supposition before alluded to, that William Jer>'i8 was 
his step-father, a term sometimes coiifomided with that of 
faUier-iu-law, There is no record in the Whopstcad Register 
of the marriage of Thomas Bright and Margaret Jervis : but a 
Margaret Jervis was baptized there in 1.55G ; and it has been 
conjectured that sho was the second wife of Thomas: which, 
however, can hardly bo ; for in the will of his widow, in 1600, 
she speaks of the children as if they were her own. Thomas 
Bright and Margaret Payton were married in the year 1554 ; 
and Uic inquiry suggests itself, whether she was a widow, whose 
maiden name was Jervis. Guillim's Heraldry states that the 
arms were granted to Thomas Bright, son of Thomas and 
Mary his iri/e, daug-hter of Peiton. In the Chancery Records 
of the time of Elizabeth, there is the following entry : — 

" Adnm Paytone ; Margaret Bright, widow ; Richard Willson, and 
Margery liis wife ; Simon Langham, and Ro-<e bis wife ; Clement 
Hinds, and Elizabeth his vrifej and Ricliord Houcock, and Sibell his 
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wife, — pluinlifi's. Thomas Hammond, and Anne his wife j Aone 
Humfreyj James Baxter; John Smithe; and William Warren, — 
defendantii. Claim under a will divers mes^ui^es and lands in Riibj, 
Bury Si, Edmunds, and Litlle Soxhame, late the estate of William 
Paylon. deceased, /«(A«r o/platHfiffi Attain, Margarel, Margery, Roae, 
EHzabttA, and SiUU." 

The following is an abstract of the will of 'WiUiain Payton, 
of Risby, the father of the above-mentioned Margaret Bright, 
widow. It is dated Sept. 6, 1566, and was prored Oct. 6 of ' 
the same year : — 

" Mentions bis wife Johan. Gives to son Thomas £10, and twenty 
sheep. To sons Robert, Adam, John, Half, and George, each £10, 
and twenty sheep. To daughters Johan, Ro«e, Elizabeth, Syball, and 
Margnry, each £6. 13#. Ad., and ten sheep. All the above legacies to 
be jjaid at their several ages of twenly-one. To godson William 
Payton, the younger, 20*. when twenty^one. Legacies to his servonU, J 
whom he names. To the poor of three towns (viz.. Great Saxhanii J 
Litlle Sashnm, and Barrow), o». each. To the poor of six towns (vis., I 
Ilargnive, Tangham, Laekford, llempton, Hengrave, and Westly), 3i. I 
and id, each. To the poor of Risby, 20j. AL the rest of his goods I 
and chattels to his wife Joboii, confidently believing that she will I 
honestly bring up the children. Appoints his wife, and his brother 1 
Thomas Payton, and John Burrage of Laekford, executors ; and his ] 
brother-in-law, John Webbs, of Risby, supervisor." I 

This will, dated twelve years after Margaret's marriage, I 
makes no mention of her ; the only daughters named being J 
still under twenty-one years of age. There is no question, I 
however, that Margaret was his daughter ; and she may hare I 
been previously provided for, perhaps on her marriage. Mar- I 
garet Bright, in her will, speaks of her brothers Half Payton, 1 
Adam Peyton, and George Peiton ; and of her sisters Bose, I 
Margarey, and deceased sister Sybil. All this shows concla- | 
sively that the wife of Tliomas Bright, the elder, was Margaret, ] 
tlie daughter of William Payton, of Risby, We are unable to J 
explain how Mr. Jervis, of Whcpstead, was called his father-in- I 
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law, in any otlier manner than the one wo have suggested. 
Thomas Payton, of Thurston, Suffolk, widower, whose will wag 
dated July o, 15(i5, and proved June 17, 1566, was probably 
the father or the brother of this William Payton ; one of his 
executors being Jolm Webhe, of Rishy, who was also executor 
of William Paytou's will. The abstract of this will of Thomas 
I'ayton mentions seven children, but specifies only the uamc of 
his sou William. His death must have taken place but a few 
mouths before that of the William Payton, of Risby, who was 
supposed to be the sou referred to in his will. The nuncupative 
will of Adam Payton, of Bury St, Edmunds, was proved in 
15&0, Tliomas Patou, of Elmsett, whose will was dated 
March 24, 1525-6; Rose Paton, widow, will dated in 1520; 
aud William Paiton, of Tliurston, will dated Aug. 20, 1568,— 
may have licen related to tins family, though their names are 
spelled somewhat differently. 

Margaret (Payton) Bright survived her husband some thir- 
teen years. At the date of her will, she was residing in London, 
probably with her son Robert Bright, who was afterwards of 
Nctlierliall Manor in Thurston, Suffolk, but at that time living 
iu Loudon. Her will is dated Nov. 20, 1599, and was proved in 
the Prerogative Court at London, March, 1600. 

The following is an abstract of her will : — 

" Margaret Bright, of London, widow, gives to her sons Robert, 
Henry, and Jasper, £100 each. To her dmiglitera Anne R«ad, 
Catherine Barber, Joan Houghton, and Susan Barker, £100 each. 
Gives to the children of sons Tliomaa, Robert, and llenry, nnd tlie 
children of Jasper, if he should have any. Mentions brothcra Ralf 
I'aylon, Adam Peyton, and George Peiton ; sisters Reyner. and Rose 
Langliam; late sisl«r Sibil Hancock, duceasedi sisler Margery Wilson. 
To the poor of the parishes of St. James and St. Mary in Bury 
Sl Edmund.-*. To the poor of Tomson in Norfolk. To the poor of 

Barton in Suffolk. To the poor of in Suffolk. To the poor 

oFRisbiu in Suffolk. Twenty pounds to be added to each of the lega-

ibstrecta of them hare beeo obtained &om the Fren^atire 
Office; for,hts estates being Urfe,bis win, especiaUy,mu£t have 
heea volununoas. And though the brief abstracts fdmished 
maj give the principal facts in regard to the disposition of hia J 
prcrpertjr, a copy of the enUre docoment might add to our'^ 
knowledge of the family, or clear np some doubtful points ; 
vliile a copy of the will of his wife would enable us to correct 
erident errors in Ibe abstract, some of which, ia regard to 
names, have already been noticed. 

Tlio original wills proved at London are not always to be | 
found ill the rrerogative Office. That of Thomas Bright, the 1 
older, with the inventory, has bceu removed. Perhaps both I 
W'lro taken away by the executors, as was common in tliose ' 
dliyi>. InventorioB are not copied into the books ; and uothing J 
out ho found at tho Will Office respecting it. 
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(IV.) THE CHILDREN OP THOMAS BRIGHT, 
THE ELDER. 

Thomas Bright, the elder, and Margaret Fayton, his wife, 
had fifteeu childreu ; all baptized, it is believed, at Ht: James's, 
Bury St. Edmiuids: but we have no record of the baptism of 
some of the eldest. Their names and the order of their births 
are believed to be as follows : —

children of Thomas Bright, the elder. 



Of tlie first Kathebinb Bright, oldest daughter of Th* 
Bri(^t, the elder, the only record we have is in the register 
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of St. Jamos, wliiuli metitious Uer burial, Aug. 5, 1563. Her 
age is not given ; but she died young. 



Jasper Bright, the fourth son, was baptized in the same 
parish, Dec. 6, 1567. He is mentioned in his fatlier's will, 
Aug. 20, 1587. He gave him liis tenements in Nowton, — 
a small village two miles from Bury ; also a tenement and 
stable ; the hoaso he had lately built in Slciuner's Row, Bury 
St. Edmunds ; and a meadow at Babwcll Mills. His motlier, 
Mai^ret (Payton) Briglit, by lier will in 1599, bequeathed 
to him XIOO. His brother, Robert Bright, of Netherhall, 
by will in 1630, gives to Thomas, the son of Jasper, jEIO. 
Edmund Bright, of Holywell Row in Mtldeuhall, county of 
Suffolk, a sou of his brother, Tliomas Bright, juu., left a legacy, 
iu his will in 1658, to his cousin Thomas, who may have been 
the son of Jasper ; thougli possibly the tiequest was made to 
Thomas, his cousin, of Netherhall, the son of Robert Bright. 
It could not have been his nephew, the son of John Bright, of 
T&Imach Hall, — the term " cousin " being sometimes applied 
to nephews, — as the nephew is also mentioned in the will. 
It is eoiyecturod ttiat Jasper Bright resided in Loudon, and 
was tlie person referred to in an entry in the parish register 
of St. Dunstau, Stepney, county of Middlesex, as follows : 
" Married 1596, Sept. 21, Jasper Bright, of St. Botolphs-by- 
Dowgate, to Martha Marsh, of Great All-Hallows in Temmes 
Street, London, by license." An entry in tlie parish register 
of St. Mary, Bothaw, London, kept in St. Swithin Church, 
Caunou 8troet, refers probably to his son. It reads as follows : 
*' 1597, baptized Thomas, sou of Jasper Bright, salter." This 
opinion is strengthened by the circumstance, that his brother 
Robert was a salter also, and that he lived at the same time in 
London. It is uncertain if the term " salter " refers to his 
I oocapation, or to his being a member of the .Solters' Company, 
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^•sf (hs ptneqal GrcfT' eaaip«nc> of London. It would, 
pnr b; dK viD of HargBnt (Pajtoo) Brigbi in 
1599. of wMdi we hare bat » tctt brief, and in some respects 
an iocorrwt, abstract, that ho- km Jasper had no children at 
dtat date, as die beqaeatbes a legacy ^ to the children of Jas- 
per, if he "boold hare auj," — implying that he was married, 
bat bad no children. This was mme two reais after the bap- 
tism of Tbooias, a son of Jasper Bri^t. It is verv probable 
that the child baptized in 1597 was the son of this Jasper ; that 
he died before the date of the grandmother's will ; and 
that Tbomas, the son of Jasper, mentioned in Robert's will J 
in HtSO, was a second son of the same name, bom after tho I 
year 1599. * 

An original letter in our possession, from Tbomas Brighi'l 
of Xetherhall, addressed to his son Tbomas in London, sarsjfl 
'* I hope Tou gave my cassen Tho: Bright," Ac. The letter ii 
without date ; but circumsUnces show it to have been writta 
as early as the year 1650. It is a ciuestion if this cousii 
Thomas was the son of Jasper, or of Thomas Bright, junJ 
baptized May 5, lti02. 

This comprises all the information obtained in respect t 
Jasper and his son Thomas ; there being no allusion to ei^ei 
of them in any other will of the family. It is possible thai 
one of the Suffolk family, named Thomas, came to New £ng> 
land between the years 16-30 and 1640, — perhaps the i 
Janpor; and that he settled in Walortown, Mass., where hifl 
coufin, Henry Bright, jun., resided. If the Thomas Brighn 
living in Waterlown previous to the year 1640 was tho son ( 
Jasper, it is evident that he did not come with his cousin, whtf' 
was there, or certainly in Gharlestown, as early as 1630 : for 
the will of his uncle Robert, who left Jasper a legacy, dated 
Oct. 1 of that year, makes uo allusion to his being abroad; 
and it may be assumed that he was at that time in England. 
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A Tliomas Bright, of Watcrtowii, Mass., sold, Deo. 17, 1640, 
tw William Raiaborow, a house and ten acres of land for ^60, 
vhich he had purcltosed of Thomas Feake. His name appears 
in the records of Watertowa previous, but not subsequent, to 
this sale of the house and lot. It has been surmised that he 
was the *' Mr. Bright " mentioned in the early records of 
Salem and Hampton, Mass, ; namely, " Hampton, 30, 4, 1640, 
a house and lot granted to Mr. Bright." The records of 
Salem, county of Norfolk, 29th October, 1642, mention a 
house and lot between Abraham Drake's lot and " what was 
Mr. Bright's." It is thought that this Mr. Bright did not go 
to Hamptou to reside ; and it is uncertain if he lived in Salem, 
or what became of him. His Cliristian name is not given in 
either record : but the prefix of Mr. would sliow that be was 
of the gentry ; and, if from SuSblk, he must have belonged to 
the family of Henry Bright, jun., the only family of the name 
in that county, if not in all England, then entitled to be called 
Mr,, — a distinction, which, in those early days, was conferred 
only on those entitled to it even in New England, but which 
in time camo to be used indiscriminately. Unless the Mr. 
Bright of Hampton aud Salem was Henry Bright of Watei-- 
lowD, of which there is no evidence, he was probably of the 
same family of Suffolk, — an opinion concurred in by very 
good authority in such matters. 

Tlie pedigree shows that the four sous of Thomas Bright, 
the older, had each a son named Thomas, whose ages did 
not widely differ ; three of them living in ItiSO, and two 
in 1658. They were of middle age when Tliomas Bright 
appeared in Watertown, between 1630 and 1640; and it is not 
improbable tliat one of these may have accompanied or fol- 
lowed his cousin Henry to Watertown. Thomas, the sou of 
Robert, whose age is not given, was probably born about lofO : 
he married before 1680 (it is believed as early as 1G22) ; and. 
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succeeding bis father to the Netlierhall estate, it is not Ukelf 
that ho came to Now England. Thomas, the son of Thomas, 
jun. (baptized May 5, ItiOi), is mentioned in the will of his 
brother Edmund, Jan. 9, 1658, and was doubtless then in 
England. Thomas, the son of Henry Bright, sen., lived in Ip- 
swich ; and his will was proved Jan. 26, 1625, — four yean 
before the settlement of Watertown. There remains, there- 
fore, Thomas, the sou of Jasper, who disappears from any 
record after 1630 ; and is the one most likely to have emir 
grated, if either came to New England, There were also 
Thomas, son of Thomas, and his wife Mary Cook, who died ia 
1631 ; and Thomas, son of Edmund, mentioned in Roberfa 
will, 1630.. There have been residing in Massachusetts, from 
nearly the Erst settlement at Boston, persons of the name of 
Bright, whose lineage has not been traced to the parent stock, 
in England, or even to their Anglo-American ancestors ; and^, 
from what has been stated In relation to those named Thomaat 
of Bury St. Edmunds, the Thomas of Watertown, and tbV. 
Mr. Bright of Hampton and Salem, it is possible that tbert' 
are more representatives of the Suffolk family in America 
than had been supposed, not descended from " two brothers 
who came over," — the very common tradition in New-England 
families, — but, in this instance, from two cousins, Nothi 
further can be offered, either of tradition or record, to establ 
a relationship between Thomas and Henry Bright, jun,, ol 
Watertown ; no family papers or documents of the latter, 
except his will, being known to exist, and even the early 
records of the church of which he was an ofBcer having been' 
lost. 



Margaret Bright. — The earliest information of this daugb- 1 

ter of Thomas, the elder, is her marriage, May 20, 1587, to>l 

i fiev. Robert Roodes, just three months previous to ths I 
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date of the will of her father, who ga\-e to •' daughter Margaret, 
wife of Mr. Roodcs, X50." We are ignorant of his age, 
familr, and residence, and also of the date of his decease, 
vliich took place within fonr years after his marriage ; his 
estate baring been administered upon hy his widow, Jan. 26, 
1591. Her mothor's will, in 1599, does not name her ; and 
■we presume that she had already died, or she would have been 
remembered iu the will with tlie other daughters. There is no 
meiitiou of her iu any other will ; and it is supposed she left 
no issue. 

AsNE Brigbt was baptized Oct. 14, 1562, and married 
Thomas Reade, Dec. 2, 1583. Her father speaks of lier in 
his will as Agnes, wife of Thomas Reade; and her mother, 
in her will in 1599, calls her Auiie Reade, the last reference 
made to her that we have seen. Of the age, profession, or 
family, of lier husband, nothing has been found. Robert Bright, 
the brother of his wife, in bis will, Oct. 1, 1630, gives " Thomas 
Reade, now livlug in Bury, the some of twenty shillings a 
yeare," but does not allude to his wife; and it is concluded 
that she was dead. We do not learn that she left issue ; but 
none of the wills in which the parents are moutioocd speak 
of their cluldren. 

Five of these children — viz., Mart, Joan (the first of that 
name), Susan (the first and second of the name), and Alice, 
before mentioned in the list of the children of Thomas Bright, 
tlie alder — died young, 

Eathebinb, the second daughter of that name, was baptized 
Jan. 6, 1.572, and married, Feb. 12, 1592, Bennet Barker, fler 
baptism and marriage are recorded in the parish register of 
3t. James. Her father mentions her, in his will in 1587, as not 
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tmeaXy-oam fmn of age. Her mother Margaret left her b; 
will .£100, Ukd apftointed her hosband one of her executors. 
Bofaen Bc^t, her brodier, speaks of Beonet Barker, in 
hti win in llfSO, as a tmMae for real estate for the use o( 
Robert Bri^t's two sons ; referring to an indenture dated 
March 1, \6H. He alao mentious his sister Barker, to whom 
he left a lega^ ; bat there are no children of Katheri ne alluded 
u> ia anj will.

Jom Bbkbt, the second daughter of that name, 
Feb. 26, 15(3, married Edmund Houghton, whose family, 
occupation, and resideow hare not been discorered. We do 
not find her mentioned in the abstract of her father's wilt in 
l.>87, when she was fourteen rears of age ; but her mother, 
in her will, bequeathed her £100, and appointed her husband 
one of her executors. Her marriage is not recorded in Bury 
St. Edmunds ; and the date of it, or where it took place, has 
not been found. 

Her brother Robert gave her, by his will in 16-30, £5, and 
also the bed and furniture ** she lieth upon, and soe to remiune 
w* her and to keep her chamber ; " from which it would seem 
that she was residing with him. He does not mention the 
hosbaud, who was probably deceased ; but John Houghton, 
perhaps a brother, is spoken of as a trustee with his brother- 
in-law Bennet Barker. Possibly '* John," instead of Edmund, 
is -an error in the transcript of the will. There is no record 
of any children; and nothing further is known respecting 
or her husband. 






.Sds4N Bright, the youngest child of Thomas, the elder, waa 
baptized at the parish of St. James, in Bury St. Edmunds, 
Sept. 28, 1579 ; and our next information respecting h 
her father's will, dated Aug. 20, 1587, where he menti 
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as uot twenty-one yeai-s of age. We learn uothing furtlier 
until after her marriage, when, at the age of twenty years, the 
will of her mother, in 1.599, speaks of her as Susau Barker, — 
evidently a mistake for Barber, or Butler, as her sister is called 
Katherino Barber, who was the wife of Benaet Barker. The 
baptismal name of Susan's husband, his family, the date of his 
marriage, decease, and age, are not given; and we have no 
record of any children. The name of Barber was common in 
Hiiffolk, and one family were entitled to coalrarraor ; but the 
name, as comiected with the Brigbts, is found only in this 
abstract of the mother's wQl. There are no other accounts 
of 8usan until after her second marriage, when she is called 
Lady Carew. It is presumed that she was married in London. 
Her father died in 1587, when she was eight years old. Her 
mother, who inherited Butters llall in Thompson in Norfolk, 
held her first court at that manor in 1590, though it is not 
certain that she resided there. It is supposed she was living in 
Bury St. Edmunds with Joan and Susan, the two daughters 
under age, Ju 1592, when Katherme was married in that place. 
She was in London at the date of her will in 1599, and probably 
residing with her sou Robert, who was there as early as 1593, 
having possibly gone with her daughter Susau some years 
before her death, and where Su.san was probably married. 

After the death of Barber, or Butler, her first husband, she 
married Sir Nicholas Carew, Knt., of Bodington, coimty of 
Surrey. The herald's visitation of Surrey gives the last wife 
of Sir Nicholas as the relict of Butler, merchant, of London, 

and daughter of Bright, of Suffolk. His first wife was 

Maria, daughter of Sir Gioorgc More, of Losely. His sister, 
Elizabeth Carew, was the wife of Sir Walter Raleigh. 

Butler may have been a second husband of Susan Bright ; 
but this is more likely to be an error in the record, and Barber 
and Butler are probably the same person . The date of her last 
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marriage is not Icbowq ; but it took place before the herald's 
Tidtatiou iu 1623. Her brother, Robert Bright, afterwards of 
Netherhall, in his will, dated in 1630, gave "to my sister, 
the Lad; Carcw, £5." He at the same time mentions hk 
sister Barker. The " Guide to Bury St. Edmunds " (1836), 
in its notice of the charities of Bury, and of the benefactors to 
the Guildhall Feofliuent, says, " The Lady Carey, daughter of 
Thomas Bright, gave XlOO for the purchasing of lands to the 
yearly value of J£5, which was to be equally distributed to five 
poor widows." The mistake of Carey for Carew is repeated 
in the Suffolk Directory of 1844, copied perhaps, iu both cases, 
from Gillingwater's " History of St. Edmundsbury," 1804, 
which mentions the gift of XlOO by Dame Carey, daughter of 
Thomas Bright. The Directory further states, tliat the £100 
she bequeathed were laid out, in 1636. in the purchase of a 
tenement aud land called Jekes, in Hepworth. Our informa- 
tion respecting this daughter of Thomas Bright, the elder, is 
very slight ; and, except the fact that slie became the wife of 
Sir Nicholas Carew, we have no particulars of her history from 
the year 1599, when she was mentioned in her mother's ^-ill, 
until more tlian thirty years afterwards, when, in 1630, her 
brother, Robert Bright of Netherhall, left her a small legacy. 
Two children of this wife of Sir Nicholas ai-e mentioned in 
the pedigree, — namely, a sou, named Thomas, who died 
in infancy; and a daughter, Susan, of whom we have no fur- 
ther information. It is probable that an examination of the 
parish records of Bedington would throw some light on her 
history ; and researches by one connected with the church 
have been promised, but not yet received. 

Lady .Susan Carew died at Bedington (Beddington), in the 
comity of Surrey, in 1633, and was buried in the church, where 
her mural monument may be seen in the aisle of the soul 
sides, which is here presented. 
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We infer from tlie 
inscription on the 
monument, that other 
children than Susan 
sxiFTived to mature 
age, and_ shared witli 
her the duty of erect- 
ing tliis token of re. 
Epect to the memory 
of their parent. 

The herald's visita- 
tion of Siirrey in 1623 
gives a long pedigree 
of the Carewfi and 
Throckmortons from 
about the time of Wil- 
liam the Conqueror, 
of which the following 
is a portion : —

The manor of Bediiigtoii, long in the Corew family, con- 
tinued in their possession till the reign of Henry VIH, ; when, 
on the attainder of Sir Nicholas Carew in 1539, his estates 
were seized into tlie hands of the crown. Queen Mary, in the 
first year of her reign, granted it to Sir Francis Oarew ; and 
the estate has since contiimed in the family.

(in.) THE MANORS OR ESTATES OP T. BRIGHT, 
THE ELDER. 

Of Butters (Betters. Buttort) Hall, in Thompson (Tomson), 
county of Norfolk, one of the estates of Thomas Bright, the 
elder, there is some account in Bloomfield's " History of the 
County of Norfolk." It states, that, — 

"In 1429, William Phelip, Knt., John Edmund, of Cranworth, 
Esq., and Margaret his wife, conveyed it to Richard . . . intrust; and, 
in 1468, Sir John Spring died lord, and William, his son, succeeded. 
In 1571, Ambrose Jerroyn sold it to Lionel Tolmach. In 1586, Tho- 
mas Bright, sen., settled it on Robert and Henry, \ui sons, after his 
death. In 1660, William le Hunt wns lord. In 1673, John Cage, of 
Camberwell in Surrey, conveyed it to Thomas Grundy, of Westmin- 
ster, who left it to John, his brother; and now (1805) it belongs to 
Mr. Underwood, of London." 

This account is slightly erroneous in what relates to the 
Brights ; for a reference to the will of Thomas Bright, the elder, 
will show, that, in 1587, he settled this property on his wife 
Margaret during her life. After her death, his son Thomas 
was to have it : and Walter, son of Thomas, was to succeed, 
Margaret Bright held her first court for this manor, Aug. 14, 
1590; and her son Thomas, Aug. 6, 1620. Walter Bright, 
h..M., his son, who was to succeed, died in 1624, about two 
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years before his father ; and Capt. John Bright, the half- 
brother of Walter, succeeded to this estate, which ho sold, 
and he purchased, for his residence, Talmach Hall. The time 
■when Buttors-Hali manor wont out of the possession of the 
fajuily is not stated. 

A manor was a landed property held by a lord or great 
personage, who generally occupied a portiou of it, and leased 
the remainder to a tenantry for services or stipulated reut£ ; 
and this was the origin of copyhold estates, held by copy of the 
roll of the court of the manor. There have been no manors 
with their franchises granted since Edward HI. The owner 
of a manor was privileged to hold there a court, called a 
*' court-baron," which had jurisdiction of misdemeanors and 
nuisances within the manor, and of disputes between the te- 
nantry in relation to property. 

We suppose that all manors wore originally granted to lords 
and great personages, and ezclusively held by them. After 
tlie Conquest, William l>estowed on his followers more than 
rix hundred manors in Suffolk alone ; but they were not, in 
general, long held in possession by their descendants. The 
great barons were proprietors of most of the soil ; but, after 
the abolition of the feudal system, much of this property 
gradaally came into the hands of the middle classes, having 
been purchased by men whose wealth, like that of some of the 
Brights, was acquired in peaceful pursuits, or in trade and 
manufactures. There are now some thousands of freeholders 
and many copyholders in Suffolk. 

In distributing the manors of Suffolk, the Conqueror was 
exceedingly liberal to a few of his followers ; giving to one of 
his favorites more tlian two hundred, and to two others about 
a hundred each. Ruins of some of the strong castles erected 
by these Norman lords still exist. 
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BROOKHALL. 



The view of the Manor House of Brookhall has been en- 
graved from a sketch taken in the winter of 1854-5, when a 
hunting-party were present, that are seen in the picture. The 
I hall, iu 1846, was in the occupancy of John Orbell, Esq. In 
' the records of the Guildhall Feoffment of Bury St. Edmunds 
18 the foUowiiig entry ; — 

"William Clopton, of Lyston, in the county oi' Essex, Eaq., by deed 
d November, 13 Elizabelh (1571), sold lo Thomas Bright, of Bury 
I 8l. Edmunds, in the county of Stifiblk, draper, all that portion of 
I tithes and tenths whatsoever, yearly coming from the manor of Brook- 
I hall and other lands ia Foxyarde als Fosherde, in the said county 
I of Essex, lal«ly belonging to the late dissolved monastery of Barking, 

The parish of Foxearth is fifty-six miles from London. We 
learn from Wright's "History of Essex " that — 

" The name ia written, in records, Foxlieath, Foxherd, Foxhale, 
1 Foxhole, Foxheme, Foxyerde, Forscasde, Foseanh, and, in Dooms- 
t day Book, Forscarde, when it was in possession of Roger Bigot. It 
continued in the Bigot family. Earl and Dukes of Norfolk till Henry 
VI., succeeded by Thomas de Wancey and Simon de Cantebridge. 
In 1339, it was part of the dower of Mary, Countess Maresohall. The 
house stood near a green, on which the foundation of a chapel may yet 
be traced, and where human bones are also found, indicating that for- 
merly there was a burying-place here. The successors in possession 
were Sir Andrew de Burea ; Elizabeth, wife of Sir Robert Lovel ; and 
her daughter, wife of John FitzAlan, afterwards Earl of Arundel. 
The wife of the Earl of Wiltshire succeeded. Her cousin, Hum- 
phrey Stafford, became heir; but, the carl being beheaded in 1461, it 
was seized by the crown, and given lo the Earl of Essex. It again 
became the properly of the Bures. William de Burea held his first 
court here in 1486. Thomas Bright, the elder, leH an annuity of 
£12, to be paid out of the estate of Brookhall, for poor prisoners and 
vidowg, and for the use of St. Edmundshury School." 
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Thomas Bright liequeathed the mauor of Brookhall, by will 
dated Aug. '20, 1587, to bis wife Margaret during her life- 
time : but the abstract we have of tliis document does not 
state which of the sous was to succeed the mother to the pos- 
sessiou of the manor ; thougti it is presumed that it was tlie 
eldest son, Thomas. Having no copy of the will of the talr 
ter, wo are ignorant what became of it. It does not appear 
to have belonged to either of his childreu ; aud he probably 
sold it. 



BARTON-MERE HOUSE. 

Barton-Mere House, in Great Barton, — a small village two 
or tliroe miles from Bury St. Edmunds, — is thought to 
have belonged to the Brights ; perhaps the same that Thomas 
Bright, the elder, bequeathed to his son Robert, in 1587, as 
*' Bartou Place in Great Barton," and which Robert, the son, 
bequeathed, by will in 1*>30, to his son William, as "all the 
fearme called Barton Place, with the liberties theire to belong- 
ing." William Bright was living in 1G52, and residing at 
Bartou in 1647 ; but there is nothing known of his subsequent 
history, or of the disposition which he made of this property. 
This estate is not a manor. 

The Suffolk Directory for 1844 represents Barton-Mere 
House &s being in Pakenham, three miles nortb-oast of Bury, 
and the eeat of Thomas and William Quayle, Esqs. Great 
Bartou adjoins Pakonham : and, from the distances given, 
Barton-Mere House is probably near the line of each, — the 
property, perhaps, lying partly in both towns. It is situated 
near the manor of Netherhall, which lies partly in Pakenham. 
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The lands belonging to Bartou-Mere estate are described abo 
in Page's "History of Suffolk" as partly in Pakenham ; and 
it states that the mansion was formerly the residence of some 
of the L'Estrange family, one of whom died there ia 1660. 
possibly the successor of William Bright to this estate. Sir 
William Spring, Bart., of " New House," in Pakeaham, mar- 
ried a daughter of Sir Hamoii L'£strange. 



(IV.) THOMAS BRIGHT, Jun. 



Having presented all that has been collected in relation to 
the children of Thomas Bright, the elder, except the three 
eldest sons, — Thomas, jun., Robert, and Henry, — the next in 
the order of our arrangement is the family of Thomas, jun.. 
and his descendants ; embracing that of John Bright, his 
oldest Bon, the first of the manor of Talmach Hall In Little 
Bricet. 

Thomas Bright, jun., Gent., was of the parish of St. James 
in Bury St. Edmunds, where he was probably baptized before 
the commencement of the parish register ; for the date of his 
birth or baptism is not on record. He was a man of wealth ; 
was twice or thrice married ; had a numerous family ; and 
occupied a prominent position in Bury, where, it is presumed, 
he always resided. Yet, notwithstanding these circiunstances, 
and hia being of a generation nearer to our time, the materials 
of his history are few, compared with those found relating to 
his father. This arises, in part, from tlie absence of wills ; 
none, as yet. having been discovered of himself or his wives. 
He received, by will from his father, the close in Westgate 
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Street bequeathed to the latter by the gvaiidliitlier Walter; and 
he siicoeeded,by tlie death of his mother Margaret and Iiis son 
"Waller, to the manor of Butters Hall in Thompson, county of 
Norfolk, accorduig to the provision io his father's will. He 
vas one of the executors of his father's will, dated Aug. 20, 
1587 ; supervisor of the will of his uncle, John Bright, dated 
Aug. 5, 1593 ; and of the will of his aunt, Alice Walot. the 
widow of John Bright, dated July 11, 1600. He held his 
first court for Butter»-Hail manor, Aug. 6, 1620. He was 
burled in the Churchyard of St. Mary, Bury St. Edmunds, 
July 13, 1626. 

Io the first charter granted by James I. to Bury St. Ed- 
munds, dated April 3, 1606, Thomas Bright is mentioned as 
burge&s; and is also spoken of in the third charter in 12 
James I., dated Sept. 17, 1614. He was the alderman or 
chief magtBtrate of Bury St. Edmunds, the office previously 
held by his father ; but at what time and for how long a period 
he occupied that situation, is not stated. According to the 
will of his grandson, Thomas Bright, of Bury, dated March 1, 
1709, his portrait once hung in the Guildhall, as this grandson 
gase the town and corporation "King ICdmund's picture," to 
be placed in the same room with that of his grandfather, 
Thomas Bright. No such portrait is now to be found ; and 
thai of King Edmund, if ever placed in the Ouildhall, has 
disappeared, and notliing is known of the fate of those trea- 
sures. It is said that many old pictures, once stored in the 
garret of the Guildhall, were destroyed ; and that the portrait 
of Thomas Bright, the elder, was saved, on account, as it is 
supposed, of the inscription beneath it. Possibly Thomas 
Bright, in his will in 1709, referred to the portrait of his great- 
grandfather, Thomas, the elder, instead of his grandfather, 
Thomas Bright, jun. It is recorded in the books of the Guild- 
hall Feoffment iu Bury, that — 
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" Thomas Bright, jiin., by deed dated 13th February, I Charles I. 
(1625), gave to the Guildhall Feoffees two messuages in tbe fish or 
meat market, upon trust, to lay out yearly £5 in binding out as appren- 
tices poor children boin in the parish of St. Mary, to be taken out of 
the workhouse or houi^e of correction io Bury ; and lo pay yearly 
to the churchwardens of Sl Mary 20*., and St. James 20j.. towards 
the repairs of their churches ; to distribute 20<. among the prisouers 
in the county jail, and to lay out St. id. in wine and cakes at the an- 
nual meeting of the feolTees ; to make up their accounts, and (o lay 
out any surplus in repairing the Church of St. Mary, or any other 
works of charily in the same parish, at their discretion." 

The "Suffolk Directory" states that tbe above two mes- 
suages were afterwards burnt. It has been already mentioned, 
in the account of tbe family arms, that they were supposed to 
have been assumed much earlier than 1615, — tbe date of tbe 
grant as given in Burke's "Armory." In Guillim's "Her- 
aldry " is the following : — 

"Sable a fease argent, between three escallops or, is borne by the 
name of Bright, and was at first granted to Thomas Bright, of Su 
Edmundsbury in Sutfolk. son of Thomas and Mary his wife, daughter 
of Peiton, by William Camden, Clarencieux. in the fourteenth year of 
the reign of King James I. (1616). Al^crwards the same coot 
was confinned to one Thomas Bright, of Netherhnll in SutTulk, eldest 
son of Robert Bright, who was second brother to Thomas Bright, of 
St. Edmundsbury aforesaid, by Sir John Borougb, the 29th of July, 
1641, and seventeenth year of the reign of King Charles I." 

In tbe pedigree of his son, John Bright, of Talmach Hall, 
in the Herald's College, from the visitation of Suffolk in 1664, 

Thomas Briglit, jnu,, his father, and Beton his wife, are 

placed at the bead : and, describing the arms, it says that 
they were " confirmed to Thomas Bright, of Bury St, Edmunds, 
in 1616." It would seem from this entry, that the grant of 
the arms was of an earlier dato ; yet, accordiiig to Guillim, 
they were first granted in 1616. 

The marriage of Thomas Bright, jun., and Mabgaret Kent, 
his first wife, July 11, 1577, is recorded in the parish register 
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of St. James, Bury St. Edmunds; also the baptism of their 
four children ; and the burial of the mother, Feb. 17, lv'i89. 
She may have been the daughter of John Rente, of Bury, 
whose will, dated Marcli 26, 1574, speaks of his daughter 
Mai^ret. There are other wills of the Keiits of Suffolk 
between the years 1536 and 1577 ; but they furnish' nothing to 
connect them with the wife of Thomas Bright, jun. Of her 
three daughters — Constance, baptized July 17, 1579; Marga- 
ret, baptized March 26, 1586 ; and Thomasine, baptized Sept. 3, 
1587 — we have no information beyond the record of their bap- 
tism ; and the account of this branch of her family closes with 
Walter Bright, A.M.. her only son, baptized Oct. 26, 1582. 
The records of Caius College, Cambridge, mention as admitr 
ted, " Walter, son of Thomas Bright, of Bury St. Edmunds, 
grammar scholar under Mr. Coote, and Dr. Morse, private 
tutor, April 10, 1599." By the will of his grandfather, Thomas 
Bright, the elder, lie was to inherit the manor of Butters in 
Thompson, county of Norfolk, after the decease of his grand- 
mother: but, dying unmarried before his father, the latter 
succeeded to this property ; and it Snally passed into the pos- 
session of his step-brother, John Bright, afterwards of Talmach 
Hall. Walter Bright was baptiKcd at St. James's ; but his 
burial, Dec. 9, 1624, is recorded in the register of St. Mary's 
parish, where be probably resided at his death. 

Of Margaret Beton, the second wife of Thomas Bright, jun., 
there is still less known than of his first wife. Neither her 
family nor their residence, nor the date of her birth, baptism, 
marriage, or death, has been mot with ; and we have not seen 
the name in any work that we have consulted relating to Suf- 
folk, except where she alone is mentioned. She is, therefore, 
presumed to have boon of another county, and not married in 
Suffolk. But, if less acquainted with her history than that of 
her predecessor, we are in possession of much more informa- 
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tion relating to some of her family of seven children ; and 
especially her eldeGt sod, John, and his descendants of Tal- 
mach Hnll. 

There is in the record of the parish of St. Mary, Bury St. 
Edmnnds, the burial of Mary, wife of Tliomas Bright, Gent., 
Sept. 4, 1625. This may have been a third wife of Thomas 
Bright, jiin. ; or possibly of Ms son Tliomas, baptized May 5. 
1602, who is mentioned in his brother Edmund's will, Jan. 9, 
1658, but of whom nothing further hae transpired ; or it may 
have been Mary Coolc, wife of Thomas Bright, son of Edmund, 
whose marriage is recorded at St. James's, Feb. 2, 1592. 
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The children of Tboraas Bright, jun., and his second wife, 
Uargaret Beton, were John, baptized m 1593 ; Margaret, 
1594 ; first Thomas, 1595 ; Anne, 1597 ; Edmund, 1600 ; se- 
cond Thomas, 1602 ; and Mary, 1605 ; the second Tboraas, and 
Margaret, at the parish of St. Mary, and tlie others at St. James. 
In presenting what has been gathered of the genealogy of 
these children, we shall begin with that of the oldest daughter, 
Margaret, and finish with that of the younger children in the 
order of their baptism ; leaving, for the last, John of Talmach 
Hall, the eldest, and the head of the most important branch. 
Of these six youngest children, only two appear to havu been 
married, — Edmund, who survived his son, and left no issue ; 
and Anne, the wife of the Rev. John Gibbon (GuibonJ, whose 
eon John was living in 165S. 



MABOARirr Brioht was baptized at the parish of St. Ma^,-. 
Bury St. Edmunds, Nov. 10, 1594. 
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The first Thomab Bright was baptized at St. James's, Oct. 19, 
1595 : and buried there Oct. 29, 1601. 



Anne Bright was baptized at the parish of St. James, Bury 
St. Edmunds, Sept. 18, 1597. She was married at Wordwell 
in Snffolk, Jan. 17, lfi22, to the Rot. John Gibbon (Guibon), 
bachelor of divinity, the rector of the church in that place, — a 
email village five miles north of Bury St. Edmunds. Edmund 
Bright of Mildenball, the brother of Anne, left a legacy to her 
child, whom he calls " cousin John Gibbon, hfs sister's son," — 
nephewB being then sometimes designated cousins. Her bro- 
ther John, in hb will, Jan. 14, 1659-60, speaks of sister Guib- 
bon's children ; showing that there wore more than one. Aa 
there is no other reference to Anne in this will, dated Jan. 9, 
1658, and none to her husband, it is possible that they were 
not living. The family of the husband is not given. There 
iras a family of the name in Sudbury, Suffolk, about the year 
1700, originally from Lancashire, and a branch of it at Hel- 
mingham and Darsham in Suffolk. In 1726, the living of the 
Church of St. Peter in Thurston was presented to the Rev. 
John Gibbon by Thomas Bright of Netherhall, the patron; 
snd this circumstance rcndcrij it probable that he was a de- 
scendant of the rector of Wordwell. Thomas Gibbon vraa 
incumbent of Beighton, near Bury St. Edmunds, 1734. Tho- 
mas Bright of Ipswich, in his will, dated Juue 17, 1098, gives 
John Gibbon, of Ipswich, a guinea to purchase a ring. 
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Uabt Bbight, baptized at St. James's, Bury, Juue 2, 1605, 
was living unmarried in 1658, when a legacy was left her by 
her brother, Edmund Bright of Mildenhall, in his will, in 
which she is styled '- Mrs. Mary." In England, the title is 
prefixed to the names of elderly unmarried ladies of the 
gentiy, aa veil as to married ladles.

(v.) THE CHILDREN OF THOMAS BRIGHT, JtTN. 



The second Thomas Bright, baptized at St. James's, May 5, 
1602, was remembered in Lis brother Edmund's will in 1658. 
It is the only notice of him that occurs after his baptism. 



Edmund Bright, Gent., was of Holywell Row in Mildeiihall, 
county of Sutfolk, — a market-town twelve miles north-west of 
Bury, He was baptized at St. James's, Bury St. Edmunds, 
April 6, 1600. We find no reference to him in any will of his 
relatives ; and he is lost sight of until his marriage at Woolpit, 
recorded in the parish register there, as follows ; " lfi32, 
Edmund Bright and Susan ^ilston, both single, and both of 
Bury St. Edmunds, were here married the tenth day of Octo- 
ber." We infer from this record, that he did not take up bis 
residence in Mildenhall until after that event. There is no 
further information respecting him, except what is furnished 
in his will, dated Jan, 9, 1658, which was pi-oved at the Pre- 
rogative Office, London, March 7, 1659, and an abstract of 
which we here present: — 

"Gives to his godson Mr. Thomas Bright, son of his brother Mr. 
John Bright, all liis houses and lands in Bury St. Edmunds, houses 
and lands in Holywell Row and Beck Row in Mildenhall. Legacies 
to his brother Mr, Thomas Bright ; to his cousin Thomas Bright ; aiiil to 
bis godson, the son of his cousin Henry Bright, deceased, £50. Sister 
Mrs. Mary Bright; cousin John Gibbon, faia sister's son. Gives to thirty 
poor impotent persons living in the Almshouse, near Goodman Jarne- 
goes, in St, Mary's parish, Bury St, B^dmunds, £3 and 2Qi., to be 
paid to such other impotent poor; which £4 are lo be distributed 
amongst them at the discretion of the minister, churchwardens, and 
overseers of the poor, yearly and every year, as long as the world 
endureth; which £4 shall come out of the rents of a tenement in 
Cooks Row. Desires to be buried in the Churchyard of St. Mary, 
in Bury St. Edmunds, near his father, mother, wife, and sou." 

The son referred to was probably the Edmund, son of Ed- 
mund Bright, recorded as baptized at St, Mary's, Buiy St. 
Edmunds, July 19, 1633. In Davy's "Suffolk Collections" 
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it is stated th/il " Edmund Bright, born at Hury St. Edmunds, 
was fellow of Emanuel College. Cambridge. June 26, 1666 ; " 
and tbat he became master of arts in 16ri7. If this be the son 
near whom the father desires to be buried, he must have died 
Koou after receiving; his degree at Cambridge, as the will of 
the elder Edmund is dated in January following. In 1634, 
Dec. 23, Susan, daughter of Edmund Bright, Gent., was bap- 
tised at St. Mary's ; and the burial of Susan, daughter of 
Edmund Bright, Gent., is recorded there in 1035. Though 
not alluded to in Edmund's will, she was probably his daugh- 
ter. Parish registers are not particular in details ; and the 
name of the mother was rarely mentioned in giving the baptism. 
The "Suffolk Directory" states that 40s., bequeathed by 
Edmund Bright out of land at Culdhamhills, are distributed 
yearly among the poor parishioners in Mildenhall ; and in its 
account of the charities belonging to St. Mary's parish, Bnry 
St. Edmunds, it mentions that the poor have yearly dotes, a 
rent-charge of £i out of two houses in Abbeygata Street, 
given also by Edmuud Bright. 



.SUSAS Alston, the wife of Edmund Bright of Mildenhall, 
was baptized at Boxford, county of Suffolk, Oct. 26, 1609 ; 
and was married at Woolpit, in the same county, Oct. 10, 
1632. She was the daughter of Edward and grand-daughter 
of William Alston, of Saxham Hall in Newton. .Suffolk. This 
comprises all that is known of her personal history. The date 
of her decease, which took place before that of her husband, 
has not been ascertained. 

From Page's "History of Suffolk" (1847) we learn the 
following particulars of the family of Alston and of their 
estate: — 

Saxham (Saybam, Siam) Hall iu Newton was for ages the 
estate and residence of the Alstons, — a family recorded as 
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oarly as the time of Edward I., when William Alstou, of 
Stisted in Essex, granted and confirmed to John de Carpen- 
ter land in Stisted. Jolm Alston of Newton was descended 
from the above-mentioned William of Stisted, and was father 
of William Alston of Newton, who is placed at the head of the 
Alston pedigree. Thomas Alston, baptized at Newton in 1713, 
and buried there in 1785, appears to be the last of the family 
who resided in Newton. Edward, his son, married and settled 
in Manningtree in Essex; and his son, Edward Daniel Alston, 
Esq., died at Palgrave, Suffolk. The Rev. Edward Constable 
Alston, of Cransford Hall, and vicar of that parish, his only 
Bon, is the present representative of this branch of the family. 
Siam Hall was, in 1847, the estate of Thomas Layzell Tiffen, 
Esq., who resided there ; but the Alstons still retain property 
in this parish. The Church of All Saints was formerly in the 
patronage of tho Alston family. Some charities of William 
Alston in 1564, and Edward Alston in 1591, are collected once 
in seven years, and then distributed in money among the poor 
persons of the parish. 

One branch of the Saxham-Hall family settled in the village 
of Edwardstone in Suffolk, five miles east of Sudbury. One of 
the descendants was created a baronet in 1681. 

For the following pedigree of the Alston family we are 
indebted to the Rev. William Grigson, of Whinburg Rectory, 
East Dereham, county of Norfolk, — a member of the Norfolk 
Archffiological Society, and one of the best genealogists of that 
county. He is also an honorary member of the New-England 
Historic-Genealogical Society in Boston. He is descended 
from the family; one of whom, Mary Grigson, married Thomas 
Bright of Netherhall manor, of Thurston in Suffolk, An ac- 
count of the Grigson family is to be found in Burke's " Landed 
(Jentry."

(V.) CAPT. JOHN BRIGHT. 

Capt. John Bright of Talinach Hall, in Little Bricet, county 
of Suffolk, the oldest child of Thomas Bright, jun., and 
Margaret Beton, his second wife, was baptized at the parish of 
St. James, in Bury Pt. Edmunds, Aug. 12, li)93. He came 
in possession of the manor of Butters in Tbomi»son, county of 
Norfolk, after the death of the persons on whom it was settled 
in 1857 by his grandfather, Thomas Bright, the elder. This 
fi8tate was probably bequeatiied to him by his father in 1625, 
when he made provision for the poor, for the repair of Uie 
churches, and for other objects; though we have no other 
evidence of his having made a will. The marriage of John 
Bright is not recorded at Bury St. Edmunds, and may have 
taken place at Hemlngstoue, the home of his wife. The 
baptism of his eldest child, William, bom about 1627, is not in 
the registers at Bury ; and the only child of this family whose 
baptism is recorded there was the second son, John, at tlie 
parish of St. Mary, in 1G31. John Bright was the alderman of 
r Bury St. Edmunds, as his father and grandfather had been 
■ before him ; he was also a captain in the Parliamentary army. 
It is thought that he resided in Bury St. Edmunds for Gome 
years after his marriage. We are not informed when he sold 
the manor of Butters, and purchased that of Talmacli Hall, 
to which he finally removed, Tliere is no proof of his 
residence in Little Bricet at an earlier date than 1664, wlien 
his gi'and-da lighter. Sarah Bright, was baptized at the parish 
of Ofilon. The Brights of Talmach Hall were interred in Great 
Bricet Church, though the death of one of them buried there 
1 recorded in the register of Ofllon. We have no transcript 
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from the parish records in Great Bricet to show bow early the 
family was settled at Talmaoh Hall. The fact that oue of his 
sons was baptized in Bury, as well as that of the absence of alt 
record in the parish register of OHlon relating to tlie family 
before 1654, induces the belief that the purchase of Talmach 
Hall, and his removal there from Bury St. Edmunds, occurred 
not long previous to that time. 

The following pedigree of Bright of Talmach Hall, from thu 
visitation of HuHblk in lfiG4, is copied from the original in 
the Herald's College: —

A manuscript collection of notes by Zaccheus Leverland, 
sclioolmaBter of Framlinghaui in 1655, who made in that and 
tlic following yeai" the toui' of Suffolk, for the purpose of col- 
lecting genealogical and heraldic information, mentions the 
arms afterwards seen by Mr. Alan Cotton, in Kirtl, in the par- 
lor of Talmach Hall : namely, of Kemp, a former owner ; of 
Bright ; and also of North ; the latter being those of the family 
of tho wife of William Bright. These notes also state, — 

" The owner of Talmsich Hall tlilsyeur (1655) is Capl. John Bright, 
B»q.. who w«8 some time alderman of Bury."

ABSTRACT OP CAPT. JOBN BRIGHT'S WILL. 

"John Bright, of Little Bricet, co. Suffolk. Will dated Jan. 14, 
^1659-60. Speaks of his son Thomas, not twenty-six ; son Williani ; 
sister Guibbou's chililreu. Gives to his wife, Mary, liis houses and 
lands ID Bury St. Edmunds which he purchased of Eustace Dorcey. 
SjKnks of lands and tenements in Brockford and Wetheringsett winch 
he purchased of Thomas Colhy, Gent. Lands and tenements in Ireland. 
Mentions his grandchild, John Salter. 

" ProvL'd in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, at London, 
May 8, 1661." 

He died Marcli 17, 1060, and was buried in Great Bricet 
Clmrcli. Near the chancel, is a beautiful marble monument, 
surmounted with the arms of Bright, empaling those of Stylo 
and North, and bearing the following inscription:-^

Johannis Bright de Talmach Hall 
Generosi qui obijt decitno Septimo die 
Marlij anno Millesimo Sexcentesimo

Mary Style, the wife of Capt. John Bright, was the daughter 
of William Style, of Hemingstoiie Hall in Hemingstono, county 
of Suffolk, Gent. Hemingstone Hall, six miles from Ipswich, 
is described as a brick mansion in the Elizabethan style, situated 
in a pleasant valley, and built by William Style, Esq., in 1655. 
After the death of Capt. John Bright, his widow married, for 
her second husband, the Hon. John North, son of Dudley, 
third Lord North. She died Aug. 31, 1679 ; and the monu- , 
meut in Great Bricct Church, erected by her son, William I 
Bright, to the memoiy of his parents, bears the date of the 
following year, 1680. 

Little Bricet, where Capt. John Bright resided, is a small I 
hamlet, which contained in 1841 only twenty-five inhabitants, 
including the farm of Talmach Hall. It is one milo west of ] 
Offton Church, and about eighteen from Bury St. Edmunds. 
It was a separate parish, and had a church previous to its i 
annexation to OBlon in 1503. 

Great Bricct (Briset, Brisset), adjoining Offloii, contaluB J 
aitout two hundred inhabitants, and nine hundred acres of I 
land. Here was a priory, founded about the year 1100, and ' 
dedicated to St. Leonard. It was suppressed in the time of I 
Henry VI., and its revenues granted to the Provost and Fellows i 
of King's College, Cambridge, who are still lords of the manor, 
and patrons of the Church of St, Maiy. Li the east window of \ 
the church is a profusion of stained glass representing Edward ' 
the Confessor, with other figures and devices. 
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In the church represented by the engraving, the Brights of 
Talmach Hall were interred, there being no church then in 
Little Bricet. Besides the monument of Capt, John Bright, 
and his wife Mary Style, there are several stone slabs, with 
inscriptions and arms, on the floor of tlic church, commemora- 
tive of iheir deaths. 

Talmach Hall (Talmaclie, Talmack, Tolmago, Tolmach, 
Tollemnche), in tlie village of Little Bricet, derives its name 
from its ancient posBCssors. It now exists only as a farm- 
house, and tlie view repi-cseuts only some remains of the old 
hall. The principal portion of this edifice, once very extensive, 
was taken down in the early part of the present century, and 
hardly a vestige of its former greatness remains. It was 
EUPTOUuded by a moat, traces of which still exist. In 21 
Edward I., Hugh Taluiacb, and Ularia his wife, held lands here 
of the Countess of Gloucester ; and his descendants continued 
to be interested here until 17 Edward TV., when John Talmach 
was owner of the lordship. The very ancient name of ToUe- 
macho claims 8axon descent, and is said to be a corruption of 
the word " toUmack," — tolling of the hell. The Tallemachcs 
have flourislicd in an uninterrupted male succession in the 
county of Suffolk since the first arrival of the Saxons in 
England, — a period of more than thirteen centuries. After 
John Talmach, it liccame the estate and residence of the Kemps, 
descendants of the Kemps of Gissing in Norfolk. Thomas 
Kemp sold this estate ; and it became the seat of Josias Fay- 
wether, whose second wife was the daughter of Tliomas Kemp, 
hut afterwards belonged to the Brights. By the marriage of 
.Sarah, grand-daughter of Capt. John Bright, it itassed to the 
family of her husband, the Dawtreys, and thence to tlie Luthcrs, 
by the marriage of her daughter, Sarah Dawtrey, to Edward 
Lulhor, whose sou Richard eventually inherited the Dawtrey 
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estates. It was owned by. John Luther, the grandson of 
Edward, who died in 1786, and was afterwards solii into other 
bands. 

OBlon parish, with a village containing four himdred and 
seventeen acres of land, had, in 1844, a population of 
about fifteen hundred, including Little Bricet and Talmach 
Hall, An ancient castle, of which no vestige remains, 
f once stood on a chalk-hill in the parish. It was ascribed to 
, King of Mercia in the eighth century, from whom the 
name of the village is derived. The church once belonged to 
Thetford Priory. The record of the last marriage of William 
Bright, and his death, and also of the baptism of his daughter 
Sarah, is found in the parish register of Offlon. 



(VI.) THE CHILDREN OP CAPT. JOHN BRIGHT. 

The children of Capt. John Bright, and his wife Mary 
Style, were three sons and one daughter, — namely, William, 
John, Thomas, and Elizabeth, — of whom an account will be 
given ; leaving for the last, William, the eldest son and principal 
heir, who succeeded to Talmach Hall. 



John Bright, the second son, was baptized at the parish of 
St. Mary, in Bury St. Edmunds, Nov. 24, 1031 ; died at 
Talmach Hall, unmarried ; and was buried in Great Bricet 
Church. On the floor of the church there is a slate slab, much 
defaced, adjoining that of his father, with this inscription: — 



"H. 



lyeth the body of 
John Bright, Gent., 
wbo died tbe . . . 
May 1657." 
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Thoha8 Bbight, Gent., the youngest son, was born about 
1638. Our first knowledge of liim is at the age of twenty 
years, when his uncle aud godfather, Edmund Bright, Gent., 
of Holywell Row, Mildenhall, gave him, by will, Jan. 9, 1658, 
all his houses aud lands in Bury St. Edmunds, and houses and 
lands in Holywell Row and Beck Row in Mildenhall. The 
abstract of his father's will (January, 1660) merely speaks of his 
son Thomas as not twenty-si.x years old, without informing us 
what prorision was made for him. Davy's " Suffolk Collections" 
mentions him as of Talmach Hall in 1G55, and alderman of 
Bury. Ho was the fourth Bright of the Suffolk family in 
succession who became chief magistrate of Bury St. Edmunds. 
His son-in-law, Samuel Battely, was also the alderman of Bury. 
Thomas Bright's first wife was Mary, a daughter of John Revett, 
Esq., of Braudeston, county of Suffolk. They were married 
at Brandcston, Jan. 1, 1660 ; and she was buried there, April 9, 
Kititi. The family of Revett, originally of Kent, were first 
seated here in 1548, when Andrew Revet, Esq., purchased Bran- 
deston Hall and Manor, and was succeeded by his son John. 

Tlic children of Thomas aud Mary (Revett) Bright were two 
daughters ; namely, Mary and Alice. 

Maby BRKiHT, baptized at Brandeston, Nov. 7, 1661, was 
married at Nowton, Nov. 21, 1682, to Samuel Battely, Esq., 
alderman of Bury St. Edmunds, and member of Parliameut 
for that town in 1710, who died Jan. 15, 1714, leaving no 
issue. His wife died Dec. 30, 1696, and was buried at St. 
James's, Bury St. Edmuuds. 

Alice BntoHT, the youngest child, was baptized at Brandeston, 
April 10, 1666. She was living on the 1st of March, 1709, 
when she is mentioned in her father's will as the wife of Joha 
Westhrope.

Thomas Bright is here represented as of Talmach Hall in 
1655 ; and it is nucertain wlion he rcmoveii to Bury St. 
Edmunds, though probably it was about the time of his mar- 
riage to Mary Revett, when the will of his uncle Edmund was 
proved in 1659, by which he came in poascssion of bouses and 
lands hequeatlied to him in that place. He was residing, at 
the date of bis will, in Nortligato Street, in the parish of St. 

Jamos. He mai-ried a second wife, Dorothy , who died 

Dec. S, 1684, and was buried in the churchyard at Bury St. 
Edmunds, where the monument erected to ber memory, and 
that of her husband, may still be seen. It woiild appear from 
his will that she left no children. 

Thomas Piske, sen., of Rattlesden in Suffolk, was a brother of 
Martha Fiske, the wife of Henry Bright, of New House, Paken- 
ham. In the abstract of his will, dated April 24, 1686, there 
is the following legacy : — 

"To Thomas Bright, of Bury St. Edmunds, Gent., my nephew, 
£150 ; bcinf; ihc remaining jmrt of £300 {iromised him upon Lis 
marriage wilh tcstalor'a niece, Martha Fiske." 

The niece, Martha Fiske, was probably the daughter of his 
elder brother, Lieut.-Col. John Fiske, of Clopton Uall, Rattles- 
den ; but it is ijuestionable which of tlie Thomas Brigbts was 
her husband. The will is the only record found of this mar- 
riage; and it has been conjectured that she was the second wife 
^'of this Thomas Bright. We have before stated that nothing 
ther is positively known of Thomas, son of Jasper, who was 
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living ill 11)30 ; and of Thomas, the son of Tliomas Bright, jun., 
baptized in 1002 : and jwssibly one of these may have been 
the Thomas Bright alluded to in Thomas Fisko'a will. 

The will of Thomas Bright, dated March 1, 1709, and proved 
at Bury St. Edmunds, May 18,1711, is as follows: — 

" In the name of God Amen. I Thomas Bright of Bury St. 
Edmiinde in tlie county of Suffalkc, Gent, being in good health of Body 
and of good iinderi^lnnding thanks be to Almighly God fur Uie same, 
doe this first day of Marcli in the yeare of our Lord one Thousand 
Seaven hundred and nine, make and declare tliis my last Will and 
TesUiment in manner following (that h to say) tlirst I Committ my 
Spirit! into ibe hands of God Almighty my Heavenly ffather who 
gave il mee humbly and besceciiing him to accept itt as perfectly 
Uighle as through the alone meritts of Je^ius Christ my Saviour and 
Redeemer and my body I curaitt to the Earth to be decently Buried by 
my Executor hereafter named and laid in Bury Churchyard where my 
deare wife Dorothy is buried as to my deare Daughter Alice Wee- 
thropp I humbly comitt and leave ber to the never failing providence 
of God Almighty to be ber Guide and Guardian, and her everlasting 
portion herenfier. 

" Imprimis I give and devise unto my son-in-law John Westhrope 
the House wbere I now Inhabite in Northgnle Street in Bury St. 
Edmunds, tt» also tbe Houses and land I bought of Kir. Charles Darby 
of Ketten and three little Tenements in the Northgate Street in St.

Bright, WitJiesses hereunto Eliza Walford, John Bird." 

It will be observed that Thomas Bright made John Wes- 
thrope, who married his youngest daughter, Alice, sole heir to 
his estates ; giving only ten pounds to Samuel Battely, the other 
son-in-law, and his wife, to buy mourning. The reason for 
this, which is not explained, may perhaps have been, that he 
had previously provided for the eldest daughter. The gift of 
King Edmund's picture to the corjmration, and the mention 
of his grandfather's portrait, have been alluded lo in tho 
notice of his grandparents. 
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He died Feb. 20. 1710, and was hjiried, as ho desired, near. 
bis wife, in the churchyard at Bury St. Edmunds, where there 
is erected to their memories a handsome mouumeut, on the 

top slab of which are the arms of Bright, empaling , and 

the following inscription : — 

"Thomas Bright Genl. 

Dyed the 2(Hh Feb. 1710 

Aged 72 years." 

On tlie west end of tlie above is this: — 

" Here Lieth the Body of 

Doroiliy y" Wifo of Thomas 

Briglii Geiii. Who Departed this 

Life December tlie 3'' 1684 

In Hope of a Blessed 

Resurrection to Life Eternal I 

Through the Merila of our Lord 

Jesua Christ." 

The inscription is nearly obliterated, and the crest of the 
arms entirely. This is an altar-tomb, and is about midway 
between the two Cliurches of St. Mary and St. James, and 
probably over the sj)ot where repose the remains of the earlier 
Brights. It is the only monument of the family remaining in 
that churcliyard, and is here presented. 
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Maet Waters. — Thomas Bright bequeathed a porti-ait of 
Mrs. Mary Honuywood in the following words : " I give 
to ray she cousin Fislier A Picture is now in my little 
Parlour of Mary Waters the widow of Robert Hounywood of 
Charing in Kent, she being related to the Honnywoods." As 
previously mentioned, tliere are reasons for believing that the 
Brights of Suffolk were connected with those of the name 
I who flourished in tlic county of Kent at a much earlier period, 
' from whom dosceiidod Mary Waters, a daughter of Katherine 
Bright, the wife of Robert Hounywood, of Marks Hall in Essex, 
a gentleman of largo estates. In the " Topograjdicr and 
Genealogist" (1853), under the head of " Houywood Evi- 
dences," there is a good deal, relating to this family, taken 
from a manuscript account of the family and estates, and 
compiled, previous to 1620, by Robert Honnywood, the son 
of Mary Waters, from which the following pedigree is ar^ 
ranged: —

Thc fact lliat the mother of Mary Waters was a Bright, and 
that a portrait of the daughter, in possession of Tlioraas Bright 
of Bury St. Edmunds, was deemed of suffiuieiit interest to be 
thas disposed of in a special manner by will, favors the belief 
in a relationship, though probably remote, Ixstweeu the families. 
Those circumstances are only presumptive evidence. Ijeyond 
which nothing of a more positive character has lioen found to 
establish the conuectioii. On the other Iiand, it hits been con- 
jttciupod that the wife of this Thomas Bright was a Ilonnywood. 
Her family is unknown : but the Bright arms on tlio monument 
of herself and husband, which arc partially obliterated, are said 
to empale those of that family, and that her relationsliip to 
the Honnywoods accounts for his jioRseBsiuu of the portrait; for 
which reason he bequeathed it to his couKin, who, he says, was 
related to them. The family of tlie cousin Fislier to whom he 
left it, and the way in which she was related to tlie Briglits and 
tlie Honnywoods, are also unknown. 

Besides the authority alluded to, wo are indebted to Burke's 
*' Estini't Baronetage," Fuller's " Worthies of England," and 
Wright's " History of Essex," for most of what is comprised 
in Uie following particulars of the life and Iiistory of Mary 
Honnywood. She was celebrated for her piety, her good deeds, 
(he Icngtii of her days, and the multitude of her descendants, 
of whom she lived to see as many as three hundred and sixty- 
Mvou. She died at Marks Hall, the family seat in Essex, 
May 11, 1620, in the ninety-third year of her age, and was 
buried at Royton, in the parish of Iicnliam, the place of her 
birth. Of her large family of children, ten were daughtora, 
of whom nine were married. Dr. Michael Honnywood, her 
grandson. Dean of Lincoln in the time of Charles II., whoso 
munumeat is in the Minster, related that he was at a dinner 
which she gave to a family-party of two hundied of her 
desccudants. 
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In the time of the persecutions under Queen Mary, Mrs. 
Honnywood used to visit the prisons that she might comfort 
and relieve the Protestants ; and, when Mr. Bradford was burnt 
at Suiitlifield, slie was present, though tlie pressure of the crowd 
was so great that her shoes were trodden from her feet, and 
she was obliged to walk barefoot to St. Martiii-Ie-Grand. There 
is a portrait of hor at Marks Hall ; and a fine marble statue, 
with an inscription, in the church, representing her in a kneel- 
ing posture. There is also a picture of her at Coleshill in 
Berkshire, the seat of the Earl of Radnor, who is a descendant, 
as is likewise bis lady, through her mother, Lady Mildmay. 
She appears to be a handsome, hale woman, of about fifty or 
sixty years of age, with some color in her cheeks, and a cheer- 
ful countenance. Her dress is a close Jacket, buttoned, and 
over it a sort of loose gown of black sUk. Hhe has a small 
ruff, and a lai'ge hood which falls over her back and a part of 
her left arm. In her left hand is a book ; and at one corner 
of the picture is her epitaph. 

There are several portraits of her, — one, in our possession, 
which answers to the description, and is perhaps a copy, of 
that at Coleshill. It has been supjxised to Ije the one be- 
queathed by Thomas Bright ; but of this wo have seen no 
satisfactory proof. We are informed, on good authority, that 
this portrtut of Mrs. Honnywood belonged to the family of 
Carey, by whom it was left to the Rev. Charles Parrott, Rector 
of Fahan, who married Miss Francis, aunt to the late Henry 
Francis, Esq., of Norwich, Registrar of the Arehdeanery of 
Norfolk, who died in 1854, aged above seventy years. He was 
a widower ; and, being without children, his effects were sold, 
when this portrait was purchased, and forwarded to us iu 
the United States. We do not learn when or how it came 
into the possession of the Carey family ; but, from the foregoing 
particulars, it must have been more tlian a century 
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W. Bransby Francis, Esq., of St. Clement. Nurwicli, n nephew 
of die late owner, thus writes, June 20, 1855, to the gentle- 
man who purchased it: "I cau give you no informatioii about 
the picture, excejit that my uncle had the glass painted out 
thai was in the hand." The portrait was restored in Boston, 
in 1856, hy Mr. George Howorth. a skilful artist; but no glass 
was found. The process of restoration, however, brought to 
light a tablet, or representation of a monument, having on the 
top a cherub's head with outspreading wings, and ornaments 
and scroll-work ou the ends and sides, with the following 
inscription : —

"She VTHS buried At the Chuich ut Lunliam in Kent, the place of 
her binh." 

The artist declares the picture to i>e well executed, and feels 
confident that it is an original. He supposes that the in- 
scription was copied. long after, from her monument, erected in 
tli6 duirch. This inscription is on the lower left-hand corner, 
and had been covered by the representation of a table and 
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hour^ass, for how long a period is unknown ; but the artist 
seye that the portrait had not been in its original state for at 
least a century. In restoring old pictures, inscriptions which 
had been painted over are often found. 

It is stated that Lady Mildmaj has another picture of Mrs. 
Honnywood, with a Venetian glass in her hand. She is thus 
represented in consequence of the following singular story 
related of her : " Falling at one time in a low, desponding 
state of mind, she was impressed with the idea that she should 
be damned ; and, exclaiming in a paroxysm of the malady, ' I 
shall be damned as sure as that glass is broken ! ' at the same 
time she threw on a marble slab a glass. she held in her liand ; 
but the glass did not break." The story adds, that the cir- 
cumstance wrought a complete cure, and had more effect in 
composing her mind than the reasoning of all the great divines 
whom she had consulted. She is painted in the act of flinging 
the glass. Puller, in his " Worthies of England," mentioning the 
above story relating to Mrs. Honnywood, says, " However, 
the gentlewoman took no comfort thereat, but continued a 
great time after in her former disconsolate condition." 

Two of her portraits, and perhaps others, represent her with 
the glass in her hand, — a circumstance which probably led 
the family of Mr. Francis to believe that the portrait in their 
family was one of these. This portrait, or the original from 
which it is copied, must have been painted before the year 
1600, — probably as early as 1570 or 1580. 

Marks Hall in Essex, of which a view and description may 
be seen in Wright's " History of Essex," is still the seat of the 
Honuywoods, desecndants of Mary Waters, The estate of her 
husband, Robert Honnywood, was represented to have been 
worth £3,000 per annum, — a large income for that period. 
The prugenitor of the family was William De Honywood, of 
Huuywood, Kent, in the time of Henry U. 
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Elizabeth Bright, the only daughter of John and Mary 
(Stylo) Bright, of Talmach Hall, according to a pedigree in 
the '■ Harleian Manuscript," No. 6071, page 31-i, in the British 
Hiiseum, married Thomas Salter, aiid had a son John. Page's 
" History of Suffolk " mentions her marriage to Thomas, son 
and heir of Martin Salter. Tlie name of Tliomas Salter of 
Balisford, Gent., appears in a new deed of feofi&uent, made in 
1663, for landed property originally bestowed by Margaret 
Oowle, of Clnlton Hall near Stowmarket, in 1523, for " the 
use of a priest-service in the Church of St. Peter in Stow- 
market, to pray for my soul, and the souls of John Dunche 
and Thomas Gowlc my husbands; Sir Thomas Blomvill, Sir 
Thomas Crowe, and Emma his wife, for the term of niiiety-nine 
years." Capt, John Briglit's will, Jan. 14, 1659-60, mentions 
his grandchild John Salter ; but, as there is no allusion to 
Edward and Thomas Salter, they were probably born after 
that date. Their uncle. Thomas Bright, in his will in 1709, 
requests his nephews, Edward and Thomas Salter, whom we 
assume to have been sons of Elizabeth Bright, to bo hearers at 
his funeral. 

Martin Salter, the fother-in-law of Elizabeth Bright, pur^ 
chased of Sir Thomas Barker his estate called " Bishop Hall " 
in Battisford, coimty of Suffolk, a village and parish three 
miles from Stowmarket. It was previously the property of 
Sir Thomas Gresham, who founded the Royal Exchange in 
London, and had the frame of that edifice constructed in Bat- 
tisford, of timber mostly the growth of that neighborhood. 

Our knowledge of the family and descendants of Thomas 
Salter and his wife Elizabeth Bright does not extend beyond 
what is embraced in the pedigree which follows: —

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THE TALMACH-HALL FAMILY. 



William Bright, Esq., tbe eldest soa of Capt. John Bright, 
was born about 1627, and succeeded to Talmacli Hall on the 
death of his father in 1660. He married 8arah, daughter of 
Henry North of Laxfield, county of Suffolk, son of Sir Henry 
North of Mildenhall, in the same county, K.ut., who was a 
younger son of Roger, second Lord North, Her father resided 
at Bourt's Hall in LazHeld, and married Sarah, the only 
daughter and heiress of John Jenner, Gent. They were 
buried in the vestry of that parish church, with three children 
who died young. His estate was worth jC800 per annum. 

The following is from the " Harleian Manuscript," No. 6071, 
page 314, in the British Museum : —

Tlie manuscript of Zacchcus Leverland, before mentioned, 
says that the estate of Williatn Bright was worth about X400 
per annum. Hia only child, Sarah, was baptized in 1654. 
Be married, at an advanced age, a second wife, Sarah Oilsoii, 
as recorded in the parish register of Offton, Aug. 31, 1704. 

The following is an abstract of his will : — 

"William Bright, of Little Bricet, Siitfolk, Esq. Will dated 
Sept. 24, I70G. Mentions wife Sarah. Gave lo his gramlson, 
William Dawlrey, £200 ; to hig greut-great-gramldaugliter, Ktbecca 
Iiuther, £600; to the poor of Offlon, with Little Bricet, £5; lo the 
poor of Great Bricet, forty Bhillinga. Mentions his great-grandson 
Ricbanl, son of Edward Luther, and his wife Sarali." 

This will was proved by the widow, May 30, 1707. The 
parish register of OSton thus records his death : — 

"1706. Mr. William Bright Gent, of this Parish dyed y' 7* of

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On the Soor of Great Bricet Church is a stoue slab, with

By the death of William Bright, the family of Talmach 
Hall became eztioct in the male line.

Samh Bright, the only child of William and Sarah (North) 
Bright, and heir to Talmach Hall, was baptized at Offlon, 
Feb. 1, liJ.>l-5. She married Thomas Dawtrey, Esq., of More 
in Sussex, and of Doddinghurst Place, who was Sheriff for 
Essex in 1682. By this marriage, Talmach Hall passed to the 
Dawtrey family. 

Thomas and Sarah (Bright) Dawtrey had two children: viz., 
William, of Moorhouse and Doddinghurst, Sheriff for Essex in 
1736, the heir : and Sarah, married to Edward Luther, Esq., of 
Hiles in Essex, and High Sheriff for that county in 1701. 
William Dawtrey, the eldest child and heir, dying witiioat 
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issue in 17ofe, his large possessions went to Richard Luther, 
Esq., or Miles in Essex, the sou of his sister. 

According to Burke's " Armory," the Dawtrey family claims 
" an uninterrupted descent from the Conquest. John de Alta 
Ripa, obtaining from Joscelyn of Louvaine a grant of the 
manor of Haultrey, assumed at a very early period the sur- 
name of De Haultrey, or Dawtrey, and founded the distinguished 
Sussex family of the name, which intermiirried with the Shir- 
leys, the Blouiits, the Stonelys, Ac, and were descended, 
tlirough Margaret Roper, wife of William Dawtrey, Esq., of 
Hoorhouse (Sheriff iu 15S6, and M.P. for Sussex), from the 
great Sir Thomas More, Lord Cliaticellor of England, and is 
now represented by John Fane, Esq., and John Taylor 
Gordon, M.D." 

Prom Wright's "History of Essex," and other authorities, 
we learn that the Luther family were allied to the celebrated 
reformer. William Luter, iu the time of Henry VIII., had a 
lease, from the crown, of the manor of Albins, in Stapleford 
Abbots. John Luter died in loiJli, and had numerous estates; 
fts had also bis sou John Luter, who died iu 1611, Richard 
Luther is the first recorded possessor of Albins ; and, dying 
in 1638 or 1639, was succeeded by his sou and heir, Anthony, 
who married Jaue Armstrong. He died in 1665, iu the 
seven ty-seve nth year of his age. His son Richard, of Miles, 
died iu 1686, and was succeeded by his son and heir, Edward 
Luther, Esq., who married Sarah Dawtrey, grand-daughter of 
William Bright. Richard, son of Edward Luther, received a 
large accession of property from his uncle, William Dawtrey, 
Esq., who died without issue. Richard Luther married 
Charlotte, the daughter of Hugh Chamberlen, M.D., of 
Alderton Manor and Hinton Hall in Suffolk, the celebrated 
court- physician in the time of James II. and Queen Aime. 
Richard Luther died at hie seat. Vicars Hill, Dec. 28, 1767, 
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loariug oue boh and two daiigliters. John Luther, the son 
and heir, was elected member of Parliament for Essex, after a 
irarm contest, in which he expended £50,000. His father 
gave him, on his marriage, his family estate. John Luther 
vas of Miles in Essex, and Nortliing in Sussex, and was also 
Lord of the Manor of Talmach Ilall. He died without issue, 
Jan. 13, 1786, and his estates went to his two sisters ; namely, 
Charlotte, married to Henry Fane, Esq., of Wormsley, a 
younger brother of Thomas, the eighth Earl of Westmoreland, 
M.P. ; and Rebecca, married to John Taylor, Esq. 

It is seen how not only the BHghts of Talmach Hall, but 
also t)iQ two distinguished families of Dawtrey and Luther that 

I Bucceedod, became extinct in the male line. 

' The manor of Miles in Esses, in 1561, was in possession of 
Frances, daughter of Robert Blackwell, Esq. Richard and 
Anthony Luther, Esqs., were the next owners, who remained 
joint-possessors of it nearly forty years. They were " so truly 
loving brothers," as is expressed iu their epitaph, that no 
accounts whatever were kept between them. Anthony Luther 
died in 1627. 

Doddinghurst Place, the seat of William Dawtrey, in Dod- 
dinghurst parish, twenty-two miles from London, is near the 
church. This manor belonged to Hugh, fourth Earl of Oxford, 
■who died in 1263 ; and continued in the family till 1.579, when 
it was bought by Richard Stonely, Esq., who sold it in 1599 to 
Thomas Glascock, by whom it was left to his daughter, married 
to Thomas Luther, Esq. His son, Anthony Luther, married to 
Dorothy, daughter of Sir Henry P'Autrey, Knt., was heir. 
His son Henry, a grandson of Anthony, succeeded; and, 
dying without issue, he gave the estate to his uoice. The 
Mansion House of Doddinghurst Place is half a mile from 
the church. The time of its Iwing separated from the chief 
manor Is not sttited. 
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In closing this sketch of the TaUnach-Hall family, and of 
their connections by marriage, it is a subject of regret that 
more facts could not have been obtained from tlie parish 
register of Great Bricet, where they were buried, or that of 
Ofllou, where they were recorded ; Little Bricet, in which the 
hall was situated, having no separate church after it was 
annexed to Offlon in 1503, The parish register of Great 
Bricet does not date back further tlian 1680. The earlier one 
ia missing. There can be no question that this branch of the 
name is entirely extinct in the male line ; and it has been seen 
how the estates passed from it, by the marriage of the daughter 
and only child of William Bright, to tlie Dawtreys ; and again, 
in default of male issue, to the Luthevs, who held Talmach 
Hall towai"ds the end of the last century; when, from a similar 
cause, it came, on the death of John Luther in 17^6, into the 
possession of his two sisters, co-heirs ; and finally passed into 
the hands of strangers. This old hall, which, through several 
reigns, was the eeat of one of the oldest families of England 
(its ancient poseeBsors, whose name it bore), and was afterwards 
the residence of many respectable families who succeeded, 
became the seat of Capt. Jolm Bright, the home of himself 
and his descendants, or was retained as a part of their lauded 
estates for about a hundred and fifty years. We are not aware 
by whom it was afterwards occupied ; but it was probably not 
the residence of its proprietors, as otherwise the hall would not 
have been suH'ered to fall into ruin. In time, tlie manor-house 
having fallen into a state of decay and dilapidation, the prin- 
cipal part was taken down in the early part of the present 
century, and its remains have since served as farm-buildings. 
There is little left at the present day to indicate the former 
Bplcndor of this liall, one of the old homes of England. 

Of the family-lines which remain to be described, there are 
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still two, descended from Thomas Bright, the elder : aamelj, 
Robert, the second brother of Thomas Bright, jun., whose 
lily we have just finished ; and Henry Bright, sen., of Bury 
;. Edmunds, the younger brother. We shall first take up the 
Lue of Robert Bright, of Netherhall Manor in Thurston, in 
e county, a family much more numeraus tlian that of 
' Talniach Hall, of whom we have more knowledge through 
the original letters and documents of the family in our pos- 
session, beginning with tlfose of the first Thomas Bright of 
Netherhall, whose dates, extending back to 1650, end with 
the fourth and last Thomas, after 1730.

The time when the Netherhall family of Brights first resided 
in the villages of Thurston and Pakenham is uncertain ; for, 
notwithstanding the manor of Netherhall, which afterwards 
became their principal residence, appears to have been pur- 
chased by Robert Bright, the bead of that line, in ItJOl, there 
is, so far as we can discover, no evidence of bis removal there 
until a much later jieriod. There are reasons for supposing 
that he was in London many years after be became owner 
of that estate, and that he remained there until 1620, the year 
in which we have conjectured he returned from that city to 
Sufllblk. 

Robert Bright was of the parish of St. James, Bury St. 
Edmunds, and was the son of Thomas Bright, the elder ; but 
the dates of his baptism and marriage, with the particulars of 
his early life, are unknown until after he left Suffolk for London. 
Our first knowledge of him is obtained from his father's wiU, 
iated in 168T, iu which he is appointed one of the executors. 
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The lather bequeathed to him his possession called " Barton 
Place " in Great Barton, adjoining Pakenham, the property 
assumed to be the same that Robert bequeathed to his son 
"William iu lli^JO, as the "fearme called Barton Place," and 
conjectured to be that which is now known as Barton-Mere 
House, though there is some question if it be the same estate. 
There is no evideDce that Robert ever resided on this pro- 
perty : probably hu did not ; for we find him married and esta- 
blished in Loudon within a short period after his father's death, 
as is shown by the record of the baptism of his child Henry, in 
Bury St. Edmunds, iu 1593, as the son of Robert Bright, of 
London. If Thomas, a son of Robert Brighte, grocer, recorded 
in the parish re^ster of St, Saviour, Southwark, county of 
Surrey, as baptized Dec. 12, 1585, was his child, he was, no 
douht, settled in London some years before the decease of hia 
father. Many circumstances render it highly probable that he 
resided there for many years ; possibly from 1585, or before, to 
1620. It is presumed that his mother resided with him the 
lost years of her life, ber will being dated London, 1599, in 
which she appointed him overseer, and bequeathed to him the 
Bum'of one hundred pounds. She calls him "salter," refer- 
ring either to his calling, or to his being a member of the 
Salters' Company, one of the twelve principal livery companies 
of the city. After his mother's death, the next account of him 
is fotuid in the purchase of Netherhall iu 1601 ; but, from that 
time, there ore no family wills or papers to furnish information 
res|)ecting him for about twenty years, and nothing certain is 
known of his history till after bis return to Suffolk, where he 
appears to have passed the remainder of his days. In the 
account of the trial of the Earl of Somerset, for the poison- 
ing of Sir Thomas Overbury in the Tower of London, in 1613, 
it is stated, "Previous to the interment, an inquest had 
bewn held in the Tower by Robert Bright, one of the ooro- 
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ners of Middlesex." Wo suppose this was Robert Bright, 
afterwards of Netherhall ; but furtbor evidence is wanted to 
confirm the conjecture. The arms were confinned to him as 
second brother of Thomas Bright, juo., in 1616, at the time 
they were granted or confirmed to the latter. 

He is nest found in Pakenham, where he built " New 
House," in 1()20 ; the year, we liave supposed, of hia removal 
to Netherhall. In the same year, his son Henry, on whom he 
settled New House, surveyed the Netherhall estate, a plan of 
which will be found afterwards in the present work. From 
these circumstances, it is thought that his removal fi'om Loudon 
to Suffolk, the building of New House, and his first occupation 
of Netherhall manor, all occurred about that period. Nothing 
further relates to him but what is disclosed in his will in 
1630, executed a few weeks before hia death. From that docu- 
ment it is inferred, that, soon after the time he is bcUeved.to 
have returned to Suffolk, he' settled property on his three 
children, and that his son Thomas, who succeeded to the 
manor, was married. Robert Bright was buried at Thurston, 
Dec. 24, 1630. 

The following pedigree, in the Herald's College, is taken 
from the A'isitation of Suffolk, 1664 : — 




Besides retaining the property in Great Barton which he 
inherited from his father, lie must, during his long residence 



' Tbaniuneof "ai^itci 
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in London, have added greatly to liis wealth. Without know- 
ing the value or extent of his possessions, we regard the 
numerous estates he bequeathed to his children as evidence of 
considerable wealth, comprising, in various villages, landed 
property, which probably furnished ample provision for his 
three sons who survived him, the only children of whom wo 
have any record. These sons, it is believed, occupied, during 
the remainder of their lives, the property inherited fi-oin their 
father; Thomas, the eldest, residing at Netherhall in Thurs- 
ton ; Henry, at New House in Pakenham, until he sold it to 
tlie Spring family, after which he resided upon other property 
in that village ; and William, in Great Barton, probably at 
Barton Place. He was of Great Barton in 1647 ; but there is 
no trace of liim after 1653. 

In following the slight history we have been able to weave 
from the few items gathered from public records, and from the 
original letters and papers of this branch of the family, it will 
be seen how one after another of its members disappeared, until 
the male line became extinct, and how their wealth, the accu- 
mulation of successive generations, each adding its contribu- 
tion, passed, in time, into the hands of those liearing other 
names, to most of whose descendants the history, and porhapB 
the name, is unknown. We havo seen one person, a native of 
Suffolk, and long a I'esident in the villages where the family 
flourished, wlio had never heard of the name of Bright in that 
part of England. 



Elizaseth , the wife of Robert Bright, of Netherhall, 

was buried at Thurston, Dec. 31, 1629, the year preceding 
tlie death of her husband. The record of her burial, in the 
rtttunis from the parish register of that village, in the Will 
Office at Bury St. Edmunds, contains the only allusion to her 
that has been found. As her maiden name and family have 
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not been discovered in Suffolk, it is most likely tbat she-was of 
another county, perhaps of London, and was married there ; 
her husband having, it is believed, settled in that city early in 
life. It has been surmised tbat she was of the Ashfield family, 
who built the manor-house, and were seated there for a long 
period ; and that Robert Bright came in possession of that 
estate, tlirough his wife, by inheritance. There seems to be, 
however, no foundation for this supposition ; because moro 
recent researches in the Rolls Office, London, prove that the 
Ashfields were not the immediate predecessors of the Brights 
as possessors of Notherhall, as was inferred from Page's " His- 
tory of Suffolk," but that the family of Bacon afterwards 
became owners, from whom the records of the Rolls Office show 
that Robert Bright purchased the estate, together with the 
advowson of the church of Thurston. Tlie Brights of Nether- 
hall were interred in this church, of which they were pati-ons, 
where probably monuments were erected to the memory of 
Robert Bright and his wife, and where memorials of many of 
their descendants are still to bo seen ; but, if any were placed 
over their remains, they have, like the earlier monuments of 
other families, disappeared. 

The wiU of Robert Bright, dated Oct. 1, 1630, and proved in 
the Bishops' Court at Norwich, March 1, 1630-1, was as 
follows : — 

" In the name of God Amen, I Robert Bright at this p'aent 
time being in boilely beahh and in sound and pfcct memory ihmikes be 
given to tlie most hiest doe ordaine will Sc declare tbia to be my last 
will 3e, Testament and beare in first of all I be([uealb ray body U> the 
earth to be buried in deaent manner, and I Comitt my soule into 
the hands of god my mersiful ffather through Jesuat Christ by wtiose 
death Sc resurrection I verely believe this my fraile body to be raysed 
up at the last day and wholly relying & trusting to tbe merits of Jesus 
Christ for the pardon of all my sinnea I hope to be an heire Sc an 
inberilo' of glory after tbis life ended Amen.

The will of Robert Bright furnishes many items of con- 
siderable importance, from which we gather some interestino- 
informatiou in relatioa to his family. We learn from it. that 
in 1621, the year after he built New House, he settled property 
on his son Thomas, the eldest, by a bond to Eldmund Mileson, 
his father-in-law, on the marriage of this son to his daughter 
Agatha, by which he secured to him certain property, probably 
Netherhall being a part of it ; and by an indenture of the same 
date to John Houghton, and Bennet Barker his brother-in-law, 
be provided for his other sous, Henry and William., It may 
be inferred, from the legacy to his sister Joan Houghton, that 
she was a widow, and resided with iiim. Thomas, the son of 
Edmand Bright, for whom he makes provision, was perliaps 
his cousin (the same that was baptized iu 1561), and, if surviv- 
ing, was about seventy years of age ; and the legacy to Thomas 
Read, who married his sister Anne in 1583, without mention- 
ing his wife, would show that she was dead. The furniture, 
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which lie gave to his son Henry, lie desired should remain in 
the house. This looks as if he had already given Thomas 
possession of Netherliall, and was living with Homy at New 
House. He mentions his sister the wife of Bennet Barker, 
and his sister the Lady Carew. The latter survived him about 
three years. There are legacies to the poor of eight towns 
or villages. From conscientious motives, or for reasons not 
explained, he appears to have departed from the usual custom 
among people of his wealth and position, in the directions he 
gave for his funeral ; charging liis executor that " theire he not 
doale given at all to anie one that cometh either to the house or 
to the church ; neither will I have anie gangling of bells, Noe 
apparell to be given but to my three sonnes; nothing but cakes, 
wine, an beare." The will also shows tliat Edmund Mileson, 
the father of the wife of his son Thomas, and one of the par- 
ties to the bond iu 1621, had since died. 



THURSTON. 



Before proceeding with the history of the descendants of 
Robert Bright, and his wife Elizabeth, we shall notice the vil- 
lage of Thurston, where they resided, and those of Pakeuham 
and Great Barton, where their sons Henry and William resided. 
This village and parish, in which the manor of Netherhall is 
partly situated, is five miles east of Bury St. Edmunds. There 
are twenty-four hundred acres of land helonging to a few fami- 
lies; and it had, in 1844, a population of six hundred inhabi- 
tants. The Church of St. Peter, a view of which is here 
presented, consists of a nave, north and soutli aisles, a spacious 
chancel, and a square tower with five bells. It was appropriated 
lo Bury Abbey. The nave contains a stone font, ornamented 
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with foliage ; a neat gallery, and a small organ. The 
patronage of the vicarage was in the Brighte of Netherhall, 
and passed with that estate to the Tyrell family, after the 
marriage of Mary Bright to Edmund Tyrell in 1743 or 1744. 
Oharles Tyrell, Esq., of Plashwood, Haughley, is the present 
patron ; and tiie vicarage, valued at X250 in 1835, was then 
enjoyed by the Rev. James Oakes, but more recently by the 
Rev. Robert S. Fox, who is connected by marriage with the 
present proprietors of Netherhall. The church-estate consists 
of a cottage and about eleven acres of land. Thurston, as a 
Tillage, has no records. There are sometimes church-records 
found in the " old chest " in the parish churches ; but there 
are none in this parish ; and the records of TImrston Church 
do not, unfortunately for us, begin before the year 1700. 
The poor of this parish have £2. 10s. annually distributed to 
them in clothing, from the income of a hundred pounds left for 
that purpose by Thomas Bright, of Netherhall, in his will, 
dated Dec, 6, 1713, in pursuance of the will of his father, 
dated May 4 of the same year, wherein he directed this pro- 
vision to be made for the poor of the two parishes of Tburston 
and Paketiham. In satisfaction, therefore, of this legacy, the 
sum of five pounds a year is now paid out of the Netherhall 
estate, and divided equally between thera. The Brights of 
Netherhall were interred here for more than a century ; but 
no monuments of the earlier members of the family have been 
found. 

Near the desk are black marble slabs, with inscriptions to 
the memories of Thomas Bright, Esq., who died April 27, 1727, 
and Agatha Bright, who died Dec. 10, 1732 ; also to Thomas 
Bright, who died Dec. 21, 1736 ; and Mary Bright, his mother, 
who died Sept. 19, 1744, — all of the manor of Netherhall. 
Thomas Bright presented the living to the Rev. Thomas Gib- 
bon, April 15, 1726, possibly a descendant of the Rev. John 
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Gibbon, Rector of Wordwoll, who married, in 1622, Aiinio, the 
daughter of Thomas Bright, jun., of Bury St. Edraiinds. 

The li\'ing was presented to William Aldrich, Dec. 23, 1762, 
by Edmund Tyrell ; and the next incumbent, the father of 
the present patron, was the Rev. Charles Tyrell, June 8, 1768, 
who died in 1811. John Drury, whose father came with Wil- 
liam the Conqueror from Normandy, settled in the parish ; aud 
many descendants of this distinguished family were buried in 
Thurston Church. Of their monuments, once carefully pre- 
served, scarcely any memorials remain. The last of the 
Drurys who resided here died early in the fifteenth century, 



NETHERHALL MANOR. 



Notherhall is the only manor in the parish of Thurston ; but 
a portion of this estate lies in various villages aud parishes in 
the county of Suffolk. Robert Bright, of London, the son of 
Thomas, the elder, purchased the manor in 1601 ; aud it was 
the property and chief residence of his branch of the family 
tlirough several generations, until after it became extinct 
in the male line, embracing a jieriod of more than a century 
aud a half, when it was sold by the heir, whoso mother was 
the last of the name that possessed it; and it passed to a 
family in whose ])ossessioii it has remained to the present day. 
I'age's " History of .Suffolk " states that the family of Ashfields, 
originally of Stowlangtoft, appear to have been seated at 
Nctliorhall in Thurston about the reign of Henry VII., and

According to the SuEFolk Directory, 
Sir John Ashfield, of this manor, was created a baronet in 
1626 : but recent investigations in tlie Rolls Chapel, London, 
show that Robert Bright was the owner of this estate twenty- 

. five years before, and had purchased it of the Bacon family ; 

' but we are unable to say how long it had Vieen in their posses- 
sion, Tliis circumstance throws some doul>t on the correct- 
ness of these statements in relation to the possession of Neth- 
erliall in Thurston by the Ashiiclds, and leads us to suppose 
that it was another manor of the name in the same county, 
though the pedigree of the Ashfields represents tliem as of 
Stowlangtoft and Pakenham ; and, as Netberball lies partly in 
the latter parish, its proprietors are sometimes mentioned as 
of that village. Robert Ashficld, of Suflblk, had a tenement 
called "Wulwards," in Thurston, in the time of Edward TL 
The Ashfields were of Stowlangtoft at a very early period, 
and Robert Ashficld was buried there in 1549. Sir Robert 
Ashficld sold Stowlangtoft, and removed to Ireland ; and bis 
Bon, Sir John Ashficld, Knt. and Bart., of London, and of 
Netherhall in Harkstead in Suffolk, married Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter and sole heir of Sir Richard Sutton, Knt., one of the 
auditors to King James and King Charles. Page's History 
mentions that the Netherhall estate in Harkstead was sold to 
Bicbard Sutton, Esq., of Acton in Middlesex, in 1618, 

There is a document in the Rolls Office, written in the abbre- 
viated Latin of tlie time, in the forty-fourth year of Eiizalieth 
(1601), by which John Bacon, Gent., Elizabeth his wife, ajid 
George Bacon, Gent., their son and heir-apparent, were licensed 
to alienate the manor of Netherhall, with its appurtenances, — 
three messuages, three tofts, one dovecot, one hundred acres of 
land, twenty acres of meadow, one hundred acres of pasture, 
twenty acres of wood, twenty acres of marsli, and one hundred 
acres of firs and heath, — situated in Pakenham, Tfaurston, 
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r.ri'at Barton, Stowlangtoft, and Tostock, tof^ether with the 
(iilvowsoii of the church ol' Thurston, held by the iineon in 
capile, to Robert Bright, citizen and sadler (saltar), of Lon- 
don. At that time, it was necessary for all |)ersons holding 
lands of the crown in capile to obtain a license before celling 
or alienating them ; and tliese licenses are recorded among 
the "Patent HoUs," In another set of Rolls, called "Close 
Rolls," is au indenture, or deed, of which the following is an 
abstract : — 



" Indenture between John liaeon of Weslham, county of Essex, 
Gent., son andbeirof George Bacon, and Margaret \m wife; and Eliza- 
beth, wife of said Jobn ; and their son Guorge, heir-apparent, — of 
tbe one part ; and Goberl Bright, of London, citizen and sailer, of the 
other part. Said Bright to pay to Bacon £3,800 for the manor of 
NethcrbalL. otherwise called Pakenham, in the parishea of Fakenham, 
Thnraton, Barton, Baylon (Beyton?), Norton, Kougham, and Gorton, 
in the connty of Suffolk, with the right of patronage and advowson 
of tbe vicarage of the parish cburch of Thurston ; also lands in 
Stowlanglof) and Ixworth which were lately purchased of Witliam 
Stvme, lale of Pakenham, Gent., by tbe aforesaid George Bacon, 
father of John ; also lands purchased by the said Bhcohr, father and 
son. of Robert Page, Robert Cobbold. and William Pryor. The deeds 
to be delivered to Robert Bright at his dwelling-house in Candleweeke 
Street, London." 

The quantity of land described in the license was under 
four hundred acres. Tbe second indenture, however, in- 
cludes the names of other villages (namely, Baytoii, Norton, 
Bougliam, and Gorton), as embraced in the list of places where 
a portion of the estate to be conveyed was situated : but it is 
not certain if that purchase included the whole of the present 
Netherliall estate, wliich we believe aovi consists of about a 
thousand acres ; or if, when it passed from the Brights, any 
portion had been previously sold by them, or other lauds 
added to the estate by purchase or inheritance. As the 
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license granted to the Bacon family to alienate the estate to 
Robert Bright contains all that we know of the couuection of 
that family with the manor, we cannot determine whether 
they ever resided there ; or, if so, for how long a period. It is 
also uncertain when Robert Bright first occupied it : for it is 
aupposed tliat he remained in London long after the purcliasc ; 
and the only evidence of his having ever resided at the manor 
is found in the pedigree in the Herald's Visitation of Suffolk 
in 1664, where he is uajned as of Netherhall. We think, 
however, that he occupied the estate in 1620, while erecting 
" New House " in Pakcuham, which was perhaps intended 
for his future residence. He made no mention of Netherhall 
in his will in 1630 : but it is inferred from the document, that 
his eldest son Thomas, who succeeded to the estate, was mar- 
ried about 1622 to Agatha Mileson ; and that the bond of 
March, 1621-2, to Edmund Mileson, her father, alluded to in 
the will, had reference to the settlement of the Netherhall 
estate on this son. Another clause in this instrument favors 
the idea, that, at the date of his will (Oct. 1, 1630), Robert 
Bright resided at New House. 

Netherhall remained in the possession of the family for seve- 
ral generations ; but the time when it was sold is not stated. 
Mary Bright, the last of the name who inherited Netherhall 
and resided there, was sole heir of her brother, the fourth 
Thomas Bright in regular succession who had possessed it. 
She survived her husband, Edmund Tyrell, whose will was 
proved in 1749 ; and their son Edmund Tyrell, who suc- 
ceeded to the estate, sold it to George Chinery, Gent., of Bury 
St. Edmunds. As Edmund Tyrell, the son, was not of age to 
dispose of it until J765, the estate must have been in the 
family at least a hundred and sixty-four years. George 
Chinery left Netherhall to his nephew, the Rev, William Bas- 
Mtt, Rector of Thurston Church, the father of William C. 
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Bassctt, who siiccc(;ded by entail, aud was residing tbore ia 
1»57 with his mother. 

Several paintings, whicli adonied Netherhall when it was 
the residence of the Brights, stilt remain as ornaments of the 
manor-house. The present proprietors point out four por- 
tmits of the Brights on the staircase of the hall; but there 
are at present ho means of determining what members of that 
family they represent. Two of the portraits, half-length, are 
of ladies, one of them apparently about eighteen ; the other, 
from thirty to forty years of age. The other two are 
portraits of gentlemen, aud of tlie same size, one of them 
being in armor, and about fifty years of age ; the other, some- 
what younger. Those of the gentlemen are finely executed, 
and, from the costume, supposed to be of the time of James II. 
At that period, or in 1685, — the commencement of that 
monarch's brief reign, — Thomas Bright, of Netherhall, the 
second of the name, and the proprietor at the time, was fifty- 
six years old ; and though the age answers to the description, 
y«jl as he was educated a merchant, and not a soldier, it 
is doubtful if it were intended for his portrait. We think 
it more likely to bo that of Capt. John Bright, of Talmach 
Hall, who was in the Parliamentary army, and died in 1660; 
and that the other, representing a person somewhat younger, 
is a portrait of Thomas Bright. His son Thomas, but twenty- 
five years of age in 1685, and his brother Borodale, who 
disappears after 1666, if thou living, were the only male 
memiiers of the family, and too young to answer the descrip- 
tion. The portraits of the females are possibly those of Eli- 
zabeth (Heigham) Bright, the wife of Thomas Bright, sen., 
whose ago is unknown ; and of one of their daughters, Agatha, 
aged twenty-two in 1685; or Mary, aged eighteen years. In 
the drawing-room are two fuU-leugth jtortraits of gentlemen, 
reprcteuted as masterpieces, once tlie property of the Brights, 
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ine of which is said to be an original portrait of William 
Vuid the other, that of an unknown personage. Ou the C( 
i-^f ono of these paintings is " Murrey pinxt. 1698." We are 
■pot informed how or when they came into the possession of 
I Bright family. 



PLAN OP NETHERHALL. 
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There is in the poKsession of the present proprietor of 
manor the original map or plan of the Nethcrhall estate, drawn 
by Henry Bright, the son of Robert, who surveyed the pro- 
perty in 1620, when it is supposed that the fatlier first occupied 
the manor, which he had piu'chased nineteen years before. This 
map, U' by 27 inches, has on one corner an outline-sketch 
of the old hall, enabUng us to give the view of it as it ap- 
peared at the time ; but its exterior has since undergone some 
alterations. From a fac-simile of this original plan, which the 
proprietor, William C. Bassett, Esq., kindly permitted to be 
taken recently, we have liere given a copy on a greatly re- 

iced scale. It represents rather more land than appears in 

le license to alienate granted to the Bacon family in 1601, 
and probably includes some that was purchased or inherited by 
Robert Bright previous to the survey in 1620. The estate, as 
we have already mentioned, is now represented to contain 
than double the extent of laud tliat was named iii the 

iruhage from the Bacon family. 
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PAKENHAM. ^ 

1 ' This is described as a well-built village, five miles east of 
lOry St. Edmunds, of about eleven hundred inhabitants in 
» yesa 1844, and about three thousand seven hundred acres 
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of laud, ia four manors, including New House and Netherhall ; 
tho latter lying partly in Thurston and otlicr adjoiniug vil- 
lages, but its proprietors being of the parish of Tliurston. 
The lordsliip of Fakenham was early in the possession of a 
family bo called, who derived their name from the parish. 
The rectory appropriated by Edward I. to the Abbey of Bury 
St. Edmunds was granted afterwards to the Spring family, 
proprietors of New House, purchased from the Brights; and 
it still rt-mains in the posKession of their descendants. The 
Church of St. Mary, an ancient structure, situated on an emi- 
nence overlooking the villago, has a tower and five bells ; and 
the vicar^e is in the patronage of Lord Calthorpe, owner of 
Pakenham Hall in the parish. 

There arc no records of Henry Bright's family of New 
House met with in tliis parish ; but an entry found at Bury 
St. Edmunds gives tlie baptism of his daughter Katherine, in 
Pakenham, in 1630. The poor of this parish receive annually 
£2. 10s. in clothing, paid by the Netherhall estate, it being 
one-half of the income of the legacy in Thomas Bright's will 
of 1713. 



NEW HOUSE, PAKENHAM. 

Our view of New House, in the village of Pakenham, once 
tlie residence of Henry Bright, has been engraved from a 
sketch taken in 1855. New House was originally a large brick 
mansion, erected hy Rolwrt Bright, of Netherhall, the father 
of Henry, in a very elaborate style of architecture ; but, some 
portiou of the rear having been taken down many years ago, 
it is considerably reduced in size. The date of 1022 over the 
front entrance refers probably to tho year when the edifice 
was completed, it having been commenced two years before. 
Tho will of Robert Bright alludes to an iudeuture of the pre- 
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vious year, March 1, 1621, (1621-2?) in relation to this 
estate, as "my new built hoUBe & grownos lieiiig iu Pakeu- 
We are induced to believe that this maiisioD was 
Berected by him while residiiig at Netherhall, to be his own 
residence after Thomas, his eldest son, should marry, and take 
ion of Netherhall. He willed it in 1030 to his son 
Henry, on whom he probably settled it March 1. 1621, by the 
indenture referred to : but it is not certain when Henry took 
PposacBsion, though posEibly in 1626, on his marriage to Martha 
Fiske; or, if he resided there with his father until the death of 
the latter, four years after, when Henry succeeded under the 
provision of his father's will. It is not known how long it 
was the residence of Henry Bright before ho sold it to Sir 
Villiam Spring, who purchased it as a dower-housc for his 
The manuscript tour of Zaccheus Leverland iu 1655 
[■says, " The estate was sold, some few years since, to Sir Wil- 
iam Spring, Bart., by Henry Bright, Gent."' Davy's " Suffolk 
Collections " mentions a manuscript of William Fiske, the 
l&ther-iu-law of Henry Bright, written at New House, Pakon- 
Kliam, iu 1644, which shows it was still his residence. It is 
recorded that " William Spring, of New House, was created a 
mronet in 1641;" implying his residence at the manor at tliat 
Wriod, some three years earlier than the date of the manuscript 
Pof William Fisko, though it does not necessarily follow that he 
resided tliere when the title was conferred. Henry Bright 
made no allusion to this manor in his will, March 2, 1652, but 
directed the house which he occupied in Pakonham to be sold 
within five or six years after his decease ; shon-uig that ho had 
already disposed of New House, and had removed to another 
residence iu the same village. 

New House has remained to this day in possession of the 
Spring family. It is now occupied by the Rev. Walter John 
Spring Cafil)orne, a descendant in the female line who iuhe- 
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ritetl it. and who is also i in propria lor of the rectory. There 
are jwssihly representativce of this family in America. Dr. 
Itlai'shall Spring, an ominont and wealthy physician of Water- 
town, Mass., died Jan. 7, 1818, His ajicestor, John Spring, 
embarked at Ipswich, Suffolk, for New England, in 1634, at 
the age of forty-five, with his wife Elinor and four children ; 
settled in Watertown, and was one of the early proprietors. 
He was perhaps related to this distinguished family, who were 
descended from Thomas Spring, the rich clothier of Laven- 
liam in the same county, whose monument in Laveuham 
Church gives the date of his death, Sept. 7, 1486. His graud- 
8on, Sir John Spring, succeeded, on the death of his father in 
1523, to the lordship of Butters Hall in Thompson, Norfolk, 
afterwards the property of Thomas Bright, the elder. 

In 1578, when Queen Elizabeth visited Suffolk, she was 
received by two hundred young gentlemen clad in white 
Telvet, three hundred of the graver sort in black velvet, and 
fifteen hundred attendants on horseback, under Sir William 
Spring. 



GREAT BARTON. 

This is a village and parish from two to three miles north-east 
of Bury St. lOdmunds, having seven hundred and seventy-four 
inhabitants in 1844, with thirty-five hundred acres of land. 
Tlie church is represented as a handsome structure, with a 
lower and sii bells. There are records of a family of Brights 
in tlio parish register, from its commencement in 1563, who 
were supposed to have been remotely related to the family 
descended from John Bright. No entries in the records seem 
to relate to Thomas Bright, the elder, or his descendants, who 
owned property in tliis village. William Bright, his grandson. 
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was perhaps the first of this family who resided here. Barton- 
I Here House iit tliis place, supposed to be the Barton Place 
■bequeathed hy Thomas Bright, the elder, aud the residence of 
Fthe above William Bright, has already been described at 

p. 63. 
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ThomjlS Bright, Esq., the eldest sou aud priucipal beir of 
tobert Bright, succeeded his father to the Netherhall estate, 
' and was the first of four of the same Christian uame who came 
in possession of it in regular succession. We have already 
said that we supposed it was settled on him by Ids father 
in 1621, on )iis marriage to Agatha Mileson ; and that tlie 
bond alluded to in bis will had reference to this BetUemeut. 
It is probable that he was born in London, and that his 
baptism was recorded iu the parish register of St, Saviour, 
Southwark, county of Surrey, where there is the following 
entry : " Baptized Dec'. 12, 1585, Thomas, son of Roljcrt 
Brighte, Grocer." He was mentioned in the will of his gi-and- 
niother, Margaret Bright, of London, iu 1599, with the other 
children of her sou Robert. From liis father's will in 1630, 
which contains all we know iu relation to the time of his mar- 
riage, it seems to have taken place as early as 1621. By the 
Rolls Office, it appears, that, in the thhteenlli year of Charles I., 
he was licensed to enter upon the manor, lands, &c, held by 
his deceased father in capUe. He had the arms couhrmcd 
to him as tlie " eldest sou of Robert, the second brother of 
Thomas Bright, of St. Edmuudsbury, by Sir John Borough, the 
29th July, 1641, and seventeenth year of the reign of Cliarlos I," 
Davy's "Suffolk Collections" in the British Museum uien- 
tions that Thomas Bright, of Netherhall, Esq., married Eliza- 
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betb ,aiid that he had n^rant of arms, July 20(29'0, 1641. 

This is a, mistake, the uame of the wife bebg Agatha, instead 
of Elizabeth; for Thomas Bright, his son, whose wife's name 
was Elizabeth, was then but twelve years oM, and could hardly 
have had arms granted or coulinued to him at that age. 

Edmund Bright, of Mildeuhall, mentions his cousin Thomae 
in his will of 1658; but, as he had several cousins of this name, 
it is not certain for whom the legacy was intended, though 
probably the son of Robert, as the next item in the will refers 
to his brother. He died in 1061, at the age, we suppose, of 
seveuly-eix years, and was buried at Thurston, Aug. 8; but 
the memorials of himself and wife, which wore probably 
placed over their remains in the church where tliey were 
interred, have long since disappeared. 

As the records of Thurston Church do not go back beyond 
the year 1700, we have only the date of the baptism of four 
of their nine children ; and these were found in the returns 
from that parish, deposited in the Will OtEce at Bury St. Ed- 
muudM. 



Agatha Milfbon (MilIeson,Myleson,Myllosou,Myllesonnc), 
the wife of Thomas Bright, was the daughter of Edmund 
and sifiter of Borodale Milesou, of Norton, county of .Suffolk, 
Esq. There was a connection between the Milesons and the 
BorodalcH (Borowdale, Borrowdale) which has not been very 
clearly or fully traced ; hut we find that Roger Borrowdale 
(whose wife was named Agatha), of Newmarket, county of 
Cambridge, by his will, proved Juno 1, 1601. gave Edmund 
Milleson, and Joane his wife, whom lie calls his only daughter, 
all his lands, teuemeuta, &c., in Newmarket, Ditton, and Saxton, 
in the county of Cambridge, and in Ixmingc in Suffolk ; and 
that he bequeathed to William Mylleson, probably his brother, 
" a gold ring, with a seal engraved in it." 
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Agatha Borrowdale, of Bury St. Edmunds, a widow, after 
leaving, by her will dated Oct. 16, 1613, legacies of annual 
rents to the poor and the churches of Bury St. Ednmiids and 
Newmarket, to be paid at the Feast of the Annunciation of the 
Virgin Mary, gave to her grandchild, Susan Myleson, a tene- 
ment bought of Edmund Myllesonne ; " yet Edmund was to 
have the same as long as he was unmarried, as was agreed 
upon between them." In default of issue, it was to go to 
Agatha, the sister of Susan Myleson. She gave Borodale 
Milesou the gold seal-ring that once belonged to Richard 
Borowdaie, his greatrgrandfather ; to Agatha Mileson, one 
hundred pounds ; but, in case of her death before she received 
it, the same to her sister, Susan Mileson, to be paid by their 
father, Edmund Mileson ; and, in case of the death of Susan, 
to Borowdaie Mileson. She gave Susan and Agatha plate and 
linen " which she and said Edmund long ago did give them 
by a joint-deed of gift." Agatha Milesou aforesaid was ap- 
pointed sole executrix. The will was witnessed by Edmund 
Mileson and others. We presume that this Agatha Mileson is 
she wlio married Thomas Bright, of Netherhall, one of whose 
children was named Borodale for the grandmother's family, 
and that Edmund Mileson is the one mentioned in Robert 
Bright's will. 

Little Haugh, a manor in the parish of Norton, seven miles 
north-east of Bury St. Edmunds, was the estate and residence 
of the Mileson family. Borodale Mileson, above mentioned, 
died in 1677, and was buried in the parish church. The 
estate passed by marriage with the heiress to the Edgar 
family.

The records of Caius College mention as admitted, Richard, 
8on of John Milleson, of East Haddlesey, county of York, bom 
at Burj St. Edmunds, ^ed seventeen, in the year 1624. 

We have a valuable and interesting collection of original 
letters and documents of the Brights of Netherhall, beginning 
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with those of this Thomas Bright before the year 1650, and 
embracing many letters of other members of the family, and 
their relatives and correspondents. They extend down to 
1735, to the time of Thomas, the fourth of the name, and tlie 
last in the male line of the Netherliall family. 

These papers were ill possession of Charles Tyrell, Esq., of 
" Plashwood," Haughley, county of Suffolk ; had been care- 
fully preserved in his family ; and were kindly forwarded to 
the writer by that gentleman in 1856. The documents were 
probably transferred from Netherliall to Gipping Hall, the an- 
cient seat of the Tyrell family, on the marriage of Mary 
Bright to Edmund Tyrell, Esq., about 1744, or by their son 
Edmund Tyrell at a much later period, when he sold the 
Netherhall estate. They throw much light on tlie history of 
this branch of the family, and confirm the accuracy of the 
information which had been obtained previous to our know- 
lodge of their existence. The letters of some with whose 
uames we first became acquainted through these documents, 
particularly those of Ileigham Bright, a merchant in Turkey, 
who died at Aleppo in 1704, are the most interesting of the . 
collection. 

Among the oldest of Thomas Brlght's letters are some, 
without date, addressed to his sc\p Thomas, an apprentice in 
London. Thoy appear to have been written soon after the son 
went to that city ; and the tenor of them sliows that he was 
but a lad. He was baptized in 1629 ; and therefore the date 
of these letters from his father was perhaps as early as 1645, 
when he was sixteen years of age. 

The undated letters of Thomas Bright are, we think, the 
oldest in the collection : but the first family4etter with the date 
attached is one from bis son Robert, of March 12, 1648-9, ad- 
dressed to his brother, Thomas Bright, at Mr. Webster's in St. 
Nicholas Lane, London. 
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The following letter, probably the oldest in our possession, 
of irbich wo have oiilj the day and the month (the yeEir hav- 
ing been tori) off), was addressed to his son in London : — 

" For my Lovings Sonne Tho : Bright at M'. Webttert in S'. NieoU 
Lane hg y* Church. 
"Sonne Tao: For sake I nill not truble you I will by it at 
Ipswich for salisliong jo' Mr for cIoiheB: you know you caryed 2 
suitta lo London: iSc al London you had 2 made more: I thought 
tliessi^ 4 suitta would have afordtd 3 : fit for a M' : the question is 
whulher you had not 3 suitta W" you went to yourM': y' weare 
fitlinge for n prentice: Shew my cussen Langham y' Leter; & tell 
him I requent him lo dealle indiflVrently in y' bissenes : &, praye him 
lo Rcrt downe w' is wantinge : & send me a notte of it : I thought I 
had eulBtiendy di^harged my ?ellfFe of you for yo' (yme hut I know

Some words in this letter are missing besides the date. It 
is presumed that the son was an apprentice to Mr. Webster, 
and that liie master was a merchant. The father speaks of his 
cousin Langham. The only connection of tho Brights with the 
name, tliat we have seen, was the marriage of Simon Langham 
lo RoHe i'aytoii, the sister of his grandmother Margaret, the 
wife of Thomas Bright, the elder. 

There is another letter without date, to the same address, as 
follows : —

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The cousin Thomas alluded to in this letter was probably 
that son of Thomas Bright, jun., of Bury St. Edraunds, who 
was baptized May 5, 1602, and was of London in 1632, aa we 
find in the abstract of an indenture in the Rolls Office, re- 
ceived since the notice of him (p. 70) was printed. It is as 
follows : — 

" May 20, 7 Charles I. Indenture between Thomas Bright, of 
the Middle Tenifile, London, Gent., of the one part; and Edmund 
Bright, of Bury St. Edmuuils, county of Suffolk, Gent., cpf the other 
part. Said Thomas, for £5, paid by Edmund, releases all bis right 
in the messuage or tenement, &c, iu Mildenhall, county of Sulfolk ; 
said propei'ty some time belonging to Thomas Sutton, Gent., and after- 
wards to Thoman Bright, deceased, father of said Thomas and Ed- 
mund. AJso lands in HoHwell Bow, in Mildenhall, formerly the pro- 
perty of their father, and before of -Tohn Marcant, Esq." 



Thomas Bright, being of the Middle Temple, was perhaps a 
student; or barrister-atrlaw. His brother, Edmund Bright, 
was married in October of the same year (see p. 70) ; and we 
infer from tliis indenture, that, on his marriage, he settled in 
Mildenhall, on property belonging to the estate of his father, 
who left no will, after purchasing the rights of his brother, and 
perhaps of other joint-heirs. 

There is, in the handwriting of Thomas Bright, sen,, a docu- 
ment, without date, but supposed to have been drawn up before 
1650, and mdorsed, "For Mr, lohn Fiske, of Clopton, Suff." 
This was Lieut.-Col. John Fiske, of Clopton Hall, Rattlesden, 
in Suffolk, wliose sister Martha was the wife of his brother, 
Henry Bright, of New House, Pakenham, It is a statement of 
his demands against one of his tenants, with whom he appears 
to have had a dispute about rent or his account, and was 
addressed to Col. Fiske, perhaps as referee ; but, as no other 
papers relate to the demand, we are not made acquainted with 
the result.

It will be seen by the documents which follow, tliat Thomas 
Briglit, jun., after aerviiig his appreuticeship with Mr, Webster 
in LondoD, went to Malaga on his recommeudation, and was 
there engaged in the service of Mr. Edmund Travis, a mer- 
chant, with a view to qualify himself to go to Barbadoes. Mr. 
Travis afterwards demanded of his father compensation for his 
board, and other cliarges, which he refused to pay, considering 
it an unjust claim. The time of his going to Malaga is not 
certain ; thongh we suppose it to have been in IfiSO, when he 
was twenty-one years of age. There is a letter of his brother 
Robert, addressed to him in London, dated March 12, 1G4S-9 ; 
and the next intelligence we have of his movements is con- 
tained in a letter of Thomas Bright, jun., to a merchant of 
Cadiz, dated Malaga, Sept, 27, llioO. The letters of hi» father 
to him, wliile an apprentice in Loudon, mention his cousin, 
George Langham, as a persou to advise with about his af- 
fairs. This cousin was probably a merchant, from the fact 
of his correspondence with the father and son in relation to 
the aftairs of the latter, and from his having given the son 
letters of credit to Malaga. 
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The first account wc have of the dispute with Mr. Travis 
ahoiit the claim of the latter against Thomas Bright, jnn., is 
given in the following letter from George Langham to the 
farJier, in which he says he is advised that the father will be 
obliged to pay the demand of Travis. He speaks of Uie son 
as "8oe Ingenious & hopefull a youth," that he urges tli8 
father to assist him: —

The next document on the suhject of the disputed claim is 
tlie following letter of Thomas Bright, sen., to his son, in

By the paper next in order of dates, it appears that, in 
March, 16o'2, this claim of Mr. Travis against Thomas Bright

There is a letter much staiued and defaced, dated Houghton, 
Juno 8 ; but, except the figure 3, the year is obliterated, — 
thus making it prohahle that it was written in 1()53. It is 
|ddre8se<l to Thomas Bright by Je : Burwell, who calls him 
lusiii ; hut it is the only iustance in which his name appears. 
tl is not known how he became related to the Brights, There 
Ire several places of the name of Houghton in Bngloiid ; but 
was perhaps the parish so called in the adjoining county 
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of Norfolk. There was a Sir Jeffi^y Burwell. Kot., of Roug- 
haju in .SuiToUc, uear Thureton, who died in 1684, and wliose 
moDomeat is in the chancel of the church. His only child. 
Harj, was the wife of Robert Walpole, Esq., of Houghton iu 
Norfolk, and mother of Sir Robert Walpole, Prime Minister to 
George I . If " Je : " is an abbreviation of Jeffrey, he was per- 
haps the writer of this letter ; and therefore the son he men- 
tions most hare been his son-in-law, with whom he was then 
residing in Houghton. We copy the letter referred to : —

"mine & sone & daughter humbelseruice lo you & my deare Cosen, 
not forgittinge all yr deare Oispriiigs." 

In the postscript he menUons a legacy of Charles Warring to 
the poor of Pakonham. 

The following is from a gentleman in Bury St, Edmunds, on 
his return from a visit to Netherhall : — 
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" To hit mttch esUemed ffreind if. Tkomas Bright at his home in 
Netherhall ihit present 

" S' — Thia is lo present my Seruis lo you and to giue ymi maDey 
ihftnkes for youer curlioiis Iiilertainement when I was at youer house, 
rioce which I haue had an answer from Linne eonseming lh(< prittes of 
come as lh«y ruld there full paid wheat ll'" y Laat Ry 7" 10'* fiarly 
7* 10* Patea 5" 10* and 6" ibe best, and great plenty of all, pray 
present my Svruis lo M^ Millissant and lell him I wrot about hb . . . . 
but hftve tiol yet hard aney thing of them not else at present ouly my 
bumble Seruis to youer setfi; sonne and all the young Ladys, I rest 
Sir youer faithfuU freind and seniant to command 

"John Snbllino. 

" Bury IhU IW of Oclob' 1863." 

There are sundry memoranda by Thomas Briglit indorsed 
on this letter, under the dates of Oct. 20 and 25 of the game 
year, and in which some new names are found. Fie mcatious 
cousin Keble, and also Prank Woodward : doubtless tlie Francis 
Woodward who married his nieco Eatherine, the daughter of 
Henry Bright, of New House. There is also a memorandum 
of matters to be attended to relating to crops, and the pur- 
chaAO of liveries. This is the latest date we have under his 
band ; and nothing furtlier is known respecting him until 
his burial at Thurston, Aug. 8, 1661. 

It is now our purpose to present what is known of his chil- 
dren and their descendants, who resided at the manor of Neth- 
erhall ; afterwards to take up his brother William, of Great 
Barton ; and then Henry, of Now House, Pakenham, and his 
descendants, — lines which comprise all the descendants of 
R«;bert Bright, the iiead of the N'cthcihall family. 
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(VI.) THE CHILDREX OF THOMAS BRIGHT. 

Thomas aud Agatha (Milesou) Bright had nine children, — 
namely, Mary, Susan, Tliomas, Katherine, Robert, Borodale, 
Elizabeth, Dorothy, and Agatha ; but we have the records of 
the baptism of only the four first named. The abstract we 
have obtained of the will of the daughter Agatha, dated July 8, 
1666, indicates other soijs than those whose names arc given. 
It will be seen, that, of the three we have found, Robert died 
before June *20, 1656, when his will was proved ; leaving 
only Thomas and Borodale. Agatha, after mentioning Boro- 
dale, desires her executors to " give to all her other brothers 
and sisters, aud all their children." Unless the term " bro- 
thers " included brothers-in-law, there are one or more sons 
of the family not ascertained. According to our mode of 
arrangement of the other families, we leave, for the last, 
Thomas, the principal heir, who succeeded his father to the 
Netherhall estate, and first mention the other children. ^H 

Mary Bkight, of Netherhall, was baptized at Risby, SufiblS^ 
Sept. 15, 1025, She was probably living in 1652 ; for the will 
of Robert mentions five sisters, though tlie abstract of it does 
not give their names. She is not mentioned iu the abstract 
of her sister Agatha's will. 1666, where the names of only two 
sisters and oue brother are given ; but allusion is made to 
other brothers and sisters, and their children. In a letter of 
her brother Robert, of July 20, 1648, where she is menliooed, 
a word after her name is not very le^ble, but is IwlJeved to 
** Sonne ; '' the four last letters being clear enough, though 
t is doubtful. It is the only ground we have for assum- 
t she was married. 
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Susan Brioht, of Netherhall, was baptized at Tiiurston, 
Aug. 22, lt>28, and was said to be liviug in 1653 ; and, if bo, 
she was one of tbe five sisters mentioned in Eoberl's will of 
1652. . There is a short letter of hers, signed " Susanna 
Bright," without date or place, addressed to her brother 
Thomas at Mr. Webster's in St. Nicholas Lane, London, which 
it to have been written as early as liJSO, From this 
we learn that she had been in London, and had left her 
■anl^iard" — probably a chain, or some article of dress — 
with the woman at the " Red Lion." She requests her brother 
to look for it, and send it home, with some other articles she 
specifies. She sends a message to her brother Robert, whom 
she expected home, and informs Thomas of tbe death of her 
cousin Edward Meretde. 

Kathebine Bbight, of Netherhall, was baptized at Thurston, 
May 29, 1631, and buried there Jan. 15, 1632. 

RoBBBT Bright, of Netherhall, was, 
we think, one of the oldest of the J 
children ; perhaps older than Thomas, 
who succeeded to the estate. He was 
unmarried, and is supposed to have 
resided chiefly at Netherhall. We have four of his letters, 
the first of them probably from Netherhall ; though. like many 
of Uie early letters of the family, the name of the place where 
tliey were written is omitted. Sometimes the direction, the 
year, or the date, is wanting. This letter is dated March 12, 
and addressed to his brother Thomas Bright, at Mr. 
'b, St. Nicholas Lane. This is the earliest date of any 
letter we have ; though some to the same address from 
the father, without dates, are undoubtedly earlier. This com- 
munication is very brief; for he merely inquires of his brother 
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if he had received money of cousiii Lallam, aiid if he \i&d 
paid cousiii Riche. Here are two cousius met with for the 
first time : the former \b mentioned in a subsequent letter, and 
the latter is probably the relative who is alluded to in his will ; 
but we do not know tlie origin of the relationship. There is a 
letter to his father at Netlieriiall, dated London, July 20, 
1648, iu wliich, after acknowledging the receipt of one from 
him, he says that he is going to his cousin Butler's (?), an- 
other relative unknown to us. He speaks of his cousin 
Lallam, of wliom he was to receive money ; and he also 
alludes to his sister Mary. In a third communication, ad- 
dressed to his father, he acknowledges the receipt of a letter 
from him, wrongly directed to Nanton instead of Hanton. It 
is not certain where he was at the date of this letter ; hut, we 
suppose, either at Bury St. Edmunds or Loudon, probably the 
latter. He speaks of Sir William Spring's having been iu 
town, and of his intention to have written by him ; also of a Mr. 
Bankos he had not been able to see, and Mr. Stanner (V) and 
lady, who intended to see )iis father as they came fmm Nor- 
wich. He says that Mr. Murford would write, and give an 
account of his hrother ; probably alluding to Thomas, whose 
things at the carrier's he had ordered to be sent to him. It is 
dated May 15, but the year is omitted. There is a memoran- 
dum on the back of it, in the handwriting of his father, to 
write to his cousin Langham and son Robert about other 
matters requiring attention. The fourth and last letter, dated 
May 29, 1651, is to his father at Netherhall, iu which Mr. 
Murford is again spoken of, and a cousin Sedly, who had pro- 
mised to write his father, — the only instance in which this 
cousin's name appears. 

The letters of Robert, and of some others of the family, do 
not indicate that degree of education we should expect of 
persons in their position. The following is an abstract of

his will, proved in tlie Prerogative Court at London, June 20, 
16o(J : — 

'• Robert Bright, son of Thomas Bright, of Netherhall, in 
the county of Suffolk. Will dated April 21, 16o2. Gives to 
his brother, Thomas Bright, Iiis diamond ring, now iu posses- . 
sion of his cousin, Thomas Rich. Speaks of his bruther, Boro- 
dale Bright ; and his cousin, William Bright. Gives to his five 
sisters. .Speaks of his father, Thomas Bright. Mentions his 
hawks and goshawks." 

The five sistors, wliose names are not stated in the abstract 
furnished, are doubtless the same to be found in the pedigree ; 
being all that we have any knowledge of, and alt of whom 
were liring in lliOti. The cousin, William Briglit, is believed 
to have been a son of William Bright, of Great Barton, the 
Capt. William Bright, of Hull, the principal heir of Thomas 
Bright, of Ipswich, whose will was dated June 17, 1698, in 
which he calls him his cousin. 

BoBODALE Bright, of Netherhall. There is but little known 
of this son, who is first mentioned in tlie will of his brother, 
Robert Bright, in 16o2. In the accounts of his brother Thomas, 
he is credited for money received of him, Oct. 1, 1661. His 
sister, Agatha Bright, in her will, July S, 1666, gave him " X20 
yearly durhig bis life ; and to his heirs, should he have any, 
after his death." 



EuzABETH Bbight is first known as executrix of the will of 
her sister Agatha in 1666 ; from which circumstance it Is 
assumed that she was of mature age, though we have no 
record of her baptism. 

It is stated by good autliority that she married Robert 
Bonet, of Willz in Suffolk ; though we can find no such place 
in that county in any directory or history within our reach. 
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Possibly Willz, ia the mamiscript before us, is Wilby, a paridi 
in the eastern division of Suffolk. Nothing further is knoim^ 
of her, her husband, or his family. 

Dorothy Bright, the date of whose baptism is wanting 
was also executrix of her sister Agatha's will in 1666 ; but 
there is no mention of her after that. 



Agatha Bkight, whose will has been referred to, was un- 
married ; and that document furnishes all our information 
respecting her. Her will is dated July 8, 16(56, and was 
proved at the Prerogative Court, Feb. 9, 1668-!). She ap- 
pointed her two sisters, Elizabeth and Dorothy Bright, execu- 
trixes, to whom she gave all her money, clothes, and all things 
else to her belonging, upon condition that they pay to her 
brother, Borodale Bright, twenty pounds yearly during his life, 
and to bis heirs (if he should have any') after his death ; i>ut, if 
he died without Issue, the said sum was to return to the said 
Bisters. They were also to give to all her other brothers and 
sisters, and all their children, mouruiug-rings of the value of 
twenty shillings each ; " and also to my cousin Agatha Melsou 
and Mr. Ketelbe." Here is anotlier cousin, whose relati 
ship is not explained, unless Melson is intended for UUet 





Thomas Bright, Esq., the second of the name of Nether- 
hall, the only remaining child of Thomas and Agatha (Mileson) 
Bright that we have to notice, was baptized at Thurston, Feb. 
28, 11)29. We discover itotliiug in relation to liim until after 
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he went to London, when, from letters addreased to liim Ity his 
father, we learn that he was an apprentice in that city to Mr. 
Wchster, a merchant in St. Nicholas Lane, neai- the church ; 
but at what age he was placed there does not appear. As we 
have before suggested, the tenor of his father's undated let- 
ters to him would indicate that he was quite young ; and they 
were probably written as early as 1(545, when the son was but 
sixteen years old. Tlieve are other family letters to the same 
address, which bear the dates of 1048 and 1643-0, and wore 
evidently written at a later period. It is not known when he 
left London ; but, by the family correspondence of a subse- 
quent date, we find that, after serving his apprenticeship, he 
proceeded to Malaga, and was there engaged in the service of 
Edmund Travis, a merchant of that place, either iu pursuance 
of an agreement between Edmund Travis and Mr. Webster, 
as his father understood, or at tlie recommendation of his 
master. We sup|)ose that he went abroad in 1G50, — the 
year iu which he became of age ; and his first letter, the only 
one we have seen written by him before his marriage, is dated 
Malaga, Sept. 27, lt»50, and was addressed to Mr. Roberto 
GuUlsou, Cadiz, on the subject of wine and fruit. In this let- 
ter he speaks of the Flemings having made purcliases before the 
English entered the market ; and he states, that, on account of 
tlie scarcity, there had not been so bad a year for a long time. 
From the correspondence we have given in our account of 
the father, it would appear that the object of his sou in going 
to M&laga was not to settle permanently in that place, but 
mtber to become qualified, in the service of Edmund Travis, 
for business in Barbadooa, wliitlier Mr. Webster had gone, and 
with whom be was afterwards to be comiected. He must have 
remauied in Malaga about two years ; but, after his settlement 
with Edmuud Travis in 1652, there is nothing to show that 
he ever went to Barbadoes, as was intended when he left

England, or to indicate what became of Mr. Webster. An 
interval of eight years elapses, during which we have no trace 
of his movements ; but, in the mean time, he had returned to 
England, married, and settled at Netherhall. The dale of 
his marriage has not been ascertained : but his eldest son, 
Thomas, was baptized in 1660 ; and, having relinquished com- 
mercial pursuits, he succeeded to the manor of Nethcrball on 
the death of his father iu 1661. 

A letter, partially obliterated, bearing the date of February, 
1660, from his cousin George Langham, of London, accompa- 
nied with a box and a package of wine, was addressed to him at 
Mr. Manning's in Bawham. presumed to be the village of that 
name in Norfolk. He requests his cousin Thomas to deliver a 
book which he sends to Mr. MiUison, and to pay to the aunt 
of George Langham, named Withers, the sum of 6ve pounds ; 
and closes with a message to his cousins. The object of his 
visit to Rawham is not explained ; but the fact that he had 
wine and other things forwarded to him from London indi- 
cates something of a sojourn. It is uncertain if the cousins 
to whom George Langham sent a message were the brothers 
and sisters of Thomas Bright, who may have accompanied 
him to Norfolk, or if they were other relatives of the writer 
in Rawham. There are sundry memoranda by Thomas Bright 
on the hack of tliis letter, under the date of Oct. 1, 1661, 
about two months after the death of his father, in wliich are 
named a cousin Clarke, and, for the first time, liis brother 
Borodale Bright. There is also an account of purchase of 
articles for Notherhall ; thus rendering it probable that he tlien 
resided at the manor : and mention, too, is made of his wife, 
and of money furnished for house expenses, and for providing 
a nurse for his child. We have next the record of tlie bap- 
tism in Thurston of two of his children, — Agallia in 1663, 
and Mary iu lti6T. 
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From the follomng letters addressed to him by Wa, Ailing- 
lon, of Loudon, who was probably the counsel of Thomas 
Bright, there appears to have been some difficulty between the 
latter and Sir William Spring of New House in Pakonham ; 
but the origin and nature of the dispute is not stated, though 
it had probably some reference to landed property, perhaps to 
the mauor of New House, purchased by .Sir William of Usury 
Bright, the uncle of Thomas liright. The quan-el must have 
been violeut, as it led to an assault on Thomas Bright, in the 
church, by .'Jir William ; and, as the date of these letters will 
show, the difficulty was of long standing. 

Tlie first of these lettors which wc present, though not dated 
London, was no doubt from that place, and appears t« relate 
to 6ome suit-alrlaw having reference to property in Pakenham, 
in which Thomas Bright and his neighbor of New House wore 
the parties : — 

" For Thamax Bright, ntt Piiikenham m the OouiUif of Suffblie Eiq. 

"Sr. — I luiue receiveil yours whorein you signify that the Commis- 
aion is uxeculed, but you doe not mcnson any thing conseming the 
retorne of ni. I did expert iit on fryday Last, the Last Court day of 
this Tenne, which was the dny appointed by the cu" for the retume 
thereof, but none hat yet come lo my hand^^. Therefore I made a 
Blutioti to haue in continued till Tuesday next Against which time I 
pray take care that ill inay oonie to my bands, otherwise all will be 
I<o«t wliidi is done tlierevpon : I have acquainted the D^ with yours 
And lie woulil liaue you to send vpp all those writings Court rolls, con- 
Teyancps and Deeds which you in your owne judgment shall conceive 
to conccme the situation of your house in Packenhnm. I have re-

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We have no letters or documents to inform us when this 
lawsuit terminated, or in whose favor it resulted. 

The second letter, dated more than four years afterwards, is 
on the subject of the assault, and is as follows : — 

" Thomai Bright att Nelher-kaU in Pakenliam in SuffoUc« Etq. 
" WoRTHT S'. — 1 wiis out of towne when your Laal came or elne 
you haii, liad answer sooner, I haue wiuted on D'. Myihes with yoar 
Letter And he advises you to sue S' Wf Spring the Lady Spnng 
aiid the two fiellowes in the Arches, (?) for their disturbaiice for laying 
of violent luuida of you in the Churoh, And for their contempt of ifac 
sentence giuen far yon in that Court. If you be willing soe to doe, 
he is pleased as he is Chancellor of Norwich to giue you his Lycenoo 
and to be your Advocate and I shall send you a processe against them 
all U> that effect, lie told me that the Lady had made a friend to turn 
to obtaine his Lycense to sue or begin with you, but he advises ihaf ilt 
will (vpon this account) be very advantagioua for jou now to begin 
with them, for tliey are in contetnpt and excomuuicated ipso carlo (?) 
for the disturbance and voilcnce made againeit you as you mensoo, and 
8oe can haue noe favour of any court till they haue purged themselves.

Notliing more relates to the difficulties between Thomas 
Bright and his neighbor Sir William Spring. 

There are no records or papers, that we have seen, inform- 
ing us of the movements of Thomas Bright during a period of 
thirteen years, say between 1672 and 1085 ; though it is likely, 
that, in tliia interval, he was leading the quiet and retired life 
of an English country gentleman at the old manor, tiultiTat- 
ing his broad acres, and educating his young family. 

We have several letters of liis father-in-law, Clement Heigh- 
am, sen., addressed to him at Netlierhall, with some to his 
son Clement Heigham, and also to other persons ; but, though 
we have the date of only one. — namely, that of July 20, 
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lfi85, the year before he died, addressed to Thomas Bright, — 
the others were, we think, written tlie same year. The writr 
log iu some places is obliterated ; some portions are wanting ; 
and there is uothint; to enable us to determine where he was 
at the time ; though a letter to him from his son Olement, 
bciuK directed to the care of Dr. Borrowos in Bury St. Ed- 
munds, loads UB to believe that lie was in that place. Ko was 
then an aged man, reduced to poverty ; and all the letters refer 
to his application to his relatives for asaiatanco. From these 
letters, we learn that he was imprisoned for debt. 

In his letter to Thomas Bright, of July 20, 1685, ho ac- 
kuowludgos his voluntary oifer to contribute to his support, 

and requests him to write to Bodingor, whom he calls 

brother, and also to speak to his son-in-law, Long. He 

Ktide his love to *' Betty ; " meaning, doubtless, his daughter 
Elizabeth, the wife of Thomas Bright. A note is attached to 
the letter by a gentleman of Suffolk, who had examined this 
collection of Netherhall papers, and whom we regard as high 
authority in relation to the genealogies of HuRblk families. It 
is a« follows: "This Clemeul Heigham was grandson aud 
Iieir of Sir Clement Heigham. He died 6th May, IGSfi, His 
daughter Elizabeth married Thomas Bright ; and Susan mar- 
ried Robert Long, of Pouldeii iu Norfolk." 

Page's " History of Suffolk " states, that, " in 29th of Charles 
II., Clement Heigham, of Barrow, conveyed his manoi-s of Bar- 
row aud Felton to trustees for sale, and died iu 1686. Clo- 
meut Heigham, liis eldest son, Rector of Barrow, shortly after 
his father's death, joined with the trustees in selling the same 
to Sir Thomas Hervey, of Ickworth," 

A letter of Clement Heigham, jun,, to his father, partly 
illo^blc, was not very satisfactory to him, according to some 
remarks upon it at the foot, in the handwriting of the father, 
who says, " 1 think never to write letter more to him, juiless 
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extreme occasion urge it." A letter written by the father, 
without dat« or address, contains the draught of one to his »)0 
Clement, and of auothor to his son-in-law Long, urgiug them 
to grant him an annual allowance for his support. He repre- 
sents his great age and miserable condition, and solicits the 
assistance of his relatives during the remainder of his life, 
which, he sajs, cannot, by the course of nature, be long. He 
acknowledges what Tliomas Bright had paid for him, and what 
he had promised for the future ; and he expresses gratitude to 
his HOn-in-law, who, to judge from tlio con-espondence, had 
befriended liim more than others upon whom he had stronger 
claims. 

We now pass over another interval of thirteen years to 1698i 
without meeting any thing which relates to Tliomas Bright, 
when we find a document, drawn up by his sou Thomas, pur- 
porting to he a form for a proposed settlement of the father's 
estate, as follows: —

Batlies, or Batelies, mentioned in the foregoing document, 
was bequeatlied to Thomas Bright, sen., by his grandfather 
Robert, in 1(J30. Some of the other pieces of land named an 
designated ou the plan of the Netherhall estate. The first in- 
formation of tlie marriage of Mary Bright is found in this pro- 
posed deed of settlement, where slic is called Mary Risby. 
In a bond of her brother Thomas, dated in 1695, or three years 
before, her name appears as Mary Bright. The name of 
Heigham Bright is first met with in this paper, about a year 
only before his departure for Turltej, The settlement of the 
estate was, we presume, not made at this time, accoi-ding to 
the form drawn up by the son, as there exists a deed of 
Netherhall Manor, by Thomas Bright, sen., to his son Thomas, 
dated Jan. 30, 1711, about thirteen years later; and a letter 
of Thomas Bright, juii.,' dated Oct. 8, 1711, alludes to hie 
father's having informed him, the day previous, that he had 
made a will. His will, however, which was proved, is dated 
May 4, 1713, a year after the marriage of his sou Thomas. 

In 1706, Thomas Bright interested himself to obtain a 
berth, as apprentice on board of a ship, for a relative, a young 
lad named Charles Long [Longc, Longuu], as the following 
letter will explain ; —

This Philip Wheako was a merchant in London, and a 
rolativo of the family ; but in what manner lie became related 
we are not informed. Tliomas Bright, jun., and his sister 
Agatha, speak of him as cousin. Their brother. Heigham 
Bright, had been an apprentice to Philip Wheake some years 
before, and afterwards went to Turkey under his auspices, In 
the following month, there is another lettsr of Philip Wheake 
on this subject, to the same address, as follows : —

Wc do not fully understand tlie relationship of the Brights ^ 
to Charles Long, for whom Thomas Bright interested him- 
self to obtain a situation, though he is called the nephew 
of Thomas Bright. Mary Long, the mother, calls Jolm 
Risby, the son-in-law of Thomas Bright, cousin ; and her 
mother addresses Thomas Bright as cousin; though, in re- 
turn, he styles her aunt. Her handwriting indicates a much 
younger person than himself, who was then more than eighty 
years old. Susan Heighara, a sister of Elizabeth, the wife of 
Thomas Bright, married Robert Long, of Foulden in Norfolk ; 
and her mother's maiden name was Klizabeth Long : but we 
have nothing further to connect these families with that of 
Mary and Charles Long. 

The following is a letter from his agent in London, acknow- 
ledging the receipt of game, probably designed as presents to 
his friends for the holidays. The Mr. Wake mentioned was 
perhaps Mr. Wheake, his relative. Mark Winn was a mer- 
chant in Devonshire Square in 1(J99, and cuusigued goods to 
his son Heigham Bright in Turkey.

We have a deed executed by Thomas Bright, sen,, in 1711, 
by which he conveyed to his son Thomas the manor of Neth- 
erhall, ajid all his other lands aiid tenements iu Uie county of 
Suflblk. This couveyaiice of the family seat, together with all 
hiii real estate in Suffolk, to his eldest son, was executed about 
(wo years befoit) his death ; but we are apprised by it that the

son was already in possession of Netherhall, as we presume he 
had been for some years. The father was residing at this time 
with his fion-in-law, John Risby, Esq., at Thorpe Hall in 
Thorpe Morieux, where he died. It is not very certain when 
Thomas Briglit, sen., gave his son possession of the manor, or 
when the father removed from Thurston ; but there is reason 
to suppose it was after the death of his wife, and daughter 
Dorothy, whose deaths oceurred between the years 1701 and 
Dccomber. 1704, the year in which his son, Heigliam Bright, 
died. Tlie address of some letters to him, and other circum- 
etances, induce the belief, that, after the death of his wife 
and two of his children, he removed to Bury St. Edmunds ; 
and that his daughter Agatha also resided there, wliere she 
died in 1732. The father finally removed, as we suppose, 
about 1710, to Thorpe Morieux, at the age of eighty-one, to 
make his home with his daughter, Mrs. Risby, As many of 
the family letters have neitlier date, nor the place whore writ- 
leu, while others give only the residence of the persons to 
whose care they are directed, but not the residence of the par- 
lies to whom they ai-e addressed, some difficulty occurs in 
tracing the movements of several individuals. The deed of 
Netherhall, by Thomas Bright, sen., to his son, is as follows : —

The extent or value of the farm called Batlies or Batelios, to 
which so many of the letters relate, is not stated ; but this 
farm was situated in tlie rillage of Rougham. This property 
was settled on Thomas Bright, seu,, by his father Robert, in 
1621, oil the marriage of the son, and was retained by the latter 
after ho gave possession of Netherhall to Thomas Bright, jun. 
The following letter of the son is on the subject of renting 
the farm: —

Some letters were written to Thomas Bright, sen., and 
others addres!i«d by him to his son : but, relating, as the^ 
do, more especially to the history of Thomas Bright, JM 
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The letters addressed Ui Tlioiuas Bri^lit, sou., from 1701 to 
1706, were either directed to him at Dr. Burroughs's, tlic Rev. 
Dr. HutchiiiBoii's, or Esquire Coleman's, in Bury St. Edmunds, 
or were to be left with those persous ; making it somewhat 
doubtful whether he was residing in that town, as we suppoee 
he was, or if the letters were directed simply to the care of 
those persons, to he forwarded to him at some other place. In 
1710, and afterwards, communications were always addressed 
to him at Thorpe Morieux ; and it is evident that he did iiot 
leave that village until hia remains were buried, as he directed 
in his will, in Thurston Church. This took place June 8, 1713, 
at the age of eighty-fonr. Near the chancel of that church is 
& slate-stone or black-marble slab on the floor, having an in- 
scription to the memory of Thomas Bright, Esq., of Nctherhall, 
of which all but the two first lines are covered by a pew ; and 
therefore it cannot be determined whether the memorial was 
placed over the remains of this Thomas Bright, or of the son. 

The abstract of his will furnished us is very brief, and is 
as follows: — 

"TboiiiRS Brighi, sen., late of Netlierhall in Pakenham, bat now 
of Tboi-p Morieux. Will dated May 4, 1713. Desires to be buried 
in tbo parish of Tliurslon, at the discredon of his if-an, Thomas llright, 
whom he makes iiole esecuior. Menduns Ilia sun-in-law, John Risby, 
and cousin, Elimbetli Gognall. Proved at Bury St. Edmunds, Nov. 
18, 1713." 

Thomas Bright made provision lor the jjoor of Pakenham 
and Thurston ; for his son Thomas's will, dated Dec. li, 1713, 
about seven months only after that of the father, and less than 
three weeks after the father's will was proved, directs his 
executrix " to take care of my father's will relating to y Cha- 
rity to y* poor of Thurston and Pakenham hi? osactly performed, 
aad land settled at a conrenicut oppoiiuiiity for y* securing 
y* ^ Charily." 
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The hundred pounds menUoned io the " Suffolk Directory" 
as left by Thomas Bright in 1713, in satisfaction of which fiw 
pounds is now yearly paid out of the Netherhall estate, and 
equally divided between the poor of the two parishes, refen 
probably to the legacy left by the son, pursuant to the will of 
his father. 

Page's " History of Suffolk '* says, — 

«Thomaa Briglji. llie elder, by bis will, dated in 1713, renting thai 
his son, Thomns Brigbi, liad by bis nole obliged liiioself to lay ool 
a hundred ;iouncl^ in the purchai^e of land for the benefit oflhe poor of 
Thurston and Pakenliam, as should be directed by his the testator'^ will, 
directed the renis thereof be applied in buying twelve pair of shoes and 
Stockings, to be given lo twelve sucb poor men and women or chil- 
dren of the said parishes as should most want or deserve the same. 
, In Batisiaelion of this charity, five pounds a year is laid out in articlea 
of clothing by the owner of the Netherhall estate." 

Elizabeth Heigham, the wife of Thomas Bright, of Nether- 
hall, — the second Thomas who succeeded to that manor, — 
was of Barrow, county of ffuffolk, a large village sis miles 
west of Bury .St. Edmunds. She was the daughter of Clem- 
ent Heigham, oue of the intended knights of the Royal Oak, 
and descended from Sir Clement Heigham, who was Speaker 
of the House of Commons under Queen Mary, and died in 
1570. In Barrow Cliurch, there is a tablet to the memory 
of Sir Clement, with a long inscription. The family were of 
Barrow as early as 1540, and derive their name from an 
adjoining hamlet. The father of Elizabeth Heigham became 
reduced to poverty, his manors were conveyed to trustees for 
sale, and he died in 1686. We are unnhla to give the date of 
her baptism, marriage, or death. From a letter of her son, 
Heigham Bright, of Jan. 17, 1700-1, it appears that she was 
living Aug, 24, 1700, the date of his latest intelligence from 
the family. lu the postscript of a letter to his brotlier, dated 
Sept. 26, 1702, he sends an affectionate message to his father 
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and sister, but dooG uot mention liis mother. In his suhse- 
quent letters, also, he omits the name of his mother in his 
messages to the family, and makes no further mention of her 
until he alludes to her as deceased, in the fragment of a letter, 
a portion of which is missing, supposed to have been written 
as late as 1703. His omission of his mother's name in pre- 
vious letters would lead us to suppose that she died in 1700, 
were it not that he neglects, also, to mentiou his father ; but 
this may be accounted for, if the father had, as we suppose, 
removed to Bury St. Edmunds, Heigham's letters being ad- 
dressed to his brother Thomas, at Netherhall. 



(VII.) THE CHILDREN OF THOMAS BRIGHT. 

Five children of Thomas Bright and his wife Eliitabeth 
Heigham have been traced, of whom the baptism of one in Bar- 
row, and of two in Thurston, have been ascertained : namely, 
Thomas, the eldest, baptized in 1680 ; Agatha, in 1663 ; and 
in 1667, But, as respects the otlier two, who were evi- 
th« youngest of the family, no record of their birth or 
has been met with. In our account of these children, 
we shall, as in the case of other families, notice the younger 
children before the eldest, who succeeded to the manor. 

Dorothy Bright, of Netherhall. — The little knowledge 
we have of this daughter is mostly derived from the letters 
and papers of her brothers. Though the date of her baptism 
has not been discovered, it is believed that she was the young- 
est of tlic three sisters ; but no mention is made of her until 
her name appears in the deed for a settlement of her father's 
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estate, drawn up by her brother Thomas, dated Aug. 9, 1698, 
in which she is placed last in the list of the daughters. She 
was tinmarried. and died a few years afterwards; hut &e 
date of her decease lias not been ascertained. Her brodier 
Heigham, in his letters of 1702, does not speak of her; but. 
more lately, he alludes to her death in a letter, the date of 
which is missing, though not in a way to show that it was a 
recent event. This letter is supposed to have been written in 
1704, the year in which he died, and to be the latest of any 
of his letters which have been preserved. In the postscript he 
enumerates several matters about which he had desired an- 
swers for two years, and, among tliem, a legacy of this sister; 
proving that her death ranst have occurred as early as 1702. 
Administration of her estate was granted to her brother, 
Thomas Bright, April 22, 1713 (1703 ?). 

Agatha Bbight, of Netherhall, probably the oldest daughter, 
baptized at Thurston, July 10, 1663, remained single, and 
died Dec. 10, 1732, aged siity-niue. We have five of her 
letters, of which only two are dated, and but one gives the 
place where written. This, tfhich is addressed to her father, 
reads as follows : — 

" S' — I beg y' pardon for not ansneriog y* letl* in eo long a lime 
but the true reason being the disapointment of the mony from Cosen 
HoweU she contrive all ways to defere the payment of it and haue put 
my Bro' to a great deal of [roble H bout it and he tella me. the next 
week he shall Reed : it and n| is coming from me you shall have it, I'm 
gore your wunt of it cant be greater tbeu my conserne for the disa- 
pointment, Uie lowne affords no news worth writing the Turky ships 
where Bro' Heigham and Cosen Wheak are consern'd are com safe to 
lerland and are expected dayly bom, my Bro' The : is gone this day 
to London againe to se ihe Lady from Ipswicb she haue been gone 
into Surry and her staj in towne will be so short that 1 fare h'll loose 
the oppertunity of seing her in lowne my Cos. Woodward haite been 
very industeros in the buUnes. I could wish he were as zealose but 
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I fura he's too uoule lo make il com lo good effect; I'm now al hamntead 
anil my Cosen Whcak mysolf and iitlicrs arc drinking the wutl«rg which 
■re ii) the nature uf Tunbridge tmd approved of by most of the emi- 
nent Phis" to be as good; iind ibis place vpon that acct' and the good 
Are, ie fUll of company this w' the tender of Tiro" and my duty is all 
thai offers at this time Trom

"IfayaTUi ITM." 

Hampetead, a parish ia Middlesex, four miles from London, 
has a minerul spring that was iu high repute centuries ago; 
and is, we suppose, the place where she was drinking the 
waters. Cousiu Howels is another relative introduced for the 
first and only time, and of whom nothing further is heard. 

It is not certain who was the lady from Ipswich whom the 
family were so anxious that Thomas should marry. His sister 
represents him as not very zealous in the matter; and they 
were doubtless disappointed in the result. In 1T07, he was 
interested in some lady at Kensington, whose name is not 
given ; though probahly she was neither the person who is men- 
tioned in this letter, nor Mary Grigson, whom he married in 
1712. 

Anotlier letter to her father, without date, is directed to him 
at Bury St. Edmunds, and alludes to the invcstraont of her 
money. Slie expresses a strong conlidencc in her own ability 
to manage it safely: and she was resolved not to purchase land, 
fts tiicre were horrowcit* enough. She thought, that, if money 
wore lost, it arose from negligence in trusting to others the 
management, which she would never permit, i^he requests 
her father to persuade her brother to pay her the two hundred 
pounds she lent to biud her brother, Heigham Bright, as 
apprentice, and also one hundred pounds due from a legacy. 
The legacy alluded to is mentioned in another letter ; but no 
mention of the person from whom it was received, though it 
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was probably her sister Dorothy, who is supposed to hxn Sti 
some two years before. She compliuns of the delay in ite [nj- 
ment ; aud closes by saying, that she cftDoot be easy until she 
has her fortune under her own control. The following letter, 
which is without date, was, we infer, written soon after hn 
father remoTed to Thorpe Hall, perhaps in 1710 : — 

" For TTtomat Bright Eitf : eU thorpe-hoB. 
"S* — I haue £cnt yo' the drawers and Cane which is all thus b 
y* Chamber I BUppose the great books you baue had Sir I cant find 
tbem theres tooe smal ones which 1 put into y' drawers and lockd tlie 
S that were open with a key of my owne ; you did not send the wrigbl 
key of y' Closett but haue first open the dore and bane send all the 
botiies there and iu the leier the occ' is under neath which is alt ftom 
" H'. y' dutiful] daughter 

" A Bright. 
" the mau hasten to he gone so 1 hojie y'll pardon this hast 
" S bottles of heare 
3 bottles of Raisen wine 
S bottles of Raisbury, 
1 bottle of Chery brandy. 
18" 

Another atid a longer communication, addressed to her 
father, at Thorpe Hall, dated Dec. 8, 1711, is chiefly occupied 
witli her money-matters, and contains no information of value 
or interest. Her sister Mary, wife of John Risby, of Thorpe 
Morieux, left her in her will, May 21, 1729, a legacy of ten 
pounds. 

Her last residence was at Bury St. Edmunds, where she 
died in 1732 ; but it is not certain at what time she left Netb- 
erliall, though she probably accompanied her fatlier to Bury 
St. Edmunds, witli whom it is thought she lived until his re- 
moval to Thorpe Morieux about 1710. Her will shows that 
she was residing in Bury St. Edmunds nearly two years pre- 
vious to her death. An abstract of her will, proved at Bury 
St. Edmunds, Jan. 9, 1732 (1732-3 ?), is here presented : — 
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" Agailisi Bright, of Bury St. Edmuiiils. Will dated April SO, 1731. 
1>c5ir«5 to be buried in TLurstoti Cliureli. Gives nil her money and 
perKinal estate Ui Iter nephew, Thomas Bright, and to his sister, Mrs. 
Maiy Bright. To Mrs. Bright, their mother, a ring. To sister Uisby, 
ft ring." 

According to her request, she was buried in Thurfiton 
Church, where may be seen a Btoue placed over her remains, 
bnviug on it the family arms, in a lozenge-shaped shield, and 
the following inscriptiou : — 

" Here Lyelh the Body of Agatha 

. Bright Spinster, one of y* Daughters 

of Thomas Bright of Nether Hall 

Esq'. She died Dec"" y' 10 Anno Dom 

1732 Aged 69 years." 

Mabt Bright was baptized at Thurston, July 10, 1667. 
Frequent allusion is made to her and her husband in the 
family coiTespoudence ; but there are no letters of her own 
or of her husband iu the collection. The date of her mar- 
riage to John Hisby, Esq., of Thorpe Hall, Thorpe Moneux, 
and that of her death, are unknown. A bond of her brother, 
Thomaa Bright, believed to have been given in September, 
1695, and payable to Mary Bright, proves that she was not 
tbou married ; but iu the deed of settlement drawn up by him 
for his father, dated Aug. 9, 1098, she is called Mary Rish;. 
8he is mentioned in her sister Agatha's will, April 30, 1731, 
as tliB recipient of a ring. Her father passed the last years 
of his life with her and her husband, at Thorpe Hall ; and he 
mentions the latter in his will. 

John Risby died Jan. 21, 1727-8. His will, dated the 2l8t 
of September previous, was proved by the widow, Feb. 10, 
1727-8. He desired to be buried in the parish church, within 
the cotummiiou rails. He made his wife sole heir, and execu- 
tril of the will. In the chancel of the church there is an 
inBcription to his memory. Tliere were no children of this 
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marriage. The widow probably removed to Bury St. Ed- 
munds soon after her husband's death ; for her will, executed 
the following year, represents her as of that place. The short 
sbEtract we have of it is as follows : — 

" Mary lUaby, of Bury St. Edmunds, widow. Will dated May 21, 
1729. Gives to her sister, Mrs. Agatba Bright, l«n pounds, for 
mourning. All the rest of her personal estate to the Rev. Mr. John 
Fiske, of Thorpe Morieuz, and Elizabeth liis wife, whom she appoints 
executors. Proved April 12, 1738." 

Thorpe Morieuz is a village iiine miles &om Bury St. Ed- 
munds, and, as we learn from a description of it in 1827, was 
formerly the lordsliip of Hugh de Morieux, from -whom it 
derived its name. Early in the last century, it was the pro- 
perty of John Risby, Esq. A monument of variegated marble 
was erected iu the chancel of the church to the memory of 
the Rev, John Fiske, rector of the parish, who died Oct. 4, 
1764, aged seventy-two ; also to Elizabeth his wife, who died 
April 2, 1749, aged fifty-two. She was descended from the 
Gosnolds, an ancient family, allied to George, Duke of Cla- 
rence, brother of Edward IV. Thomas Briglit, the father of 
Mrs, Risby, mentions his cousin Elizabeth Gosnold in his will. 
May 4, 1713. John Risby, Esq., formerly of Thorpe Hall,— 
perhaps tlie father of John Risby, the son-in-law of Thomas 
Bright, — died at Felsham, a village near Thorpe Morieux, 
May 1, 1687. His wife Ehzabeth, only daughter of Francis 
Oornwallis, Esq., of the county of Norfolk, died Jan. 13, 
1705. They were both buried in the church at Felsham. It 
is presumed that Mrs, Risby gave her personal estate to the 
Rev. John Fiske and wife, on account of her relationship to 
the wife. The husband, it is believed, was related to the 
Fiskes of Rattlesden, one of whom married Henry Bright, of 
Pakeoham, and anotlier married ' Thomas Bright, of Bury St. 
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Edmunds. The patronage of the church of Thorpe Morieuz 
was in the Fiske family. The only child of the Rev. John 
Fiske married John Hayues Harrison, Esq., of Copford Hall, 
Essex, and became lord of the manor, and patron of the church. 
The living was presented by John Risby to John Fiske, Dec. 
31, 1719; to John Fiske, jun., by John Fiske, sen., Feb. 20, 
1754 ; and to Peter Edge by Sarah T. Fiske, Sept. 24, 1778. 
A further account of the family of Kske will be found in that 
of Henry Bright, of Pakenham, who married one. of the 



Hbiohau Bbioht, of Netherhall, the youngest son of Thomas 
and Elizabotli (Heigham) Bright, was one of tlie last dis- 
corered of the numerous descendants of Robert Bright, the 
bead of the Netherhall family. Owing to the absence of 
church-records in Thurston beyond tbe last century, his name 
escaped all research until it was brought to light more re- 
cently by tlie family correspondence ; and nearly all the 
inrormation we have respecting him is revealed in Iiis own 
letters, most of which were written in Turkey, where he had 
gone to establish himself in business as a merchant at Aleppo, 
or had beeu sent there by his master in London. Though the 
record of his baptism has not l>oen found, he must have been 
oue of the younger children of the family, perhaps tlie young- 
est. From one of his letters of the year 1700, in which he 
speaks of Mr. Wheake as his master, we learu tliat his indentures 
would expire July 1, 1701, about two yeara after his departure 
from England, or when, as we suppose, he would he of the 
age of twenty-one. If this conjecture is correct, he was horn 
in 1680 ; though possibly this indenture related to services to 
be rendered in Turkey after his apprenticeship had termi- 
I OAted. [f he was the last of his family lliat has been traced, 
he proves to be one of the most interesting of its memiiers ; 
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and his numerous conununications from Turkey to his brother 
Thomas in England contain so much information in relation to 
his family, that it is a cause of regret that his correspondence 
was 80 soon cut short, at nearly the commencement of his ca- 
reer, by his sudden death abroad. Nothing is found in the 
family papers relating to his younger days at Netlierhall, before 
be left his home to become an apprentice in London ; and even 
this part of his early history is gathered from the correspond- 
ence which took place after he left Englaud. We discover 
from his letters, that he had been an apprentice to his cousin, 
Philip Wheake, a merchant in London ; but it is not stated 
when he entered his senice, or how long he was in his employ, 
though bis connection with his master did not terminate until 
a year or two after he went to Aleppo. His letters lead us 
to suppose that he was also either an apprentice to his uncle 
Heigham, for whom he was probably named, or was in bis 
service in England. This relative was so far interested in him, 
or in his business, as to be consulted regarding his affairs. It 
would seem from the correspondence, that be was more de- 
pendent for advice and assistance on his brother Thomas, to 
whom his letters are addressed, than on his father, who was 
somewhat advanced in years ; for. in 1704. his sister Agatha 
claimed from Thomas the sum of two hundred potmds, which 
she had lent him to bind Heigham as an apprentice. 

We have the fragment of a letter addressed to his brother, 
Thomas Bright, of which the date, the place where written, 
and even the signature, as well as a portion of its contents, 
are wanting. Tliis document is in a handwriting much infe- 
rior to that of all others which bear the signature of Heigham 
Bright; hut it contains sufficient evidence of its having l)eeu 
written by him, and it is doubtless the earliest of his letters in 
the collection. His chirograpliy was bold, uniform, and hand- 
some ; and this diEforeuoe in the handwriting would render the 
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authorship of the letter doulitfiil, were it not addressed to 
Thomas, his only brother, as " dear brother," and if it did not 
also speak of his uucle Hcigham, We think that it was writ- 
ten in LondoQ, possibly after the expiration of his apprentice- 
ship to his uncle or to Mr. Wheake. From what we can gather 
from the remains of this letter, it woiild appear that he was 
out of employment, and depended for aid on his brother, 
whom he calls a benefactor. He mentions his necessities, and 
the assistance which he expected from his brother. He also 
speaks of letters from hia uncle (probably meaning Mr. 
Heigham), addressed to Thomas, and of information derived 
fhim Sir Robert Davers concerning Bermuda, where it ap- 
pears Heigham had intended to go ; but he adds, that he had 
changed his resolution, and decided to proceed to Jamaica, as 
likely to be more profitable, — a stop which was approved by 
his uncle Heigham. Sir Robert Davers. of Rougham, a vil- 
lage near Thurston, created a baronet in 1682, was probably 
the person alluded to by Heigham Bright. Sir Robert Davers 
acquired a large fortune in Barbadoes, and, after his return to 
England, purchased an estate of Robert Walpoie, in Rougham, 
which he had inherited through his wife from Sir Jeffrey 
Burwell, Kiit. ; the latter being the same person, we presume, 
who, in writing to the father of Heigham Bright, calls him 
cousin. Heigham Bright also mentions in this letter that he 
had made interest with Sir Philip Howar- (Howard ?) to 
carry him over to Jamaica, and to provide for him a situatiou. 
Nothing ap[)ears in any other letters or papers to inform iis 
whether he ever proceeded to Jamaica; but it is probable that 
the project was abaudoued. The next we know of him is 
found in a letter to his brother, which is supposed to have 
been received from London. It is in a handwriting bo much 
improved, that it was probably written years aftfr the first 
commuuicatioD. It is as follows: —

This letter of 1698 gives the last information of him in 
England that we have seen ; and the earliest date of any of 
his tetters from Turkey is one from Aleppo, of Jan. 7, 1700. 
That of Nov. 21, of the same year, speaks of the next May 
as a time when he shall have been there somctliiiig more than 
a year ; thus showing that his departure from England oc- 
curred in 1699. 

It will be seen by the following letter of Jan. 7, 1700, — the 
oldest date of any from Turkey in our possession, — that it 
was not the first of his letters after he left England : —

The time of Heighara Bright's departure from England for 
tbe East is determined, within a few months, by the foregoing 
letter, in which lie refers to what ho had written his brother, 
Aug. 27, 1699; for, admitting that it was his first letMr after 
his arrival at Aleppo, he could not have left England later 
than June, as a voyage to Turkey occupied somi; thiee mouths 
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at tliat period, if we may jiulgo from tlie time required to 
forward letters between London and Aleppo hj the usual con- 
veyance, vid MarBeilles, — tlie route, we presume, taken by 
travellers. We bare already given one of bis letters from 
LondoD, dated in the latter part of 1698, in which ho makes 
no allusion to any contemplated voyage to Turkey ; thus 
rendering it nearly certain that he left England in tbo early 
part of 1699, Ho appears to have been connected in some 
way with a Mr. Sherman in Aleppo, in whoso employ he per- 
haps was by direction of his master, for the purpose of becom- 
ing acquainted with tlio trade. Capt. Bright, from whom he 
wishes his brother to obtain a thousand pounds, and whose 
name often occurs in Heigliam Bright's letters, is supposed to 
have been a cousin of bis father, and the son of William 
Bright, of Great Barton. 

Wo Iiave another letter written by Hcigham Bright, of the 
same month, as follows : —

We Imvo letters ui 8panisli ami French addreeised to him 
from Marseilles, irom 1700 to 1702, by V, Di Santamente (V, 
De St. Aniaiid), tlie commei^ial house through which his cor- 
respondence with Eiiglai>d was transmitted. They arc brief 
and unimportant, and relate chiefly to the receipt and forward- 
ing of letters. 

The nest letter from Hcigham Bright, haviug a date, is one 
of Nov. 1, 1700, some eight moiitlis later. By this it appears 
that a Mr. Lockvood, connected with Mr. Sherman, was to 
leave him in June, when the latter was expected to form a 
connection with Mr. Lethieulier, from whose friends Mr. Sber- 
maji had received consignments, through the influence of 
Philip Wheake, Heigham Bright wishes his master to ijiter- 
cede with the father of Mr. Lethieulier, in his behalf, for a 
share in the new house. The letter is here presented : —

The preceding is the last letter in vhicb he speaks of his 
mother until after her death. lu another letter he alludes to

TIio Mr. Nicholas iilludijil to in the preceding letter may 
possibly be tlie saino who married Martha, the daughter of 
Heury Bright, of New House, aud who, in 1698, was "living 
at y* Devices in WiltBliire," as mentioned in the will of Thomas 
Bright, of Ipswich, the brother of liis wife. A William Niclio- 
las was connected in trade with Philip Wheake and Thomas 
Bright, as appears by a communication to the latter, dated 
Horsely, Jan. 10, 170^-10. 

Tlie next document here given is a letter to Thomas Bright, 
of March 9, 1701-2, with the duplicate of one dated Dec. 8, 
1701. The Mr. Mille^ in Aleppo, occasionally alluded to in 
Hoigham Bright's letters, was probably the same person tliat is 
mentioned in the correspondence of Philip Wheake, of I*on- 
don, in 1701).

The indorseDieiits on this Icttor of Dth March bIiow that it 
was forwarded from Cyprus on the 24th of that month ; re- 
ceived ill Marseilles ou the ITtli, and forwarded on the IHth of 
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May; received iu London on the 17th [June?], and forwarded 
on the 18th to tlie care of Dr. Burroughs, of Bury St. Ed- 
munds, more than three mouthe after its date. All his corre- 
spondence with England was probably by this route (the usual 
one, perhaps, at that period) ; and the time required for the 
letter to reach London gives some idea of the improvements 
in mail arrangements which have since taken place. 

We have next Heigham Briglit's letter on the suhject of a 
connection with young Lcthieulier, for which he had been 
anxious ; but the father of the latter rather favored the cou- 
tinuance of his son's copartnership with Mr. Sherman as a 
more experienced man.

He was then at Bylan Mountains. He had relinquished all 
expectations of a copartnership with Mr. Lcthieulier.

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We have no further intutligeQcti of ileiglioiu Bright until 
the announcement of his deatli on Dec. 6, 1704, in a letter 
from bis friend Charles Vernon to Pliilip Wlieake, dated 
Dee. 11, with a duplicate of one of the 7th of the same month, 
received in London on tlie 3d of March. We apjiend the 
letter and duplicate as follows : —

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There are no other letters from Turkey, after the death of 
Heigham Bright, than the one we have given from his friend 
Charles Vernon, announcing his deatli and burial. His vill, 
a copy of which was sent to Philip 'Wlieake, of London, bj 
Charles Vernou, in his letter of Dec, 7, is not in this col- 
lection of the family papers ; and, with that letter, our know- 
ledge of Heigham Bright's affairs in Turkey ceases. In the 
correspondence of his brother, of a later date, are some letters 
on the subject of unsettled accounts with Philip Wheako, con- 
nected with the trade in Turkey, which will be found in our 
notice of Thomas Bright. That correspondence probably re- 
lates to the closing-up of the business at Aleppo, in which 
we presume Heigham Bright, Thomas Bright, Philip Wheake, 
William Nicholas, and perhaps other parties, were interested; 
hut the final result of the business of Heigham in the East, 
and that of his correspondents, «Hio consigned to Mm nume- 
rous shipments of merchandise, is not known. 



Taoaus Bbight, of Netherhall, the eldest son of Thomas 
and EHizabeth (Heigham) Bright, was the third of the name 
who succeeded to the manor of Netlierhall, and the last of tlie 
five children that remains to bo described. He was baptized 
at Barrow, in the county of Suffolk, Jan. 5, 1660; hut we 
are entirely ignorant of his early life, education, and pursuits. 
There is no further account of him until he was thirty-five 
years of age, when he gave a bond, witnessed by his sister 
Agatha Bright, for fifty-three pounds, to his sister Mary 
Bright, afterwards the wife of John Risby, of Thorpe Mo- 
rieux. It will have been seen in the notice of his father, 
that, after the year 1661, — with the exception of the record 
of the baptism of his daugliters, Agatha in 1663, and Mary in 
16G7, the two letters of Wa. Arlington in 1668 and 1672 
in relation to the difficulties between him and Sir William 
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.Spring, and the letter3 of Clement Eleighain in 1685, — 
there are no letters or documents until 1695 to furnish any 
particulars of the family history ; and, in those we have men- 
tioned, there is no allusion to Thomas Bright, the son. The 
first letter addressed to him by his brother Heigham Bright, 
without date, which we have given, may have been somewhat 
earlier than the bond alluded to. 

The next documents relating to Thomas Bright are the 
deed, in his handwriting, dated Aug. 9, 1698, for the pro- 
posed settlement of his father's estate; and a letter to him 
from his brother Heigham, dated "8, 18. 98," both of which 
we have already given. The correspondence of Heigham 
Bright that wc have furnished was all addressed to his brother ; 
and from it we have gathered some information in relation to 
Thomas Bright. 

Tliough Thomas seems to have been interested in the affairs 
of his lirother in Turkey, it is doubtful if he was engaged in 
Ijusiness as a merchant in London, or had ever served an 
apprenticeship. His correspondence commences in 1700 ; and 
the earliest letter we discover is one from London, addressed 
to his sister Agatha. From the fact that his letters from that 
city in 1700 and 1701 were dated Grey's Inn, and that some 
of them related to a lawsuit, as well as from the evidence they 
afford of his familiar acquaintance with the proceedings of 
the courts, it is not unlikely that he was at this time, or had 
previously been, a student-at-law in London. His first letter 
is as follows: —

"Deab SiSTEB. — I rccd y' Letter. & humbly thank You for y'. in- 
formnlion, &, particularly for that of Ham : Strange. I wiah I had been 
at home y'.

According to a copy of the will iu our possession, Rol 
Bright gave, in 1630, his son William the farm, " Barton 
Place, with tlie liberties tlieire to belonging;" but an ab- 
stract of the will saye, "Barton Place with tiic Jisheries." 
This farm we suppose to be the Bartou-Mere estate ; and the 
fisheries, those in dispute between Sir Thomas Spring and 
Thomas Bright. 

The Sir Thomas alluded to in the foregoing letter was 
doubtless Sir Thomas Spring, Bart., of the ma 
House, Pakenham, to which ho succeeded on tlie deal 
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liis father, the second Sir William Spring, Bart., who died 
April 30, 1684. It will be recollected that there was a quar- 
rel between the father of Sir Thomas Spring and that of 
Thomas Bright, the younger, the proprietors of these two es- 
tates of Now House and Netherhall ; and their dispute forms 
the subject of the letters of Wa. Arlington to Thomas Bright, 
sen., in 1688 and 1672. Perhaps the diflicutties between tlie 
■ pareuts arose from some question of right as to the fishorios of 
BartOQ More, situated near Netherhall, that may not hare 
been settled in their day ; and thus the quarrel was continued, 
thirty years later, by their eldest sons and successors. " Ham : 
Strange "was perhaps Hamon L'Estrangc, of the family that 
were once owners of the Barton-Mere estate in Pakeuham, 
near Netherhall, and resided there. The wife of the first Sir 
William Spring, who purchased New House of Henry Bright, 
was a daughter of Sir Hamon L'Estrangc. Page's History 
informs us that a Hamon L'Estrange, of Barton-More House, 
was buried in the church of Pakcnham in 1G60. Hamon, his 
son, was buried there in 1667 ; and Hamon, his sou, the third 
of tlie name mentioned (possibly the person alluded to in this 
letter), resided at Bury St. Edmunds. 

The fact that many letters for Thomas Bright, sen,, and 
his daughter Agatha, from 1700 to 1710, were directed to 
he left at Bury St, Edmunds, renders it very doubtful whether, 
in some cases, letters by the post for Netherhall were always 
delivered there, or whetlier those members of the family to 
whom they were addressed resided in Bury St. Edmuuds at 
the period to which we refer. From the directions given by 
Tliomas Bright in his letter to his sister, it may be supposed 
tliat ho was cither already in possession of Netherhall, or had 
the management of the manor, his father being advanced in 
years. Thero are no other letters or pajiers relating to the 
subject of the fifiberics of Barton More, or to the difhcuUies 
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between the parties, which inform us of tlie result, or when 
the quarrel terminated.

Tilts is followed by a letter, probably written in London, 
frem tho son, who speaks of visiting a lady in Kensington, 
with no better success in his courtship than formerly.

The father had, for some time past, evinced an iiuiiBtial 
anxiety that Thomas, his only eon, now past the age of fifty, 
should marry, lu each sncccediug letter, the parent became 
more urgent in his entreaties ttiat Thomas would no longer 
disregard his advice in this matter. His son's addresses to the 
namoloss lady in Kcnsiiigtoa had, from somo cause, been pro- 
tracted for so long a period, that his family were dit>)ioaed to 
believe he was not very zealous in his courtship; and they 
were therefore solicitous to see the alTair brought to a happy 
termination. In the letter of Thomas Bright, sen,, which fol- 
lows, he makes lil>eral offers to his son, as a further induce- 
ment for him to comply witli his wishes, and those of the

Tlie Mrs. Bright mentioned by P. Wheake was Miss Agatha 
Bright, probably then on a visit to Netherhall ; liaving, we 
think, already taken up ber residence with her father at Bury 
St. Edmunds. 

We nest give a letter of Thomas Bright, jun., written in 
the following year, to his father, assuring him that he is sin- 
cere in his intentions of marriage. This letter was proba- 
bly from Netherhall, as he speaks of walking to Thorpe.

We now pass over a period of more than throe years before 
w« come to any other family papers ; and the first we meet is 
a copy of a letter from Thomas Bright, son., to his son. It is 
dated Thor|>e (Tlior[ie Moricux), to which village we suppose 
lio removed, about this time, from Bury St. EdmundH. His 
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reeidenoe, after the death of his wife and daughter Dorotliy, 
until he made his home with his daughter, Mary Risby, is nol, 
as we have already mentioned, very clearly determined; but 
it is thought that he and ]iis daughter Agatha lived chiefly at 
Bury St, Edmunds. The father does not, in this letter, speak 
of marriage ; but it is evident that some passages have refer- 
ence to what had been the subject of his previous letters, and 
the source of so much anxiety to the family. His letter is 
here presented : —

By a letter to Thomas Bright, jnn., from John Craske, tlie 
attorney, we are informed of tlie death of Capt. Bright, who 
ia hero meutioticd as a relation of the family. He is assumed 
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to lie tlie Bame Capt. Bright so ofteu mentioned in the letters 
of Hcigham Briglit from Aleppo, and the same person from 
whom he and his brother Thomas had ohtaiiied a loan some 
years hefore. There is nothing of a date subsequent to that 
of Mr. Oraske's letter, which we present, that has any refer- 
ence to the subject of which he speaks.

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Al p. 148, ve hare girea a c(^j of the " Deed of SeUle- 
meot " of bis tatber's estate. It is dated Aug. 9, 1698, and 
drawn up io tbe handwritiiig of Thomas Bright, jtm., though 
we presume that tbe proposed settlement was not tbea carrifld 
into efTcct. We have before stated that the deed of Neth»^ 
hitil Manor, given to his son Thomas, was not executed until 
thirteen years after, being dated Jan. 11, 1711, though the son 
was already in full possession. By the following letter of 
Tbomaa Bright, jun., to his father, it would appear that the 
latter made a will about eight mouths afler the date of the 
deed of Netherball ; but this will was superseded hy another 
of a Hubsequent date. The will, which was proved, is dated 
May 4, 1713, some eighteen months later. Thomas Bright, 
jun., Bceuis apprehensive that difficulty might arise bettreeu 
liimBclf and his brother-in-law, John Eisby ; their accounts 
having romainod unsettled for twenty years.

We now approach the time when his marriage took place ; 
an affair which, as the correepoiidcnce shows, had been loug 
delayed, discussed, and aoziously looked forward to, by his 
family. In his letters from Turkey, in 1700, his brother 
Heigham alluJed to the subject as if settled. His sister Agatha 
writes hor father from Hampstead la 1704, that her brother 
Thomas had gone to London to visit the lady from Ipswich ; 
and his own letters in 1706-7 speak of obstacles to his suc- 
cess with a lady in Kensington. His father continued to 
entreat him for years to settle in life ; hut either from his ova 
want of interest in Hie matter, as some thought, or from 
other causes, ho appears from tlie correspondence to have 
encountered difHculties and opposition from the beginning, till 
vithin a short time previous to his marriage. As the corre- 
spondence never once mentions the name, it is impossible to 
say, if tlie lady from Ipswicli in 1704, that of Kensington iu 
1707, and she of the county of Norfolk, whom he finally mar- 
ried iu 1712, were one and the same person. In the following 
letter to his father, he speaks of his journey to Norwich, and 
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of the unreasonable terms iusisted on by the lady's family iii 
arranging the marriage settlements ; which, however, must 
have been satisfactorily arranged soon after. It would ^ 
pear from this letter, that his father was in receipt of an 
annuity from the Nethcrhall lands, perhaps settled on him 
when he gave his son possession of that estate ; and that, in 
the arrangement of the marriage settlement, it might be 
found necessary to transfer the same to the farm called Bat- 
lies, or Batelies ; but we are not informed if it was thus 
finally settled. The letter of Thomas Bright, jun., is as 
follows : —

We have nothing further till about three montlis 1 
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when we find a letter from Thomas Bright, written in London ; 
he being then ou his return from Norwich, where we suppose 
he had recently miirricii. In this communication he speaks of 
hie wife, and of their intention to proceed shortly to Suffolk 
by the way of Thorpe Morieux, where his father was residing 
with his Bon-in-law, Jolui Risby. The letter, of which some 
portions are illegible, is as follows ; —

Thomas Bright was fifty-two years old when he married 
Miss Grigson, of the county of Norfolk; and the foregoing 
letter to his father, by which we are made acquainted with 
the event of his marriage, and his return to London, then on 
his way home with tlie bride, is the last document from his 
hand in our possession. 

Tlie next paper we have to present is the copy of a letter 
from the father to his son, Thomas Bright, probably in reply 
to that of the son, who announces his marriage ; being dated 
six days later. It is in tlie handwriting of the father, and 
indorsed, " a copy of a Letter to sonn Tho : " It is a docu- 
ment of some interest, as being the last of his letters in our 
collection, and written at the age of eighty-three, only a year 
before his death : —

The will of Tlioraas Bright was dated Dec. 26, 1713, a few 
weeks after liis father's will was proved. That of the father 
was dated May 4, 1713 ; and, dying in June, his will was 
proved Nov, 18 of the eamo year. We euppoee the son's 
will to have been executed so soon after that of the father 
was proved, in order to secure to the poor of Pakenham and 
Thurston a hundred pounds, in fulfilment of an obligation 
he had given his father. 

The son subsequently added a codicil to his will, di 
Aug. 14, 1718, after the hirth of his daughter. 

The will is as follows : —

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Thomas Bright died April 27, 1727, at the age of sixty-seTcn, 
and was buried in Thurston Church, On the floor, and near 
the chancel, is a stone, with the following inscription : — 

" Here Lyelh the Body of 

Thomas Bright of Netherhall Esq? " 

The remainder of the inscription is covered by a pew. The 
family arms are on the slab, empaling those of Grigson. 
The stone placed over the remains of bis wife ie near those 
of the husband. 

Mart Geigson, the wife of the third Thomas Bright who 
succeeded to the manor of Netherhall, was the daughter of 
William Grigson, Gent., of Forncett, St. Peter's, in the county 
of Norfolk, and the sister and heir of William Grigson, Esq. 
The first of the family who settled in Norfolk was the Rev. 
William Grigson, M.A., wlio was instituted to the rectory of 
Hardingham, in that county, Sept. 5, 1584. The Rev. Wil- 
liam Grigson, now of Whinburg Rectory, East Dereham, in 
the county of Norfolk, is descended from this family. The 
date of the baptism, as well as the early liistory, of Mary 
Grigson, is unknown to us. Her marriage, the precise date of 
wliich has not been ascertained, must have taken place, ac- 
cording to the letters of her husband, between Jan. 16, 1712 
(at which time it was doubtful if the marriage settlements 
would be satisfactorily arranged), and the 19th of April follow- 
ing, when he wrote from London that he and his wife would 
soon proceed to SuEfblk, and visit his relations at Thorpe 
Morieux, on his way home, to Netherhall. Aa this letter of 
Thomas Bright from London, which informs us of the mar- 
riage, was the last of the family correspondence, very little has 
been gathered respecting her, except what is found in her will, 
and in that of her husband. 
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Among tho few papers remaining of the Netherhall col- 
lection is a letter from Edmund Howard, probably her agent 
or attorney, written about two years after the death of her 
husband, which relates to landed property, and is as fol- 
lows: —

Kay w' tiey containe If yon please to send me the Bundle of Old 
Rolls by a Servant on Salurday Morning I will Serch the matter out 
and make it plaine now it is upon the anvile, that it shall remaine so 
lo those that eome after rae who am Mad!^

Mary Bright's husband says iii his will that he relied on hia 
wife to give Winterton Farm to their daughter Mary, as she 
had promised him. This farm in Norfolk was probably a pro- 
perty ill her own right, settled ou her at the tirae of her 
marriage. In relation to this farm, we have a document, 
dated July 22, 1732, which contains an agreement between 
Hary Bright, the widow of Thomas Bright, and William 
Kuiglit, as follows : — 

" Agreement between Mary Bright, Widow of Thos Bright, and 
W?

Thomas Palmer being Bent 
Rua Si. in arrear wiih the s''. Mary Bright in tlie sume of Seventy 
pounds & upwards at Lady day now last paal after Taxes Disburse- 
ments Sc all Allowance's discounted to the b'. Thomas Palmer (ua- 
knowQ to the s' Mury Bright his Landlady) Bold or otherwise Disposed 
of all his Stock & ffarming Uiensills from off his s? Rarpie and halh 
Absconded himself from the reach & force of the Law Leaving his sf 
fianne with some wheat pea.'^e Sc clover grass planted upon the ssine 
& some muck in the yards and chaff St straw in the bams and the 
greatest part of the lands belonging to the fiarme untilled in a sadd 
and ruiDous Condition still Retiuning &, Insisting upon his possessioii 
of the s"! ffarme by virtue of his said Lease and by his Deed in writ- 
ing under hiB Hand & Seal dated the Third day of this Instant July 
he the s? Thomas Palmer halh constituted & ordained 'William 
Knights of Winterton arores? Gent his Aiiorney for him &. in bis 
name & place to manage the said ffarme and to make any Burgaine 
and to Sign Seal and Deliver any Eelease Discharge or Agreement 
that he the s* William Knights his attorney shall think proper to make 
for him & on his Behalf touching his s? ffarme. 

"Now be it known unio all men by these p'^ents that the si 
Mary Bright & the s? William Knights as Attorney for the sf TLonuu 
Palmer as afores' are come to an Agreement touching the bI flarme Si 
premisses' in manner following (that is to sa^) ffirst the s? Mary 
Bright in consideration of having the said Lease & quiet possession of 
the said ffarme delivered lo her with the Come Grass Muck Chaff 
Straw & whatsoever else that belong to the said Thomas Palmer and 
now being upon the premises To & for her proper use & Benefitt to 
take doth hereby for herself her Heires Esec" & Adm7 Release Acquitt 
& Discharge the s* Thomas Palmer his ¥.xec7 and Adm? of & from 
the paym'. of all Arrears of Rent now due to her for the s^ ffarme and 
of & from the perfonnance of all Covenants contained in the «aid 
Lease and of all other demands Matters & ihings whatsoever lo the 
day of the date hereof And ihe 8? William Knights as Attorney for 
the said Thomas Palmer doth hereby DeHver & Give up uulo the 
eaid Mary Bright a full possession of the s? ffarme Corne Grass and 
all other the premisses for her lo Take Reap &. Enjoy to & for her own 
proper Use and Benititt without Rundring any Account for the same. 
'■And the s? William Knights as Attorney for the said Thomas 
Palmer and in his name and place doth hereby also Acquiit Release 
& Discharge the s* Mary Bright and all ber Agents Si. Servants act-

Mary Bright survived her hut-band seventeen years, and her 
only son eight years, leaving a daughter to inherit the estates. 
Her will, executed in 17-13, is here presented: — 

" In the name of God Amen. 1 Mary Bright of Pakenham in the 
county of Sullolk. Widow, do make, ordain and declare this my last 
will and Testament in manner following that is to suy. First I do 
hereby order and direct that ray body be interred within the parish 
church of Thurston in the said county of Suffolk as near the remuns 
of my late son as conveniently may be, and that a stone be laid over 
my grave of the same sort as is laid over the grave of my said late 
•on. Item 1 give and bequeath to the poor of the said parish of 
Thuralon the sura of ten pounds, to be distributed amongst thera in 
such manner as to my Executor shall seem meet, within two months 
nflcr my decease. Item I do hereby order and direct that ihe sum of 
One hundred pounda be laid out by my said Executor at such lime 
ftnd manner as he shall ihink proper towards rebuilding the messuage 
or Farm honsc in Pakenham aforesaid now in the tenure or occupa- 
tion of Charles Jennings. 

" Item I give and bequeath unto my brother SI' William Grigson 
Ihe sum of ten pounds to buy him mourning. Item I give and be- 
queath all Ihe rest and residue of my personal estate and eHecta of 
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every sort (after payment of my just debtS) funeral cliarg^g and 
probate of thia my last will and testament) unto my daugliler Mary 
Bright, but my mind and will is and I do hereby order and direct ihiU 
the same shall be paid to auuh person or persons as my said daughttrr 
not willis tan ding any covcrlure and whether she shall be covert or sole 
shall by writing under her hand direct and appoint and in de&ult of 
such direction and apiwintmenl into the proper bands of my sait! 
daughter to the intent that the same may be for her seperatc ase and 
disposition and may not be subject to the disposition or engagements 
of Edmund Tyrell Esq, her intended husband or any other after taken 
husband, and for which the receipt or receipts of my said daughter or 
of such person or persons as she shall appoint to receive ihe same, 
shall be a sufficient and effectual discharge, and 1 do hereby nominate 
and appoint ray said brother William Grigson sole Executor here of. 
and I do hereby revoak all former Wills by me made. In Witness 
whereof I have hereunto set my hand & seal the sixteenth day of 
August in the year of our Lord, one thousand seven hundred and 
forty three.

The " DescriptioQ of Bury St. Edmunds and its Environs," 
1827, gives the date of her death, Sept. 19, 1744 ; and that of 
her hufibaud, April 27, 1727. She was buried, as she directed 
in her will, in the church of Thurston, where a black marble 
slab on the floor, near the desk, has the following inscrip- 
tion : —

Thomas Bright, and Mary Grigson his wife, had but two 
children ; namely, a son Thomas, and a daughter Mary. They 
were probably baptized at Thurston. 

Thomas Bright, Esq., the eldest child and only son, bap- 
tized Sept. 20, 1713, waa the fourth of the name who, in 
regular order, succeeded to the manor of Nctherhall. Very 
little is known of his history; and, by his early death, this 
branch of the family that resided at the manor became ex- 
tinct in the male line. Tliere are no family letters Among 
the Xetherhall papers subsequent to 1712 (the year previous 
to bis birth); and the only document of any kind that relates to 
bim is a bill of clothing of Aug. 22, 1735, with the receipt at 
foot for its payment, dated Sept. 3 of the same year, being 
the latest dale of any paper in our possession. 

Having finished this collection of family documents, about 
eighty in number, which has furnished much valuable and 
interesting information elucidating the history of this particu- 
lar branch of the Netherhall faniily, we are now confined to 
the scanty materials which have been gathered cliiefly from 
the public rec.ords. 

Thomas Bright'a father bequeallied to him by will, Dec. 26, 
1713, all his real and personal estate when he should become 
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twent^'-one years of age. The son waa tlien but three months 
old, and the provision for his sister was made by a codocil in 
1718. The son died in 1736, at the age of twenty-three years, 
having been in possession of the property only two years. He 
was unmarried ; and, as he left uo will, his sister, Mary 
Bright, became heir to the family estates. He was thirteen 
years of age at the death of his father; but his mother sur- 
vived him eight years, and in her will desired to be buried as 
" near his remains as conveniently may be." He was interred 
in Thurston Church ; and on the spot where his remains re- 
pose is placed a marble slab, having on it the family arms, 
and the foUowing inscription : —

Mart Bright, of Netherhall, the only daughter of Thomas 

and Mary (Grigson) Bright, was not merely the last of the 

name of this branch of the family which owned and occupied 

the manor of Netherhall in Thurston, but also the last survi- 

I Tor, in England, of the Brights of Suffolk that has been traced 

F in the various lines of descent from John Bright, of Bury 

I St. Edmunds, whom we have placed at the head of the pedi- 

[ gree ; and, at her decease, it is believed that the name among 

t his descendants became extinct in England. Consequently, 

[ our history and genealogy of the Brights of Suffolk from John 

* Bright, of whom the earliest notice is in 1538, to the death, 

in 1753, of this Mary Bright, the wife of Edmund Tyrell, 

embraces a period of but little more than two centuries. 



(Vlll.) 
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Mary Bright was baptized Nov. 16, 1715. Her father hav- 
ing made his will, Dec. 26, 1713, when his son was an infant, 
aiid some two years hefore sho was bom, provided for the 
daughter in a codicil, dated Aug, 14, 1718, by which he be- 
queathed fifty pounds per annum for her support till her mar- 
riage should take place, and directed that a thoueand pounds 
should be given to her for a marriage portion. Besides the 
provision made for hor by the father, her mother left her, as 
she had promised, a farm in Winterton, in the county of 
Norfolk. 

At the age of twenty-one, Mary Bright became, by the death 
of her only brother Thomas in 1736, who was unmarried and 
intestate, tlie sole heir to the family estates. We are unable 
to state the precise date of her marriage ; but her mother, in 
her will, dated Aug. 16, 1743, speaks of Edmund TyrcU as 
tlie intended husband of her daughter ; and as tlie will was 
proved in the following year (Oct, 16, 1744) by Mary, ttio wife 
of Edmund Tyrell, her marriage must have taken place either 
in the latter part of 1743, or early in 1744. Her portrait, in 
crayon, probably taken before her marriage, is in tlie posses- 
sion of Charles Tyrell, Esq., of Plashwood in Hangliley, who 
has also a piece of plate which belonged to her, and on which 
the Bright arms were engraved. By the order of this gentlo- 
man, a copy, half size, was made of ttiis portrait in 1866, and 
kindly forwarded to the writer; and from this copy an engrav- 
ing was executed, and is here presented. 
' She was the second wife of Edmund Tyrell ; and. on her 
marriage, it is probable that slie removed to Gippiiig Hall, the 
ancient seat of the Tyrell family, in Gipping, Suffolk, where 
it is presumed she resided till her death. She survived her 
husband some years; and at her death, at tlie age of thirty- 
gevau, she was buried, Sept. 18, 1753, in Stowmarket Church, 
vhere the remains of her husbaud and of a long line of his 
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the copy furnished iis of the entry in the register of 
'Stowmarket Church ; for Oct. 10, 1744, is given as the date 
his burial, instead, probably, of 1746, or possibly 1747 or 8, 
his will, made in 1746, was not proved till 1749.

There were but two children of Edmund and Mary (Bright) 
I^rell, — namely, Edmund and Sarah ; and, though the place 
of their birth is not mentioned, we suppose that it was Gipping 
Hall, and that they were baptized at the church in Stow- 
market.

Edhond Tybell, Esq., of Gipping Hall in Gipping, county 
of Suffolk, the eldest child and only son, was born Nov. 15, 
1744, and succeeded to the estates of his father, as well as to 
the manor of Netherhall, the latter of which, at some period 
nnkuuwn, he sold to Oeorgo Chinnery, Esq., in the possession 
of whose family it has ever since remained ; but the patronage 
of St. Peter's Church in Thurston, which was in the Brights 
from the time of the purchase of Netherhall by Robert Bright 
Id 1601, IB still retained by the Tyrells. Edmund Tyrell, of 
Qippiug, was owner of the lordship of Redisham in Suf- 
folk ia 1704. He was high sheriff for .Suffolk in 1774 ; but, 
beyond this, we hear nothing of him till his death. He died 
nomarried, March 80, 1799, and was buried in Stowmarkel 
Church, where a monument was erected to his memory. His 
will, dated Aug. 2.5, 1798, was proved in the Prerogative 
Court at London, July 31, 1799. He devised his estates to 
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Lis rM'Ufiz.. lie Rer. CiArlr* Trrell. Rector of St. Peter's 
CLun-L ::. PL:ir?:.;^, ;he s?a of £>imund Tvrell, of Stow- 
xnirk-i:. a::! Jruir Lii wife : i::e latter t«ein2 the sister of the 
te*:i:.>r'2 fiiher. and a (»tiiin of her hu^liaud. Tlie Rev. 
Oiirle* Ttt^tII .i:e*i in 1>11. and was succeeded bv Charles

GIPPING AND GIPPIXG HALL. 

According to Page's Histonr and other authorities, Gipping 
in Suffolk is a hamlet of Old Xewton, which has been for 
ages the estate of one branch of the family of Tyrell. It is 
described as a well-wooded and picturesque parish, four miles 
from Stowmarket. containinir about a hundred inhabitants, 
and nine hundred acres of land. Charles Tyrell, Esq., of 
Haudilev. owns most of the soil, and is lord of the manor, 
impropriator, and owner of Gipping Hall, a view of which is 
here presented. 

This old hall, a large brick mansion, so long the residence 
of the family, is situated in a spacious lawn, surrounded by 
woods, the park containing sixty acres : but it is now no 
longer occupied, except occasionally as a sporting scat. The 
chapel, an ancient Gothic structure, with its north wall man- 
tled with ivv, stands near the hall, and was built bv the fa- 
mily. On the soffit of the entrance arch of the chancel is cut, 
in ancient characters, *' Pray for the souls of Sir James 
Tircll, and Dame Ann his wyf.'' Gipping Hall continued to 
be the residence of the family from the time it was erected, 
till, we presume, the death of the last Edmund Tyrell, the son 
of Mary Bright. 

The family descended from Sir Walter Tyrell, Knt., who 
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held, at the general survey of William the Conqueror, the 
lordship of Langham in Essex. William Tyiell, Esq., the 
first of the family who became seated in the hamlet of Gip- 
ping, wae Uie second son of Sir John Tyrell, of Herons, Knt., 
and the eighth knight in lineal descent from Sir Walter. He 
was the father of James Tyrell, Captain of Guisnoe in France 
in the time of Henry VII. 

For more than six centuries, the chief of the family, in a 
direct line, enjoyed the honor of knighthood. The present 
representative of tliis ancient family, among the oldest in 
England, is Charles Tyrell, Esq., who resides at Plashwood, 
his seat in Haugliley, a parish situated about three miles from 
Stowmarkut, having twenty-seven hundred acres of land, and 
containing a population of about a thousand souls. The mar- 
ket of Haugliley, of an earlier origin than that at Stowmarket, 
was discontinued centuries ago. Near the church are remains 
of a caslle taken and demolished in the twelfth century by an 
army under the Earl of Leicester.

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STOWMARKET AND ITS CHrRCH. 



Stowinarket is a town and parish situated at the confluenco 
of three streams which form the Gippiiig River, and ou the 
Eastern railway, thirteen miles fi'om Bury St. Edmunds, 
twelve miles from Ipswich, and four miles from the parish of 
Gipping. It has various manufactures; and, being a market 
town connected with Ipswich by a canal, enjoys an active 
trade. In 1851, the population numbered upwards of three 
thousand souls. The name of this lordship, styled Thoruey 
in the time of Edward the Confessor, was changed to Stow- 
market before the year 1300. Stow Upland is a suburb oppo- 
site, on the Gipping. The view of St. Peter's and St. Marj''s 
Church in Stowmarket, which is here presented, is copied from 
that ill tho " History of Stowmarket," — a work compiled by 
the rural Dean and Vicar of Stowmarket, the Rev. A. G. H. 
Hollingsworth, M.A., and containing a valuable history of tliis 
old church, and of many persons connected with its fortunes. 
Material for this history was tbund in the papers preserved in 
the ancient church chest, secured by throe locks ; the keys 
being retained by the patron, the incumbent, and the church- 
wardens. 

Dr. Young, the private tutor of Milton, was the vicar for 
twenty-eight years. The poet visited him at the vicarage, and 
is said to liave planted some mulberry-trees, of which one still 
remains. A view of this tree, with the old vicarage near 
which it stands, is given iu the work referred to. The church 
is described as a spacious edifice, with a tower and eight Irells, 
surmounted by a spire rising to the height of a hundred 
and twenty feet. A part of the north or Gipping aisle of this 
church has been for centurieg the burial-place of the Tyrells, 
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wlicre there are many fine moniinioiits of tlio faiuilj. Here 
also rest the remaitis of Mary (Bi-iglit") Tyrell, tlie last of tlie 
Netherhall Brights; and those of her children, Edmund and 
j^arah. 

Tlie foregoing completes what wo have to offer ros[H3cti[ig 
Thomas (the eldest sou of Robert, the head of the Netherhall 
family), and Agatha Milesoii his wife, and their descendants, 
embracing five generations, ending with the son of Mary 
Bnght; namely, Edmund Tyrell, by whose death, without 
issue, this branch of Robert Briglit's descendants, connected 
with the manor of Nollierliall, probably became extinct. 
There seems no reason for supposing that any descendants 
of Thomas, the Hrst of the name of this manor who bore 
'the name of Bright, or any in the female line, have escaped 
research, unless they were descended either from Ins daughter 
Elizaboth, who is said to have married Robert Boiiot, of Wiltz, 
but of whom nothing further has been discovered ; or from her 
IT, Mary Bright, who, it is conjectured, was married 
(aee p. 138), but of whom there is no further trace. 



(V.) WILLIAM BRIGHT. OP GRKAT BARTON. 



This son of Robert Bright is the next of the family to be 
noticed, according to the arrangement proposed for the ac- 
count of the Netherhall line. Having finished the genealogy 
and history of his brother Thomas, of the manor of Nether- 
hall, and of four generations of his descendants, till they 
appear, as far as has been ascertained in these researches, to 
to bave become extinct, it is now necessary to go bock, and 
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take Tip Ilis brother, William Bright, who is placed second 
among the children of Robert, consisting of tliree sons ; though 
it is not certain whether William or Henry should take prece- 
dence, as the date of the baptism of William has not been 
discovered. He is, however, the second son named in the 
father's will. 

For convenience, the cliildren of Robert Bright — namely, 
Thomas, William, and Henry, and their descendants, who com- 
pose one of the lines from Thomas Briglit, tlie elder, of Bury 
St. Edmunds — are included under the general head of the 
Netherhall family. William aud Henry, the two youngest 
sons of Robert, are assumed to have resided at Netherhall 
with tlieir father: but it may have been only for a short 
period, if our conjecture is right, that the father, though he 
purchased the manor in 1601, continued to reside in London, 
and did not occupy Netherhall till about 1620 ; and that these 
younger sons, then of mature age, soon after removed theuce 
to other villages, where property had been settled on them, by 
the father, in 1621-2. Neither they nor their descendants 
were of Netherhall, after Thomas, the eldest son of Robert, 
who purchased i^of the Bacons, came into possession of that 
manor. 

No individual of the Netherhall family is more shrouded in 
mystery than this William Bright, of whose baptism and early 
life there is not the slightest trace, and very little relating to 
him after 1630. He is first introduced to notice, when more 
than thirty, if not forty, years of age, by the father, in his will, 
dated Oct. 1, 1630, in which he bequeathed to bim a valuable 
estate, consisting of the. farm called Barton Place in fircat 
Barton, conjectured to be the present Barton-Mere House; 
also of lands in Rougham, and other property. The fatlier 
alludes in the will to an indenture of March 1, ll]21, in 
which he feoffed and conveyed to Edmond Millesoue and Ben- 
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uet Barker property for the use of his sou, William Bright, 
aud his brother Henry, 

We presume that William Bright resided at Barton Place 
ID Great Barton ; but whether tliis farm, as has l}eeii con- 
jectured, was the same property now known as Barton-Mere 
House, or another estate, is a question which requires further 
investigation to decide. 

There are strong reasons for believing that he was married, 
and had a son ; and, though no direct or positive proof of the 
fact can be offered, there is, we think, sufficient presump- 
tive evideuce to place it beyond a doubt. Nothing is found 
in the parish register of Great Barton or elsewhere respect- 
ing William Bright or his family, either to prove his marriage, 
or the baptism of children ; for the same name, though it ap- 
pears there repeatedly, belongs to the family who resided in 
that parish, and are alluded to in the account of Roger Bright, 
to whom they were supposed to be remotely allied. This 
family is recorded in that register from 1563, when it com- 
menced, to 1640, and perhaps to a later period ; but none of 
those of the name of William Bright are of the Netherhall 
family, and we are informed that there is nothing of a subse- 
quent date connected with him to be found in the records of 
that place. 

In the neighboring parish of Stowlangtoft is a record 
of the baptism, Sept. 29, 1623, of Mary, the daughter of 
William Bright. This may possibly have been his daughter. 
The principal evidence relied on to prove that he had a son, 
which seems very conclusive, is the fact that Thomas Bright, 
of Ipswich, his nephew, the son of his brother Henry, of New 
House, Pakenham, in liis will, dated June 17, 1698, makes 
Capt. William Bright, of Hull, his heir, whom he calls his 
cousin. Henry Bright, of New'House, and Thomas Bright, of 
Netherhall, were the only brothers of William, of Great Bar- 
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toD ; and, as Thomas had no son named William, it et 
that Capt. William Bright, of Hull, must have been 
William Bright, of Great Barton. The cousin WiUiam men- 
tioned by Robert, the son of Thomas Bright, of Netherliall, in 
his will, dated April 21, 1652, may have been either this Capt. 
Bright, or William, the son of Henry, of New House, who 
■ was living in 1668, but ia not mentioned in the will of his 
brother, Thomas Bright, of Ipswich, in 1698. Thomas Bright, 
sen., mentions a Capt. Bright in 1703. 

Heigham Bright, in his letters from Turkey of 1700 to 1704, 
often speaks of a Capt. Bright, of whom his brother Thomas 
obtained a loan for their joint account; bat in no instance 
does he mention the Christian name of this Capt. Bright, or 
speak of him as a relative. 

The letter to Thomas Bright from his attorney, John Craske, 
of Bury St. Edmunds (see p. 207), dated May 11, 1711, con- 
veys interesting information, which we quote: "M' ffolkes 
this Morn: Asserted his Resoluton of Bringing an Ejectment 
for the Copyhold purchased by Colonel porter of your late Re- 
laton — Captaine Bright." Our first knowledge of the decease 
of Capt. Bright is derived from this extract ; his relationship 
to the Netherhall family is also confirmed; and it is inferred 
from the letter, that they were, iu some way, interested in hie 
estate. The mention of the name of Folkes in connection 
with that of Capt. Bright, as a party to the suit, strengthens 
the opinion, that the latter was of Great Barton ; for Thomas 
Polkes, Esq., the uncle of Sir Martin Folkes, President of tJie 
Royal Society, became in 1704, by purchase from the Audley 
family, proprietor of the manor, rectory, and advowson and 
lands, in the parish of Great Barton, It is probable that he is 
the pei-son alluded to in this letter, and that the copyhold was 
in Great Barton. 

The circumstances here presented render it highly probable 
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that the Capt. William Bright, of Hull, heir of Thomas Bright, 
of Ipswich, in 1698, the Capt. Bright mentioned by Thomas 
Bright, seu., iu 1703, and also by his son Heigliam in 1700 to 
1704, as well as their relative mentioned in 1711, by Jolm 
Craske, as deceased, nere oue and the same person ; and that 
he vas the son of William Bright, of Great Bartou. Iu no 
instance where Capt. Bright is spoken of is tliere any allusion 
to his family, and it is likely that he died unmarried. Henry 
Bright, of Clopton, Eiipposed to have been the brother of 
Thomas, of Ipswich, and the last of the sons of Henry, of 
New House, iii his will, dated Dec. 115, 1714, makes no men- 
tion of any person of the name of Bright. If Capt. Bright 
had left children, they would probably have been remembered 
in this will. Researches in Hull might aflbrd some additional 
ioformation in regard to Capt, Bright ; but, as he probably had 
DO family, it is of less importance. 

William Herd, of Great Barton, left by his will, dated Jan. 2, 
22 Charles I., and proved at Bury St. Edmunds, Feb. 25, 
1647, a legacy to William Bright, of Barton, Gent. Henry 
Bright, of New House, Pakeidiam, iu his will, dated March 2, 
1662, gives his brother, William Bright, forty shillings to buy 
a ring. After this, William entirely disappears; neither the 
date of his death, nor the place where he was buried, being 
known ; and uo further allusion is made to hiin in the wills, 
letters, or other documents, of the family. The foregoing com- 
prises all that has been gleaned of him, and of Capt. William 
Bright, his supposed son ; and, while there is no evidence that 
he had any other issue, an examination of the records of 
some of the numerous parishes in Suffolk might disclose the 
name of his wife, the date of his marriage, the baptism of liia 
•ou, and perhaps that of other ciiildren. 
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(V.) HENRY BRIGHT, OF NEW HOUSE. 

Tlie history of tlie Netherliall Uiio will close with an ac- 
count of Henry Bright, of New House in Pakenham, and 
of his descendants. He is assumed to be the youngest son of 
Robert Bright, of Netherhall ; and was baptized at the parish 
of St. James, in Bury St. Edmunds, Oct. 14, 1593. The en- 
try in the register records his baptism as that of the son of 
Robert Bright, of London. His grandmother Margaret, widow 
of Thomas Bright, the elder, iu her will, made when he was 
sis years of age, and dated London, Nov. 20, 1599, left Lim a 
legacy ; but the brief abstract of that document furnished us 
merely states that she gave to the children of Robert, without 
specifyiug their names, or the nature and value of the legacies. 
Henry Bright was educated, probably, in London, and resided 
, in that city till of mature age, his father being supposed to 
have remained there many years after his mother's death; 
though there is not much to point out his place of residence 
for the nest twenty years. The indenture between him and 
the Bacons, for tlie purchase of Netherhall, shows that in 
December, 1601, Robert Bright was a citizen and salter of 
London, residing iu his dwelling-house in Candleweeke Street. 
Besides this, the conjecture before alluded to, that he was the 
coroner who held the inquest in the Tower in 1613, and 
the fact tliat we have found no mention of him in the Suf- 
folk records till 1620, are grounds for believing that Robert 
Bright and his family continued to live in London till about 
that time. 

After 1599, Henry Bright does not appear again before 
1620, when he siirveyed Netherhall, and executed a plan of 
the estate, — a plan which is now in possessiou of the pro- 
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prietors of the manor. His father, as stated in his will, 
Oct. 1, 1630, settled property on him by an indenture, dated 
March 1, 1621, in which he feoffed and conveyed it to tldmond 
Millesoue and Bonnet Barker, fur Lis use ; and to John 
Houghton and Bennet Barker, the manor of New House, for 
the same purpose. Henry Bright was married in 1626, and 
eventually came into possession of New House, where, from 
tlie will of the father, it is inferred he was residing when 
Robert Bright executed his will in 1630. 

The property bequeathed to Henry Bright by his fatlicr, as 
enumerated in his will, consisted of all his houses aud grounds 
in Cock6eld or thereabouts ; free and copyhold lands In Tos- 
tock and Norton ; also lands purchased of the Cobbals ; New 
House in Pakenham, with the old house, grounds, and hemp- 
land ; also lands, messuages, tenements, and house, in the ocou- 
pation of John Mainster; and a tenement occupied lij Thomas 
Wisman, with the houses, leases, and grounds thereto belong- 
ing, ou conditiou of his paying Thomas Bright, the son of 
Edmund Bright, and Thomas Read, both living in Bury St. 
Edmunds, each five shillings a quarter during their lives. He 
alao bequeathed to Henry the hangings in the parlor and 
other rooms, aud various articles of furniture, not to be re- 
moved, " but after my decease shall remaiue with the house, 
and come to my sonne Henry as members to the house." 
Without a more particular description of the property given 
to this younger son, its value cannot be estimated ; though, 
from the enumeration of houses, lands, and tenements, it must 
have beea a good estate, iudicating somewhat the wealth of 
tlio father. 

The directions of Rol)ert Bright as to the furniture given to 
Henry, that it should not be removed, shows that the father 
was residing at New House, which was for many years after- 
wards the residence of this son. It is conjectured that 
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Thomas, the eldest son, occupied Netherliall after his mar- 
riage, when the father removed to New House, which he had 
recently built, and settled upon Heury. Henry Bright was 
appointed by his father as the sole executor of his will. It is 
uncertain how long he continued in possession of this manor; 
but there can be no question that it was his residence in 1644, 
when a manuscript of his father-in-law, William Fiske, was 
written at New House, The manuscript tour of Zaccheus 
Leverland in 1655 mentions tlie estate as having been sold a 
few years before. It passed by purchase to the Spring family, 
whose descendants are its present owners. No reason is given 
why Henry Bright disposed of the manor-house built for him 
by his father, and which was, we suppose, the home of the 
latter also, for the last years of his life ; but it could not have 
been from necessity, as his will, made a few years after, shows 
that he retained other property left him by his father, and his 
liberal bequests indicate the possession of abundant means. 
William Fiske, his father-in-law, in his will, dated March 20, 
1648, bequeathed to his daughter, the wife of Henry Bright, a 
hundred pounds in money ; but Katheriiie is the only child of 
this son-in-law that he mentions, though there were several 
other children. 

Though Henry Bright sold New House, he does not appear 
to have removed to any other village ; for in his will he directs 
that the houses which he then occupied in Pakenham be sold 
after his decease. 

From the want of records in Pakenham, the date of his 
death or burial, and the place of his interment, have not been 
ascertained; but it is most likely that he died in that villagCj^ 
and that his remains were deposited in the church at Pakf 
ham. He was about sixty years old when he died. 

The following is au abstract of his will, from the Prerogati^ 
Office : — 
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'■.IIcDrj- Bri^'ht. Will daled Murch 2, 1C52. Meiilions his wile 
Manha. Gives (o mn Williiim Imiils in Cock field ; also lands in 
Toslock which were purchased of ihe Coblinla by teBtiitor'a Iniher, 
deceased. To son Robert, lands in Tostock and Norton, when twenty- 
one i also a hundred and fifly pounds to maintain him at Cambridge. 
The liousea, See,, which testator now occupies in Fakenliam, and those 
in Norton, to be sold within five or six years aner teslator'a decease. 
To »on Henry, five faundred pounds. To son Thomaa, Tour hundred 
and fifty pounds. To son John, four hundred pounds. To dauglilera 
Catherine and Martha, three hundred pounds eadi. To the poor of 
Pakenham, forty shillings. To the poor of Stowlanglofl, thirty-three 
shillings und fourpenoe. To brother William Bright, forty shillings, 
sod to brother John Fiske, forty shillings, to buy rings with. Appoints 
these last two, together with his hrotlier Thomas Fiske, executors. 

" Proved 7ih January (or July), 1 653." 

Martha Fiskb, the wife of Henry Bright, of Now House in 
Pakenham, was the eldest daughter of William Fiske, Gent., 
of Norton, in the county of Suffolk, and the sister of Lieut.- 
Col. John Fisko, of Rattlesden, in the same county. She was 
baptized at the parish of Norton, May 3, 1607. Nothing fur- 
ther is known of her till the record of her marriage is found 
in the parish register of Norton, June 28, 1626; and the next 
mention of her is twenty-two years later, in the will of her 
father, dated March 20, 1648, in which he bequeathed to Mar- 
tha Bright, his eldest daughter, a h^indred pounds, to be dis- 
posed of by lier, if she thinks proper, for the use of her 
(laughter Kathcrino. He also gave her a part of his house- 
hold stuff remaining at Pakenham. Her husband mentions 
her in his will, dated March 2, 1 652 ; but the abstract of thia 
document does not state what provision he made for his wife. 
Her son, Robert Bright, of Ipswich, in his will, dated May 29, 
1668, left her a legacy of ten pounds of lawful English money. 
TIic abstract of the will of lier brother, Thomas Fisko, of i 
Rattlesden, dated April 24, 16SC, mentions two children of 
ter Bright, without stating whether she was deceased, leaving J 
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the matter in doubt ; though it is tlie last time the mother is 
mentioned, and the date of her death or hurial is unknown. 
If living at the date of Tliomas Fiske's will, she was then 
about eighty years old. She was probably interred at the 
church in Pakenham, near her husband, whom she survived 
many years. 



William Piskb, Gent., the father of Martha, wife of Henry 
Bright, of New House, was of the parish of Norton, in the 
county of Suffolk. Norton is described as a large and well- 
built village and parish, seven miles from Bury St. Edmunds ; 
and it contained, in 1844, a population of about nine hundred 
souls, with twenty-four hundred and fifty acres of laud lying in 
the two manors of Little Haugh and Norton Hall. Agatha 
Mileson, the wife of the first Thomas Bright, of Netherhall, 
was of the parish of Norton ; Little Haugh being at that time 
the seat of the Milosou family. The Flske family were seated 
at Ratllosdcn in Suffolk ; and Clopton Hall, in that parish, was 
vested in the family, who are said to have resided there for 
ages, till it was sold to Adam Chadwick, Esq. Col. John 
Fiske, the son of William Fiske, was of Olopton Hall. 

William Fiske removed to Pakenham at some period un- 
known, and resided with Henry Bright, his son-in-law. Ho 
was living at New House in 1644, and his will is dated Paken- 
ham, 1648 ; but whether he was tlien at New House is uncer- 
tain, as the precise time between 1644 aud 1652 when Henry 
Bright sold that manor, and removed to another residence in 
that parish, has not been ascertained. The "Description of 
Bury St. Edmunds and its Environs," in 1827, says, uuder 
the head of Whepstead, "A folio manuscript beautifully exe- 
cuted by William Fiske, Gent., in 1644, written after he was 
sixty years of age, at New House in Pakenham, entitled 
' Notes of Observation for understanding the Holy Scriptures; 
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followiiig therein tlie Circumstances of Time, Place, and Per- 
m.' It is still in the possession of the family." Davy's 
Suffolk Collections" mentions it, with its title, as follows: 
William Fiske his booke [1044], written after sixtie yeares of 
age, at New Kouse in Pakenham in SufT." William Fiske, by 
will, bcquoathod this manuscript to his son in the following 
ords : " I bequeath aud leaue with my sonue John a Maim- 
ecrtpt, or written booke in folio, which 1 desire he may not so 
lend it to any man as to loose it or spoil it, but to keepe it as a 
monument of my readings, and may serue for private vse, as 
the first copie thereof may serve for vse to my sonne Thomas." 
The manuscript is given at length in Davy's "Collections." 
Col. John Fiske, of Clopton Hall in Rattlcsden, bequeathed 
this manuscript, in 1680, to his fifth son, the Rev. James 
Fiske, of Whepstead, who was rector of that jmrish thirty- 
three years. In the chancel of the church in Whepstead is a 
block marble slab to the memory of the Rev. James Fiske, 
who died Sept. 11, 1711 ; aud another to his wife Mary, who 
died Oct. 17, 1726. 

From the will of William Fieke, found in the "Bury Wills 
and Inventories," published by Mr. Samuel Tymms, .Secretary 
of the " Bury aud West-Suffolk Archroological Institute," it 
would appear that he was a man of extensive estates situated 
in various towns and villages in Suffolk and Norfolk. The 
following is an abstract of the will : — 

"William Fisko, of Pakenham. Will dated Murth 20, 1648, 
Gives his son, Joliu Flake, a manor or tne^uoge called Harding ; a 
tenement called Fiaclies, with all the landf, reuts, and uppurlenances ; 
and a close called Norton Pasture, in Norton ; a lenement railed Mar- 
riotts, with lauds and appurienancea thereto belonging, aiid other lands, 
in Elmswell ; tenements, with landa, in Sibton, Darsham, Bliborow, aod 
Weallcton, and properly in WoolpitL Gives to son, Thomas F'ivke, a 
iMiement, with lands, in Wraralingliam in Norfolk. Gives to Martha 
Bright, his eldest daughter, n hundred pounds, to he disposed of for the

use of Katherine, her daughter, if she thiiiks proper; his soD-in-bw, 
Henry Bright, to keep a true account of moDey lenU Gives bis ton 
Thomas a. silver beaker, a horse tuid horse-armor, pistola and furaltare, 
a musket with head-piece, sword imd bandoleers ; also a Geneva Bible, 
and several volumes of religious works. Gives to son John a manu- 
script, as a monument of his readings ; al^o books, maps, globe, and other 
things in his study. Gives linen, bedding, and household stuff, to son 
John Fiske, and Martha Bright, his eldest daughter, to be equally 
divided belwi it them. Gives to his son John two hundred ponnds of 
lawful English money, and the profits thereof; ' which sura was payd at 
twise into the Chamber of London for the service of Ireland, accord- 
ing to an ordinance or ordinances of llie king and both houses of 
FarUameiit.' Gives to Mary Fiske and Margaret Meadowes, his two 
youngest daughters, each five pounds ; to John Alhy, of Norwich, his 
cousin, forty shillings yearly during his life. Provides for a dozen 
loaves of bread to be distribuleii to the poor of Norton for ever. Men- 
tions his cousiJi, Charles Turner, of Norton. Appoints his son, John 
Fiske, sole ei ecu tor. 
"Proved Jan. 9, 1649." 






As William Fiske, in his will, makes no mention of liia 
it is presumed that she was dead. Her maiden name and 
family have not been discovered. 

In 1630, William Fiske commenced a weekly gift of " a 
dozen of bread " to the jioor of Norton : and lie directed in his 
will that it should bo continued " to the world's end ; " for 
which purpose, he directed that two pieces of meadow in Is- 
worth should be conveyed to feoffees, to provide twelvepence 
weekly, — the balance of rent or profit of the land to go to 
his son John and his heirs. The bread was to be such as the 
minister and two chief officers of the parish should think fit 
and convenient, and to be given to such twelve or thirteen 
persons OS they shall deem most needy and worthy. Any de- 
ficiency in the rent required to yield twelvepence weekly was 
to be provided by his son John and his heirs. 

The "Suffolk Directory" of 1844 says, "In 1650, John 
Fiske, pursuant to the will of his father, settled two and a half 
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acres of land in Ixworth, iu trust, tliat the rents Uiereof should 
be distributed in weekly doles of bread among the pool- of 
Norton. This laud is now worth five pounds per annum." 

Lteut,-Col. John Fiske, the eldest son of William Fiske, of 
Norton, was of Clopton Hall in Rattlesden, In the coun^ 
of Suffolk, nine mites from Bury 8t. Edmunds. Glopton 
Hall, in 1844, was the seat and manor of Capt. Windsor 
Parker. Rattlesden is a largo village ; and the parish then 
contained about eleven hundred inhabitants, witli three thou- 
sand two hundred acres of land. The Church of St. Nicholas 
has a tower with five bells, and is surmounted bj a spire. 
In the chancel are fiat stones placed over the remains of 
several memlicrs of Uic Fiske family, the oldest of which is 
that of John Fiake, who died June 14, 1684, aged seventy-five ; 
probably the Col, Fiske of Ciopton Hall. On the north wall 
of the chaucel are tablets to Samuel Fiske, who died Jan. 6, 
1818, aged seventy-one: Martha, wife of Samuel Fiske, who 
died March 27, 17£lO, aged thirty-nine; and Mary Ann, their 
daughter, who died Jan. 14, 1789, aged seventeen. John 
Fiske is mentioned in the will of his brother-in-law, Henry 
Bright, in 1652, as a legatee who is to receive forty shillings 
to buy a ring; and iu that of his brother, Thomas Fiske, iu 
i, as deceased. A document was addressed to him by 
Thomas Bright, of Netherliall, undated, but supposed to have 
been as early as the year 1660. 

Thomas Fiske, the other son of William Fiske, of Norton, 
mentioned by him in liis will, was also of Rattlesden ; but 
little more is known of Ids history than what is fouud in the 
r&mily wills. 

His own will is important, as it names many members of 
tlie Fiske and Bright families, Itesides furnishing information 
of considerable interest. We l^arn from it tlie marriage of 
Thomas Bright, of Bury St. Edmunds, whom he calls his 
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nepbew, to his niece, Martha Fiske. No other meiitiou of this 
marriage has l>een met with ; and it is not certain which of the 
Thomas Brights was the hushand, though it is surmised tliat 
it was the son of Capt. John Bright, of Talmach Hall, — the 
same whose monument (see p. 85) is the only one remaining 
of the Bright family in the churchyard at Bury St. Edmunds. 

His first wife was Mary Revett; and the last, Dorothy . If 

he married Martha Fiske, she was probably his second wife ; 
but, as tlicre were several of the name of Thomas in tho Bright 
family of whoso history very little is known, it is not clear 
which of them was the person referred to in Thomas Fiske'a 
will, an abstract of wtiich is here presented : — 



"Thomas Fiske, sen., of RatUesden, county of Suffolk, Genl. WUl 
dated April 24, IGSC. MeDliona hia brother tfoliQ, <lei;eaaed, anil lii^ 
BOD TlAmas ; liia nephew John Fiske, of Bnttlesden ; nepliew James 
Fbke, of Whepslead, clerk ; nephew Samuel Fiske, of Ealtlesden, to 
whom he gives lands in Thurston, Utely purchased. Mentions nephew 
Joseph Fiske, of lialllesden. Gives to Thomas Bright, of Bury St 
Edmunds, Gent., lib nephetv, a hundred and fifty pounds ; being the 
remaining part of ihrei! hundred pounds promised him upon his 
marriage with testator's niece, Martha Fiske. Mentions niece Hacliel 
Fiske, of Raltlesden; niece Mary, daughter of sister BloomSeld, 
deceased. Gives to Katherine Woodward, of London, Itis niece, 
daughter of sister Bright, fitly pounds ; to Mr. Nichols [Nicholas ?], 
now or late of Loii<lon, who married bis niece, Martlia Bright, a hun- 
dred pounds ; to Thomas Bright, of Ipswich, his nephew and god- 
child, filly pounds ; to John Bright, his nephew (a dislemjiered man), 
that sojoumetb with Mr. Asbbume, uf Norton, a hundred pounds, to 
be paid into the bands of Thomas Bright, of Ipswieh, hie brother, for 
his use ; to nepliew John Copeman, of Ipsivicli, a hundred [>ounds ; to 
nephew Robert Fiske, of Stiffkoy, county of Norfolk, a hundred 
pounds; to brother-in-law, Thomas Meadows; to Henry Bright, Ilia 
nephew, son of his sister Bright, Ibrly shillings, to buy him a mourning- 
ring. Appoints Lis nephew, Thomas Fiske, of Rattlesden, executor ; 
commanding him, by that duty he owelb to God and to his aged unel^ 
to pay the legacies, &e, ; and be ninkcs liim bis residuary legatee 

"Proved Oct. 12, 1687." 
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The lordship of the parish of Thorpe Morieux was Tested in 
John RIsby, Esq. ; and the patronage of the church, in tlie 
Fiske family. Of this family there are various marble moiiu- 
meuts in the cluirch, Bome of them large and handsomi?; 
namely : — 

" Rev. John Fiske, A.M., rector, died Oct 4, 1764, aged seTenty-lwo. 
Etizabelh, his wife, died April 2, 1740, aged fifly-tno. 
Bev. John Fiske, jun., rector, died April 10, 1778, aged fifty-thre*'. 
Sarah, hia wife, died Aug. 19, 17G2, nged twenty. 
Sftrah Thomas, wife of John Haynes Harrison, and only child of the 
Rev. John and Sarah Fiake, died Dec. 12, 1825, aged sixiy-four 

In the church at Norton, in the north aisle of the nave, is a 
flat stone, with an inscription to the memory of " William 
PPiske, the husband of Rachel FFiske," who died June 84, 
1678. He was probably related to William Fiske, of Paken- 
ham, and to the families of that name in Thorpe Morieux 
and Rattlesden. 

The Rev. John Fiske, who died in 1764, and Eli2abcth his 
wife, who died in 1749, are assumed to be the same to whom 
Mary (Bright) Risby, daughter of Tliomas Bright, of Nether- 
hall, bequeathed her estate, and whom she made executors of 
her will in 1729. 

There was in Laxfield, county of i^uEfolk, a family of the 
name of Fiske, several members of which were early emi- 
grants to New England, and settled in Massachusetts. They 
fled at the persecution under Queen Mary, and their descend- 
ants are now numerous in New England. We have seen no 
evidence to establish a relationship between the family of Lax- 
field and the Fiskes of Norton and Rattlesden, though tliey 
may have been originally of the same stock. 

The Fiskes of Suffolk were an ancient and respectable &- 
mily, and those of Laxfield were entitled to coat^rmor. 
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(VI.) THE CHILDREN OF HENRY BRIGHT, OF 
NEW HOUSE. 



Heury and Martha (Fiske) Bi-ight, of New House, Paken- 
hani, county of Suffolk, had seven children living in 1652, 
who are mentioned in their father's will, dated in that year; 
but, being without records of the births or baptiBms of this 
family, we are not certain if those named in the father's 
will comprise the whole. We are ignorant of Ihe early history 
of these children, who were probably all born atid baptized in 
the parish of Pakenham ; for, after the marriage of Henrj 
Bright in 1026, there is but little known of him or his family 
till wa come to the will of his father-in-law, William Fiske, in 
1648. Robert Bright, his father, in his will of 1630, makes 
no mention of Henry's children ; and William Fiske alludes 
on]y to his daughter Katherine, afterwards the wife of Francis 
Woodward, AVliat, therefore, is known of the children of 
Henry Bright, is chiefly derived from his own will : from those 
of Itobert and Thomas, tbo only children whoso wills have 
been found ; and from that of their uncle, Thomas Fiske. It 
is believed that only threo of the children (one son and two 
daughters) were married ; and, of these, Martha, tlie wife of 
Bolwrt Nicholas, is the only one known to have left issue. 
Her two sons are mentioned by their uncle, Thomas Bright, of 
Ipswich, in 1698, in his will, as under age, and the father aa 
living at Dervices in Wiltshire. The .children of Henry 
Bright, as named in the abstract of his will, are placed in 
the following order, — William, Robert, Henry, Thomas, John, 
Katherine, and Martha ; but this may not ho the order uf 
their births. 
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William Bkiqht, the first of Henry Bright's cliQdren, is 
made known to us by liis father's will, dated March 2, 1652, 
in which he bequeathed to hts son, William Bright, lands in 
Cockfiold, and lands in Tostock purchased by the grand- 
father, Robert Bright, of Netherhall, of tlie Cobhals. His 
brother, Robert Bright, of Ipswich, bequeathed, by will in 
1668, to his brother William, three pounds in money, to pur- 
chase a gold ring. As he is not alluded to in the will of liis 
uncle, Thomas Fiskc, in 1686, or in that of bis brollier, Thomas 
Bright, of Ipswich, in 1698, and as no other reference to him 
whatever is discovered elsewhere, the probability is that he 
died, unmarried, previous to 1686,

J Robert Bright, of Ipawicb, was a grocer. This 
Henry and Martha (Fiske) Bright is first discovered in Ms 
father's will in 1652. His father bequeathed to him fands ia 
Tostock and Norton, when he should be twenty-one years of 
age; and a hundred and fifty pounds to maintain him at 
Cambridge, where it is supposed the son was then studying. 
From that time nothing is known of him for sixteen years, 
when we come to his will, executed in 1668, from which are 
derived some facts of interest in regard to himself and the 
family. The provisions of Robert Bright's will do not indi- 
cate great wealth. This document names his occupation and 
residence, and informs us that he had a copartner iu busi- 
ness, named William Sayer, to whom be left a small legacy, 
with one to his mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Sayer. He remem- 
bers in his will the poor of Fakenham, his native village; 
and his legacies to ^he poor of the parish of St. Lawrenco in 
Ipswich, and to Mr. Roberts, its minister, show tliat he was of 
tliat parish. It will be noticed that he gives fifty pounds to 
his brother-in-law, Francis Woodward : but as he does not 
mention Katberino, his wife, it might be presumed tliat slie

was dead, if it were not that she is mentioued by her brother 
Thomas in 1638. ten years after, as a widow, living in London. 
By the will, we know that his mother ; his brothers, Tliomas, 
Henry, William, and John; and his sister Martha, — were 
living; but it is silent in regard to his sister Katherine. The 
largest legacy was left to his brother John, who is described in 
the will of his uncle, Thomas Fiske, in IfiSfJ, as "a<iistem- 
porod man," living with Mr. Ashburne in Norton ; but Robert 
Bright makes no allusion to his infirmity. As the legacy to 
hiB brother John was one of the largest he made, and was 
not left in trust for his benefit, it is evident that John was, at 
the time, of sound mind. 
The following is a copy of Robert Bright's will : — 

*' In the name of God Amen tlie nine and Twcntietli day of May 
in the Twenlieth yeare of the Eeigni? of o' Soveraigne Lord Charles 
the Second by the Grace of God of England, Si^otlanil, France & Ire- 
land King Defender of the Faith &c.

I Robert 
Bright of Ipswidi in the county of Siiffo Grocer being of sound and pfect 
mind Ic memory pniised be Almighty God for the same doc by theee 
p'sents Annull revoke and renounce all former Wills by me formerly 
made And doe make and declare this my last Will and Testam* in 
manner and forme following (that is to say) First I coroend my Soulo 
into the hands of Almiglity God my maker aisuredly beleeving I 
•lull receive full pardon & free remission of my eJns Sc be saved by 
the precious death meritlti k passion of my bleased Savio' Sc Reilecra' 
Chriat Jesus. And I comitt my body to the earth from whence it 
WM taken to be buried in such decent manner as my Executors bere- 
%ti' named shall tliinke moitt meet & convenient. And as touching such 
I worldly Estate a» it hath pleased God to bles^ me ivithall I dispose 
thereof as hereaner foUoweth. And First I give and bequeath unto 
my brother in law Francis Woodward the Sitme of Fifty pounds of 
lawfull English money. Item I give & bequentb to my brother John 
Bright the sume of two hundred and Fifty pounds of hke money. 
Item I give & bequeath unto Martha Bright my sister the Surat^ of 
Fifly pounds of like money. Item I give & bequeath unto ray brother 
William Bright the Sume of three pounds of hke money to buy him 
a Gold Ring. It«m I give and bequeath unto my Cop'tner William 
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Bayer the same of lenne pounds of like mone^. Itm I gi^e and be- 
quealh udCd my Mother Martim Bright llie suine of tenne pounds of 
like nione; which sev'all Legacies & bequeasts afore ucnconed mj 
will is they shall he [laid by my Eseculore hereafter named lo y' re- 
apectivo Legatees aforenamed at the end of two years k a quarter 
next after my decease. Item I give & bequeath unto the poore peo- 
ple of the pish of S' Lawrence in Ipswich afore«aid the sume of Forty 
Shillings of like money. And unto the poore people of ihe pish of 
Pakenham in the said county of Suff. ihe like Sume of Forty shil- 
lings of like money to be paid by my Executors liereatter named

The facts tlml Uoliert Bright pi^vided for a funeral sermon 
to bo preached by Mr. Roberts, the minister of the churcb, 
and that the will was proved shortly after its date, iudicate 
tbat it vaa executed duiiog his last illooss. He was doubtless 
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buried in the church or churchyard of St. Lawreuce. Ipswich ; 
but whether auy mouunicnt was placed over his remaius is 
uncertain. 

Henrt BaiOHT is tlie third son of Henry and Martha (Fiske) 
Bright named in hie father's will, though tlie Christian name 
makes it probable that he was the oldest son. His father left 
him five hundred pounds ; the largest amount in money given 
to any of the children. His brother, Robert Bright, of Ipswich, 
bequeathed to him, by will in 1668, a hundred pounds, and 
Rppointed him one of the executors. He is next noticed in 
1C86, in the will of his uncle, Thomas Fiske, who left him 
forty Bbilliiigs to buy a mourning-ring. In 1698, bis brother 
Thomas, of Ipswich, bequeathed to him fifty pounds, and de- 
scribed him as of Fraraisden (Pramsden) in Suffolk, Gent. 
This comprises all that has been collected respecting Henry 
Bright up to that date ; and his occupation, as well as his pre- 
vious residence, is unknown. Being the only brother men- 
tioned by Thomas Bright, who made his cousin, Capt. William 
Bright, bis principal heir, it is probable that Thomas and 
Henry were the only surviving sons of Henry, of New House, 
in 1698, at the date of Thomas Bright's will. 

In Iho registry of the Bishop of Norwich, is tlio will, dated 
iu 1714, of Henry Bright, of CIo[)tJiu in SuHblk, Gent. He 
]8 supposed to he the Henry Bright, the brother of Thomas, of 
Ipswich, who resided at Framsdcn in 169S, a village not far 
from Clopton, and to be the last of the family of Henry and 
Martha (Piske) Bright, of the manor of New House. This is 
probable from the fact that he is called Gent., showing him to 
have boon of the Brights of Suffolk, and also from the circum- 
stance tliat no mention is made of any Bright in the will. As 
DO allusion is made to K.atherino Woodward, who resided in 
London in 1098, she wa.s probably dead. 
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The following copy of Uie will of Henry Bright, of Clopton, 
is extracted from the registry of the Bishop of Norwieli : — 

" In the Name of God Amen. I Henry Bright of ClopUin in the 
county of Suff. gent, being in good health tuid of sound mind and 
pfect memory praised be Almighty Giod. Doe make this my iast will 
and testament In manner following. Impris I comend my Soul inio 
ihe lianda of a faiihfull Creator hoping Uirougli the meritu of the 
Blessed Jesua my onely Lord and Savio^ to obtain pardon of all my 
sinns and the enjoyment of etemall happiness and glory, and my body 
I comitt to the earth to be decently interred at the discrecon of my 
executor hereafter named ; and as for that lemporall estate it batb 
pleased God to bestow upon mc I dispose of in forme followeing. 
Item I give and bequeath unto W? Tye of Cloptou aforesl Apothe- 
cary the eum of five pounds to buy him mourning, to be y* within 
three months after my decease by my executor hereafter named. 
Item I give and bequeath unto Anthony Denny of Clopton afnres' 
yeoman, the sura of live pounds to be p^ out of my psonall estate by 
my executor hereafter named within three months neil after my de- 
cease. Item I give and bequeath unto the poor of the parish of Clop- 
ton aforesi the sum of five pounds to be p^ imediately afler my 
decease by my executor hereafter named to be by him distributed al 
hie discrecon. Item all the rest of my psonal estate whal»>ever not 
herein disposed of I doe give and bequeath unto William Tye of 
Ipswich in the county of Snff. Chyrugeon whom I nominate and ap- 
point sole executor of this my will, and now revoakeing all other wills 
heretofore by mc made I doe declare this to be my last will and Testa- 
ment conteyned in one sheet of pap whereunto I have sett my band 
and seal the sixteenth day of December in the year of o' Lord 1714. 
Signed, sealed, published and declared by the s'' Henry Bright W be 
his last will and Testament. 

" In the p'aence of us who in the p'eence of the s^ testator did 
subscribe our names thereto as witnesses. Jolm Camplin. John Jcf- 
freson, Daniel Clanche."

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■who settled in Ipswich, the chief port and market-town of 
Suffolk. He was the secoud Tlioiuas of the Briglits of Suffolk 
who became a tnerchant in that place. Thomas Bright, of 
Bury St. Edmunds, whose will was dated April 17, 1618, the 
son of Henry Bright, sen., a cousin of his father, was a mer- 
chant in Ipswich. Henry Bright, of Pakenham, bequeathed 
four hundred and fifty pounds iu money to his son Thomas. 
Robert Bright, of Ipswich, by will in 1668, gave his brother 
Thomas a hundred pounds, and appointed him one of his 
executors. His uncle and godfather, Thomas Fiske, sen., of 
Rattlesden, left him fifty pounds by will in 1686, and made 
him trustee of the hundred pounds which he bequeathed to 
lus brother, John Bright, of Norton, 

So far, the information respecting Thomas Bright being 
derived only from wills, it has not been ascertained when he 
or his brother Robert removed to Ipswich, and engaged in 
trade; though Thomas held ofl^co in Ipswich in 1670, and, 
being on executor of Robert's will, was perhaps there in 1668. 
The " Charities of Ipswich," published in 1747, which contains 
an account of the gifts and legacies for charitable purposes in 
that place, affords something of interest in relation to those of 
this Thomas Bright ; and, from other sources, we learn some- 
thing of his position as a magistrate. He was made a com- 
mon-council man of Ipswich, Sept. 22, 1670, which is the 
earliest account of his being there ; though it is reasonable to 
suppose that ho had been a resident of Ipswich some years 
before he would be elected to that office. On Jan. 5, 1692, he 
was made one of the portmen ; and, iu 1695, a bailiff. In 
earlier times, the town was governed by bailiffs ; hut in 17So, 
and probably before, the government consisted of two bailiffs, 
a recorder, twelve portmen (four of whom, besides the bailiffs, 
were justices of the peace}, and twenty-four common-council 
men. The bailiffs passed fines and recoveries ; heard and dc-

termined causes of debt arising iu the town ; and appointed 
the assize of bread, wiue, beer, and provisions, by weiglit 
or measure. Tlie water-bailiff received money of sliii>s for 
aucliorage, or for taking up ballast within tho limits. Towards 
the latter end of the reign of Charles II., the burgesses of 
Ipswich surrendered their charter ; and, in place of it, tlie king 
gave them another, reserving the power to turn out the port- 
men whenever he chose. In consequence of this reserved 
power. King James II., by two orders of council, dated 
April 27 and May 25, 1688, removed many of the chief 
portmcn and other officers ; but it would appear tliat Thomas 
Bright retained his office in tlie town-govcrument, and pro- 
bably continued iu office till he died in 1698. In the list of 
benefactors to the public library (which had been established, 
about the year 1700, by one of the portraen of Ipswich), 
the name of Thomas Bright, portman, appears in 1607; but 
the character or amount of his contribution is not stated. He 
calls himself, iu his will, a portman of Ipswich. The register 
of the parish of St. Mutthew in Ipswich has the record of the 
burial, May 2, 1673, of Grace, the wife of Thomas Bright, and 
in his will he speaks of her as deceased ; but in neither 
instance is her maiden name given : and, as these items com- 
prise all our knowledge of his wife, there appears no clew to 
her name and lamily. There being no allusion to children in 
the will of Tiiomas Bright or iu the other family wills, it is 
assumed that he left no issue. 

Thomas Bright's death took place probably in the latter 
part of the year 1698 ; though, according to the register of the 
parish of St. Matthew, it occurred iu May, as it is there re- 
corded, " Thomas Bright, Gent, was buried the May the 6. 98." 
L There is much disci-epancy in the dates respecting this event. 
s will is dated June 17, 1098 (the month following tliat in 
ii he is stated in the register to have been buried), and 
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proved Feb. 11, 1698 (probably lti£'8-it is meant) ; ami Davy's 
"Suffolk Colloctious " says tliat ho died m 1700. The follow-

It win be noticed by the will, that Thomas Bright was eitiier 
de«irous of haviii);; much parade at his funeral, or, because lie 
held oflico, expected Bome display, perhaps in accordutice with 
the custom of the times ; and he maketi provistoR for a liberal 
distribution of hatbands, gloves, and money to tho sorjoants, 
beadles, crier, water-baililT, portmon, pall-bearers, and even to 
every otie who attended the funeral. 

Be also gave directions to have his name, the day of his 
dcftUi, and the title of his office, engraved on the stone over 
the remains of Ins wife, by whot^e side he was to bo buried ; 
bat whether this stone with it^ inscription, or any other memo- 
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rial, marks the spot where his ashes repose, has not hcen 
discovered. 

In the " Charities of Ipswich " is an account of Christ's 
Hospital, Ipswich. It states: — 

" Rainbii'd's Farm in S' Petcr'a of 29£ pr anum. So mucb of 
this OS waa purchased of M' I'urplel's Executors certainly belongs 
to Christ's Hospital, for Thomas Bright by his will dated 17 June 
1698. gave 100£ to be paid out on good security, or else to be laid 
out in the Purcliase of Land, within six Months after his Decease, by 
the Bailiffs and Forlmen of Ipswich, and llieir Successors, for the 
only Use, Benefit, and Advantage of two poor Children then belong- 
ing, and afterwards to belong, to the Parish of S' Malhew's iu Ipswich 
aforesaid ; and willed that the yearly Adviintnge, Interest and Benefit 
of the said I00£, or the yearly RgdIb and Prtifils of such Lands so to 
be purchased, should be forever employed for and towards the keeping 
and maintaining such two poor Children of S' Mathews Parish afore- 
said in the Hospital belonging to the said Town of Ipswich, and for 
and to no other Use and Uses whatsoever." 

Richard Phillips, Esq., portman of Ipswich, by will, Sept. 17, 
1719, gave to Christ's Hospital two hundred and forty pouuds. 
With these two sums, amounting to three hundred and forty 
pounds, a part of this farm was purchased of the executors of 
Richard Purplet, as appears by an indenture, dated March 1: 
1722, between the executors of Richard Purplet and Ji 
Marlow, and seven other portracn, of Ipswich, witnessing 

" That the said executors had sold unto the said John Mai 
Sec, all that messuage, lands, and tenements, lying and being in the 
parish of St. Peter's in Ipswich, lato in the occupation of the said 
Richard Purplet, for the aforesaid sum of three hundred and forty 
pounds, unto the said John Marlow, &c., iu [rust, tliat one part of the 
yearly rents and profits aforesaid, in proportion for a hundred pounds, 
be disposed of for ever for the use and benefit of two poor children, in 
such manner as is mentioned in the will of Mr. Thomas Bright, and 
the residue to be applied according to [he will of Richard Phillips, 

The " t«ufiblk Dii-ectory " of 1844 mentions a farm o^&bj 
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tweiity-soyen acres, let for n'mcty-tliree pounds per 
One part of this farm was purchased, in 1722, with the three 
hundred and forty jroiinds left to Christ's Hospital by Thomas 
Bright and Richard Philipps. 

John Briout received by will in 1652, from his father, 
Henry Bright, of New House, a legacy of four hundred 
pounds in money. The rosldonce and occupation of this son 
have not been ascertained; and the next information we have 
of him is derived from the will of his brother Robert, dated 
in 1668, who bequeathed him the sum of two hundred and 
fifty pounds. His uncle, Tliomas Fiske, of Rattlesden, by 
will in 168G, gave " to John Bright, my nephew, (a distem- 
pered man) that sojoumeth with M^ Ashburne of Norton a 
hundred pounds, to be paid into the hands of Thomas Bright, 
of Ipswich, his brother for his use." As the legacy wliich his 
brother Robert bequeathed him was the largest ho gave, and 
waa not loft in trust, it is evident that John was of sound 
mind in 1668, He is not mentioned in the will of his brother 
Thomas in 1698, and was probably dead. Nothing is known 
of him subsequent to the will of his uncle, Thomas Fiske, in 
1686. 

Katuerink Bbicht is the only child of Henry mentioned as 
early as 1648 in the will of her grandfather, William Fiske, 
who gave his daughter Martha, wife of Henry Bright, " one 
hnndi-ed pounds of lawfuU English money, to bo payd by my 
Kxecuto*, aud, if shec shall think good, to be disposed of by 
her to the tso of Katberiue her daughter, as she shall see 
cause or most convenient." 

Her father, by will in 1652, left her three hundred pounds 
in money. In 1668, her brother Robert left his brother-in-law, 
Francis Woodward, the sum of fifty pounds, without alluding 
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to his dster Katlierine, tlie wife of said Woodward. The date 
of lier marriage, and the family and occupation of her lius- 
band, are iinkDown. Her uncle, Thomas Piske, by will in 
168ij, gave " to Katheriiie Woodward of London, my niece, 
daughter of sister Bright, fifty pounds." In 1698, her brollier 
Thomas gave " uuto my sister Eatheriue Woodward of y* 
City of London, widdow, the sume of Fifty pouuds." He also 
appointed her supervisor of his will. There is no mention in 
tlie family wills of any children of Katlicrine Woodward, and 
Bhe is supposed to have left uo issue. Tlie mention of her in 
her brother Thomas Bright's will is the last trace of her ; and 
it is presumed that she died, not long after, in Loudon, 
thea advanced in life.

Maiitha Bbight, tlie youngest daughter of Henry and Mar- 
tha (Fiske) Bright, received by her father's will, dated 1652, 
the sura of three hundred pouuds in money. Her brother 
Robert left her, by will in 1668, fifty pouuds, and calls hiT 
Martha Bright. She was probably then uumarried. In 1686, 
lier undo, Thomas Fiske, gave by will " to M' Nichols 
(Nicholas?) now or late of London who married my nieco 
Martha Bright, One hundred pounds." The will of lior 
brother Thomas, in 16yS, leaves us somewhat in doubt as to 
whether tslie was liviug. It says, '■ I give & bequeath unto 
y« two sons of my brother in law Robert Nicolas living at y* 
Devices in Wilt Shire gent:" The hundred pounds he di- 
rected to be divided between these sous at the age of twenty- 
one. We suppose the mother was dead; and what became of 
her husband and the sous has not been ascertained, 



Here ends the sketch of tlie family of Henry Brighl 
Nuw House, Pakenham, who, as descendants of Robert Brigl 
tlie fil^st proprietor of the manor of Netherliall, have been 
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described as belonging to tlic Netberliall family. It will bo 
rocollected, that of tlio deaceudants of John Brigbt, of Bury 
St. Edmunds, the head of tlio family pedigree, Thomas Bright, 
tlie elder, of that place, was the only one of Uie name, as far 
as discovered in these researches, who is supposed to have left 
issue ; the collateral brajichos having either become extinct m 
the male line, as it is believed, or removed from Suffolk to 
other parts of England. Consequently, Thomas Bright, the 
elder, became the head of the succeeding generation of this 
family of Brights, whose descendants have been arranged in 
three separate lines : namely, those descended from Thomas 
Bright, jun,, the eldest son, composing the first line, under the 
head of the Talmacb-Hall family; Robert Bright, the second 
son, and his descendants, as the Netherhall family, or second 
branch ; and Henry Bright, sen., of Bury St. Edmunds, a 
younger son, and his descendants, who comprise the third and 
last line, or tlio Bury St. Edmunds family. In the two former 
linos of N'otherhal! and Talmuch Hall, the name, as has beeu 
seen, became extinct; thus leaving the third and last, or the 
direct line of Bury Ht. Edmunds, in which the malo lino also 
became extinct iu England, but which has representatives iu 
tho United States, residing chiefly in Massachusetts. These 
aro descended from Henry Bright, jun., of Bury St. Edmunds, 
an early emigrant to Xew England, who first resided in 
Cbarlostown in 1030, but settled soon after in Watertown. 

It is vitli a painful feeling that one watches branch after 
branch of a family, as they gradually disa)ipear from the 
scene by the extinction of the malo line ; their manors and 
other jwssessions passing into other hands, their names forgot- 
ten in tho liomes where they had flourished for a long period, 
no longer known or remembered in places where they once held 
a respectable position, and eacli in his turn indulging the na- 
tural hope Olid expectation of transmitting his name, reputation, 
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and possessions, through a long line, to posterity. Whoever 
examines into the histories and genealogies of families will 
soon be convinced that the case of the Brights of Suffolk is 
neitlier a solitary nor an uncommon one where names Tanisli 
OS readily as possessions melt away ; and that these occur- 
rences are not confined to any portion of tlie human race, 
whether it be the less-favored mass, struggling by incessant 
toil for a subsistence, the middle class of society, to which ibis 
family belonged, or the higher ranks, respecting which bistoi 
is full of examples of extinct families and honors. 
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This, the third son and fourth child of Thomas Bright, the 
elder, was of Bury St. Edmunds, and baptized at the parish of 
St. James, Sept. 20, 1560 ; the entry of his baptism in ti» 
record being that of the first Bright in the register, wMcli 
was commenced in that parish in 1558, only two years before. 
From the time of his baptism to the date of his father's will, 
Aug. 20, 1587, when Henry was about twenty-seven yean 
old, no information of any kind respecting him has come to 
l^ht. His father, by his will, bequeathed to him a large and 
valuable estate, described by liim, according to the abstract 
we have of that instrument, as — 

" His lands, tenements, and field.-! in Ilarlon, and in other towns, par^ 
ishea, and fields adjoining, which he Inlcly purchaaed of Sir Bobert 
Jenoyn, Knt., and George Cooke ; also his messuage or lenemeot 
where he now dwells, and tlie tenement where his son Thomu dwells; 
the shop in SkiniK^r'^ Row and Smith's Row, and the shop and 
tavern ihercunto adjoining, which he had of Thomas Lacie ; the lene- 
ment called the Stone House, in Whiting Street, which he lately pnr- 
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cliased of Simon Langham ; iwo atablca in Skinner's Bovr, in his 
own occupation ; also hia Jove-louse yard and bop-ground in Friers 

■ His marriage, of wliich we have uo rocord, probably took 
place about five years after Ids father's death, or in 1592 or 
1593, His mother, Margaret Bright, by will, dated London, 
Nov. 20, 1599, gave hira a hundred pounds, and left legacies 
to his children ; but their names, and the amount bequeathed 
to them, are not mentioned in the abstract of her will. He 
owned the buildings which once stood on tho spot now occu- 
pied by the Angel Inn, the principal hotel in Bury St. Ed- 
munds, the front of which has been rebuilt ; but portions of 
tliis edifice remain as they were when Henry Bright owned it. 

In the first charter granted to Bury St. Edmunds by 
•Tames I., dated April 3, 1606, his name appears among other 
citizens of the town. Among the corpoi'ation records, tliere 
is an indenture, dated March 20 of tlio same year, by which 
he and his wife Mary lease, for tho uses of the feoffees, cer- 
tain property in Bury St. Edmunds, called the Aiigel Inn; 
ft messuage in Cook's Row, Abbey-gate Street ; several shops, 
tenements, &c., for tho use of the town, for some legal purpose 
not now known. Some buildings in Skinner's Bow, which he 
conveyed to the town, are said to be still standing. Ho ap- 
pears to have died in 1009, intestate; no will, so far, having 
been discovered, either in the county of Suffolk or in Loudon. 
There is a chasm in the administration records in Bury St. 
Edmunds between tho years 1612 and 1630 ; and, by the loss 
of the books, we are probably deprived of much information 
relating to him and his estates. From the want of these 
records and that of his burial, there was, for a time, a doubt 
as to what became of this Henry Bright, and where he died, 
but which has since been cleared up very satisfactorily by 
some entries found in the account-book of the Guildhall 
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FeofTment in Bury St. Edmunds, which determine the year of 
his deatli. His daughter Anne was baptized Feb. 3,1609; and 
there is an entry iu the Guildhall book of accounts of the 
same year, as follows : —

Other entries, front 1613 to 1615, iiitbrin us that his wi< 
had married again 

It is doubtful if Henry Bright died in Bury Pt. Edmunds, 
tliere being no evidence either of his decease or his interment 
in that town. It is therefore believed that his death may have 
occurred, very suddenly, in some other place in Suffolk, dur- 
ing a temporary absence; or possibly iu Loudon, while on a risit 
to his brother Robert, who was afterwards of Notherhall. but is 
supposed to have resided at Loudon at the time of his brotlier's 
decease. Being possessed of a large estate, and having a 
numerous family of children, it is reasonable to suppose that 
Henry Bright would dispose of his property by will, unless he 
died suddenly ; but, there being no evidence that any was 
made iu Bury St. Edmunds, it is not improbable that he died 
elsewhere, and that his will may yet be discovered. His resi- 
dence was probably always in Bury St. Edmunds, wliere his 
children were baptized. It is unfortunate that we know so 
little of his histoty, as he was an ancestor of the only branch 
of the Suffolk family that has not become extinct. His wjU, 
if he left one, nii^lit afford much additional informatii 
interesting character. 



'med I 
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Marv (Marie) , the wife of Henry Bright, sen., of 

Bury St. Edmunds, survirod her husband. There heing no 
record of her marriage, and no trace of her name and family 
in that place, we infer that she was not of 'Bury St. Eduiunds, 
and that her marriage took place in some other town or vil- 
lage. About four years after the death of her husband, Ilenry 
Bnght, sen., and as early as 1613, she married again. Her 
next husband, William Cole, Gent., was represented as of 
Bury St. Edmunds ; but the marriage is not recorded tliere, 
and our knowledge of it is derived from tlio following entries 
in the accoudt-book of the Guildhall Fooffraont : — 



1613. "And w* Ivij" iiij" rec* of M; Cole the husband of Henry 

Bright'a widow for tenl' in the Marketsieade." 

1614. *• And with Ixij^ iiij* rec^ of M': Cole the husband of the widow 

of Henry Bright for Tent* in M^etsteade tc Skyn" lane 
Ule letlcn for yeares to Tliomos Bright the yonger the 
Sonne of the same Henry Bright p inn." 

1615. ■' And with Ivijf iiij'' due by M^ W? Cole for Tent", scituate in 

the great m'kelt and Skynncrs Rowe demysed to Henry 
Bright the yonger." 



The phrase " demysed to Henry Bright the yonger," in the 
last entry, would imply that the property was bequeathed to 
him by bis father ; and it strengthens tlio opinion that Henry 
Bright, son., left a will. There is as little known of William 
Cole as of his wife, and of the family to which ho belonged. 
Tlie name appears in Sudbury about ITOO, and was more 
common in Ipswich for a century or more after llSOO, where 
•everal of the name of William Cole resided. William Colo 
oud bis wife Mary were both living April 17, IfilH, the date 
of the will of her son, Thomas Bright, who bequeathed to his 
brotlior-in-law, William Forth, a sura of money, " to this lu- 
t«nto and purpose that he shall trulie content and paio vnto 
Mario. Bright my motlicr nowo wife of William Cole during 
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her uaturall life the yeerlie rent of six pounds." Tliis is tlte 
last account wliidi we have of WiUiam Cole and his wife, 
Uiere being in the wills of other children nothing that refers 
to them. They were probahly both dead in 1057, as her 
daughter, Elizabeth (Bright) Dell, makes no allusion lo eiflj 
of them in her will, executed that year. 



(V.) THE CHILDREN OP HEXRY BRIGHT, 

Henry Bright, sen., and Mary his wife, had nine cliildren, 
all but two of whom are recorded as bajrtized at the parish of 
St. James, in Bury St. Edmunds. Their names were Mary, 
Thomas, Elizabeth, John, Henry, Martha, Stephen, Samuel, 
and Anne. 



Mart Briobt, the eldest child of Henry Bright, sen., one 
of those the record of whose baptism has not been found, was 
probahly born about 1504, and is first mentioned April 17, 
1G18, in the will of her brother, Thomas Bright, merchant of 
Ipswich, as the wife of William Forth, of Nayland, Gent., to 
whom he gave sixty pounds iu money, and five pounds to his 
wife. They had three children : namely, William, baptized in 
1612 ; Mary, baptized in 1614 ; and Abigail, baptized in 1620. 
As she was not mentioned in the will of her sister, Elisabeth 
(Bright) Doll, of London, dated Aug. 6, 1657, though she 
appoints her son. Dr. William Forth, executor of her will, it 
is presumed that she was dead. No attempt lias Ijcen madQ to 
follow the descendants of Mary (Bright) Forth beyond J 
children. 
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William Forth (Porthe, Fodhth), her husband, was of 
Naylaiid, in the county of Suffolk, a small town ou the river 
Stour, and not far from Groton, the residence of the Winthrop 
family, with whom they were connected, by the marriage of 
Mary Forth to John Winthrop, of Groton, who came to New 
England. Dr. William Forth, the sou of Mary Bright, was of 
London; and, as executor of the will of his auut, Elizabeth 
(Bright) Dell, dated 1657, paid in 1659, through his agent, 
HcEeklah Usber, of Boston, Massachiisetts, two hundred and 
seventy pounds, the amount of her legacies to her brother, 
Henry Bright, and his children, who were living in New Eng- 
land.

Thomas BnifiHT, Gent., the second son of Henry Brighl 
sen., was baptized at the parish of St. James, Bury St. Ed- 
munds, Nov. 28, 159(3. At the age of eighteen, his name 
occurs in an entry iu the Guildhall account-hook, where he is 
alluded to as Thomas Bright, the younger, the son of Henry. 
He was then probably residing iu Bury .St. Edmunds ; hut in 
his will, executed four years after, he styles himself a mer- 
chant of Ipswich, where it is presumed he died and was 
buried, though the date of his death is uot stated. He was un- 
married ; and his will, dated April 17, 1618, but not proved for 
nearly seven years later, is here presented. It » 
Itoni the Registry of the Prerogative Court of Canterburj 
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"In tlie name of God Amen the IT"" daie of Aprill in ihe xvi"* 
yearn of Einge James Lis reigne of England Anno diu 1618. I

Elizabeth Bright, tlio daughter of Henry Bright, sen,, 
was baptized at the parish of St, James, Bury St, Eduiuiid^, 
Sept. 17, 1598. She ia next meiitioued, at the age of tweuty, 
in the will of her brother Thomas in 1618, who bequeathed 
to her fifty pounds in money. At that time she was single ; 
but she afterwards, at some period unknown, married a per- 
son of the name of Dell, whom she survived. From the 

date of her brother Thomas Bright'a will iu 1618, her his- 
tory is a blank for nearly forty years, till after the dcatli of 
her husband, when we come to her own will, executed in 1657. 
As the will was dated in London, it is not improbable that her 
husband's family were of that city, and that he resided there 
after his marriage. As her sister Martha, and her brother, 
Henry Bright, of New England, are the only children of 
Henry Bright, sen,, mentioned by her in the will,- it is proba- 
ble that they were, besides herself, the only survivors of the 
family. The time when she died, and when her will was 
proved, are not stated ; but the legacies she left to lier brother, 
Henry Bright, and his children, of New England, were paid 
to them in 1659. It is evident from her will tliat she left no 
issue ; and it is likely that her remains, and those of her hus- 
band, repose within the limits of London, 

The will of Elizabeth (Bright) Dell was proved in the Pre- 
rogative Court in London, Of this document we present an 
abstract : — 



■' Elizabeth Dell, of Stratford-Ie-Bow, co, Middlesex, widow. Will 
dated Aug. 6, lfi57. Gives to her brother, Uaster Henry Brighr, of 
Ifew England, two hundred pounds, to be paid within twelve montlis 
after her decense. If he should die witliin that time, the money to be 
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equiilly Jivided amongst his chilJren. To said children of IK'nry 
Brjglit, seventy pounds, to be divided »nd paid to them at the age of 
tweaty-one years, or on tho day of I.lieir marriage ; their father Henry 
lo give bond* for ihe payment of the same. Gives to her siBler, 
Martha Blowers, and her children ; to her nephew, William Parks ; 
»nd to her cousin, Cawby, Esq, Gives to the Rev. Mr. Green- 
hall, of Stepney, and to the poor of Slepney. Leaves legiicics of 
twenty shilling lo several persons for purchasing themselves rings. 
AppoinU her nephew. Dr. William Forth, executor ; and her hrolliera, 
Blowers and William Forth, overseers." 

John Bright, the sou of Henry, seu., was baptized at St. 
James, in Bury St. Edmunds, Nov. 30, ICOO; and lie is men- 
tioned in the will of his brother, Thomas Bright, in 1618, 
who left him a legacy of seventy pounds in money, when ha 
should come of age. There is no further account of him ; 
and as he is not alluded to in the will of his sister, Elizabeth 
Dell, in 1G57, ho had probably died, unmarried. 

SIaktha Biught, the daughter of Henry Bright, sen,, whoso 
baptism is not recorded at the parish of St. James, was un- 
married, and not twenty-one years of ago, in 1(J18, when her 
brother, by will, gave her fifty pounds in money. Nothing 
further is known of her till we come to the will of her sister, 
Klizaheth Dell, who gave legacies to her sister, Martha Blowers, 
and hor children, and appointed her husband one of the over^ 
seers. Hor husband being overseer with Dr. William Forth, 
of London, il is not unlikely that lie was also of that city. 
This is the last information we have of this daughter of Henry 
Bright, sen. ; and the names and number of her children have 
not been ascertained. 

Stephen Brioht was baptizoil at the parish of St. James, 
Bury St. Kdmunds, May 1'2, HJOi"i; and was Imricd there, 
Nov. 21, lt)07. 
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Saaiuel Bright was baptized at the parisli of 8t. James, 
Bury St. Edmunds, Nov. 24, 1606; and was buried there, 
July 14, 1607. 

Ankb Bright was baptized at the parisli of St. James, Bury 
St. Edmunds, Fob. 3, 1609, and died young. 



Henbt Bright, juii., of Bury St. Edmunds, Gout., baptized 
at the parish of St. James, Dec. 29, 1602, was the third son 
of Heury Bright, sen., and his wife Mary. Of the Brights of 
Sufiblk, wliose history we have attempted a brief and imper- 
fect sketch, he is the last who remains to be noticed; and, 
with some account of tliis member of the family, we shall 
bring our labors to a close. The Imes from John Bright, the 
liead of the pedigree, having probably become estinct in Uie 
male line in England, the descendants of Henry Bright, juu., 
who boar the name, are the only ones who caii, it is believed, 
now claim descent from the family that once flourished in 
Bury St. Edmunds and its vicinity. We have already said, 
that no will of his father, and uo record of the administration 
of his estate, have been discovered ; and therefore we have no 
means of knowing the extent, value, or nature of the property 
bequeathed to this son, or to which he was entitled when of 
age; his father having died in 1609, when Henry Bright, jiin,, 
was about seven years old. The first record of him, after that 
of his baptism, was found in an entry in the account-book of 
tlie Guildhall Feoffment in 161.5, at the age of thirteen, when 
mention is made of the amount due from his stei>-fatber, 
William Cole, for tenements in the great market and Skinner's 
Row in Bury St. Edmunds, " dcmysed to Henry Bright tho 
yonger;" a clause indicating that his father made a will. The 
next and the last mention made of him, while he remained in 
England, was at the age of fifteen, when his brother, Thomas 
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Bright, of Ipswich, bequeathed to him by will, dated April 17, 
1618, the sum of seventy pounds, to be paid when he should 
arrive at the age of twenty-one. We arc, counequcntly, igno- 
rant of the moTements of Henry Bright, jim., in England, 
though it is presumed tliat lie resided in Bury St. Edmunds ; 
but nothing is known respecting hie pursuits. He doubtless 
enjoyed the advantages of the cUbs to which he belonged, 
holding a resirectable position, and inheriting a good estate. 

The foregoing comprises every thing that careful researches 
in Suffolk have elicited relating to him while he remained in 
England ; and, after 1618, lie is next discovered at Charles- 
town, New England, in 1630, as one of the subscribers to the 
church covenant. It would be interesting to know something 
of his life in England, especially after he became of age, when 
he was probably in possession of a handsome estate, and of the 
causes which led him to seek a home in the New World. The 
motives must have been powerful which impelled one in his 
circumstances to leave all the advantages of his position and 
his prospects at home, to settle in a wilderness where privation 
aud suffering awaited him. lu his subscribing to the church 
covenant may lie found, we think, an explamitiou of the 
motives which indnced him to become an exile from his coun- 
try. It aObrds satisfactory evidence that ho was not animated 
by a mere lovo of adventure, but was, on the contrary, strongly 
imbued with that devout spirit which led to the emigration; 
and, by this public profession, he at once identified himself, as 
a permanent settler, with the fortunes of the colony, in order 
that he might enjoy that jwrfect liberty of conscience and wor- 
ship which it was impossible for those of his faith to secure in 
the mother-country. 

He probably came to New England in 1680, tliough it is a 
matter of conjecture whether it was in that year, or at an 
earlier period ; but circumstances favor the presumpUon that 
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lie ombarked with Gov. WiDtlirop and his party, in the fleet 
which brought a large addition to the colony. It will be re- 
memtiered that William Forth,of Nayland, who married Mary, 
the sister of Henry Bright, jun,, was remotely allied, by the 
marriage of one of bis family, to John Winthrop, of Grotou, re- 
siding in that vicinity, who uame to New England ; and it is 
not unlikely that Henry Bright, jun., being a Puritan, and of 
the same county, was, through his connection with the family of 
Forth, brought into contact with Winthrop or his friends, and 
was thereby led to accompany him to the New World. Wiu- 
tlirop, and his party of fifteen hundred emigrants, arrived in 
Charlestown in 1630 ; and, on the thirtieth day of July of the 
same year, a church was organized, Gov. Winthrop and tliree 
otiiers being the first subscribers te the clmrch covenant. 
The number of signers had increased, by the 27th of August, 
to sixty-four; the name of Henry Bright being the forty- 
eighth on the list, — anotlier reason for supposing liim to have 
been one of the party under Gov. Winthrop. Before tlie close 
of 1630, this religious society, and most of the people in 
Charlestown, removed to Boston ; but it is believed that Henry 
Bright, jun., accompanied the party who proceeded to Water- 
town, and settled tliere. This soems evident, as his uame 
does not appear in the list of the members of the church 
in Boston in 1632, and as the name of Bright is not found ill 
any list of the inhabitants of Boston previous to 1644, or 
among those who remained in Gharlostown after the majority 
of the people had removed to Boston. His uame has not been 
discovered in tlie early records of any other town, till, in a 
few years, it appears first in Watertown, where it is presumed 
he had gone, soon after be subscribed to the church covenant 
in Charlestown. Within about ten years after the setUemeut 
of Watertown in 1630, three persons of tbo name of £ 
namely, Henry Bright, sen., Henry Bright, jun., and ' 
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Bright — were living in that town, all of them proprietors of 
land ; but the precise year iu which either of them arrived 
is uncertain, though all were prohably there before 1640. 
Thomas Bright, more particularly alluded to before (see 
pp. 52-54), disappeared in 1640, and it ie not known what 
became of him, or if he had a family. Henry Bright, jun., 
was perhaps the first of the name who arrived in New Eng- 
land, and is the only one of his family positively known to 
have como to America, though we have conjectured that 
Thomas Bright, who was here a few years after, and living in 
tlie same settlement, was one of the several cousins of that 
name not accounted for. Henry Bright, jun., soon selected 
his home iu the wildcrncsK ; married; became a leading mau 
in the affairs of the infant town, which was his home for the 
remainder of his life, extending over a period of more than 
half a century ; and died there at a ripe old age, having, in 
all probability, never revisited his native land. 

Henry Bright, sen., a proprietor in 1642, was probably some- 
what earlier at Watertown, wliere lie died at a great age; and 
he has been frequently confounded with Henry Briglit, jun., 
though more often described as being his father. For a time, 
and indeed till quite recently, the impression had been general, 
that the Brights of Watertown and Waltham were descended 
from this Henry Briglit, sen. Before any researches were 
made in England to trace the genealogy of the progenitor of 
the Bright family in these towns, it was taken for granted tliat 
two of the early settlers in Watertown, designated iu the records 
of the town as Henry Bright, son., and Henry Bright, jun,, — 
thus distinguished probably for convenience, — were father 
and son ; that the son came first ; and that, having married 
and permanently settled in the new colony, he was followed 
within a few years by his aged father from England. The 
relative ages of these men — the elder being sixty-six, and 
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the younger twenty-seven years old when tlie latter arrived, 
as well as the circumstance of their being distinguished iii the 
records as senior and junior — were calculated to coufirm this 
impression. Parmer, in his " Oeuealogical Register of tlie 
First Settlors of Now England," made the same mistake, by 
his confounding the two Henrys, and stating that the elder 
Henry Bright had several children. The author of " Genea- 
logies and History of Watertown " admits that there arc no 
reasons, derived from record or tradition, for supposing this 
relationship between the two men ; but, from his omission to 
state the evidence with sufficient fulness and precision, the 
" North-American Review " for July, 1856, perhaps through a 
hasty and imperfect examination of his work, falls into the 
same error, and aids in perpetuating the false impression that 
families, among whom are distinguished names, trace, through 
the female line, their lineage to this aged and childless man. 
Some facts gleaned from the records of the town and county, 
together with the character, occupation, and position of the 
two men, render it highly improbable that they were so nearly 
related. Henry Bright, sen., sometimes called " Old Briglit " 
in the town-records, was a pauper, supported, at times, partly 
or wholly by the town ; but, from information derived from 
the Colonial Records, poverty was not the greatest of his mis- 
fortunes. In a conveyance of real estate in 1660, he made 
his mark ; and there is evidence that he was illiterate and 
degraded, as well as poor. According to the records of the 
county, he died Sept, 14, 1673, at the age of a hundred and 
nine ; but he left no family : while Henry Bright, juu., was a 
man of character and influence, possessed of a good estate, 
was a deacon of the church and an officer of the town, besides 
occasionally holding appointments under the authority of the 
colony. The investigation instituted in England proves that 
the two Henrys of Watertown were not father and son, and 
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that no relationship whatever existed between them, though 
at a remote period they may have been of the same origi- 
nal stock. It was clearly shown that the father of Henry 
Bright, jun., died as early as 1609, twenty years before his son 
left England, and prior to the eettlemont of New England. 

Henry Bright, sen., of Watertown, was undoubtedly a nar 
live of England ; but of what county will probably never be 
ascertained, as no clew to his family remains. He did not, 
however, belong to the Brights of Suffolk ; for, though several 
were named Henry, they are all accounted for, and not one, 
except Henry Bright, jun., came to New England. The line- 
age of the latter was satisfactorily traced to his family in Bury 
St. Edmunds, and proved by records both in Old and New 
England ; and, though his father was found to have been a 
Henry Bright, sen., ho was not the one so designated in Water- 
town. Further evidence of this non-relationship is found in 
the will of Thomas Bright, the brother of Henry Bright, juu., 
dated April 17, 1G18, in which ho speaks of his mother as 
" nowc wife of William Cole," and again in the will of his sis- 
ter, Elizabeth (Bright) Dell, of London, dated Aug. 6, llJoT, in 
which she bequeathed legacies to her brother, Henry Bright, 
and his children in New England. In this will she makes no 
mention of her father, Henry Bright, sen., for the good reason 
that he had been dead nearly half a century ; though the 
Henry Bright, sen,, of Watertown, was then in want. 

Henry Bright, jun., voluntarily left his kindred and his 
native land, to choose a permanent homo in a distant colony ; 
and, by this act of expatriation, he parted for ever from his 
family, and became the founder of a distinct line in another 
hemisphere. Whatever correspondence he and his family 
afterwards maintained with his kindred in England must 
have decreased with increasing years, and with the gradual 
extinction of the English family, so tliat it undoubtedly ceased 
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at, if not- before, tlie death of Henry Bright. The few facili- 
ties which existed in early times for correspondence, the wide 
ocean which intervened, and his long absence fi-ora his kin- 
dred, were not favorable to a continuance of the same lively 
interest in each other. In time, his descendants lost all know- 
ledge of their European relatives, tradition was at fault, aud 
every vestige of the connection seemed to be oblit«rated- 

Prom his leaving England, and establishing his home perma- 
nently in another part of the world, the history of Henry 
Bright, jun., as the head of a new and distinct line, more 
properly belongs to an account of tlie American family of l!ie 
name ; and therefore the notice of him will be less extended 
than it would otherwise be, and comprise only a few fects 
derived from various public records in Massachusetts. It is 
supposed that liis family papers have not heeu preserved ; and, 
as none are in the possession of his lineal descendants, it is 
very doubtful if any now exist. Tlie records of the church 
of which he was a deacon are lost ; and the date of his 
maiTiage, which they would have furnished, is uncertain. It 
is not recorded In the records of the town, though it probably 
took place in the latter part of 1634, — the year in which Ann 
Goldstono, wlio became his wife, arrived from England. 

The family of Goldstoue (Gonidstone, GouldKton) were of 
Bedingfield in the county of Suflblk, where Roman Goldstone 
died in 1575. The will of his son. Sir William Goldstone, 
Vicar of Bedingfield, dated Feb. 28, 1608, was proved in the 
Bishops' Court of Norwicli, May 4, 1609. He gave legacies 
to his wife Margaret ; his sons Henry, Thomas, and Edward ; 
his daughters Jane and Marie ; and to the poor of Bedingfield. 
He mentioned his lands and tenements in Gislingbam, Wick- 
ham Skeith, and Mendlesham, and lands in Wrockham. 

Henry Goldstone, the sixth child of this William, was bap- 
tized at Wickham 8keith, where he probably afterwards re- 
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sided, liis children Imvijig heeu baptized there; but he finally 
removed with his family to New England. In the list of pas- 
sengers hy the "Elizabeth," William Andrews, master, lying 
at Ipswich, Suffolk, the laet of April, 1634, and bound for 
Now England, are the names of Henry Goldstono, aged forty- 
throe ; Anne his wife, forty-five ; and their daughters Anne, 
afterwards wife of Henry Bright, jun., aged eighteen; and 
Mary, fifteen. .They settled in Watertown, as did several 
other families who came in the same vessel. Henry Goldstone 
died July 25, 16iJ8, leaving a good estate ; and his widow, who 
married John George, whom she survived, died in Watertown 
in 1G70, aged seventy-nine. The pedigree of the family, which 
follows, is ari-auged chiefly from material furnished by the 
records of Bedhigfield and Wickham Skeith, and from the will 
of William GoIJstoiie, 
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For much relating to Henry Bright, jun., after he came 
to New England, we are somewhat indebted to iuformation 
derived from the '.' Genealogies and History of Watertown," 
confirmed by a personal examination of records and otlier 
authorities. 

Though it is supposed that Henry Bright, Jan., removed 
from Charlestown to "Watertown in 1630, there is an interval 
of about five years, after he subscribed to the church govern- 
ment, in which we find no mention of him wliatever. This 
may be accounted for by the facts, that lie was not a proprie- 
tor of land till 1636, or a town-officer for some years ; and 
that the records of the church, where his name might have 
been found, are missing. It is possible that, in the mean time, 
he revisited England, though we think tliis extremely doubt- 
ful, notwithstanding the absence of all mention of him in those 
records which have been preserved ; and despite of the opinion 
of Prince, who, in his " Chronology," when giving the name of 
Henry Briglit as the forty-eighth on tlie list of subscribers to 
the church covenant, supposes that he was "a minister who 
went back," in other words, who returned to England. 

The first record of him as belonging to Watertown, which 
we have seen, is his admission as a freeman in May, 1635, — 
an evidence of his early connection with the church ; none 
but church members being admitted as freemen. He was one 
of the twelve freemen chosen m 1639 for tliat year, " to order 
all the Civill affaires of y* Towne ; " and held the same office of 
selectman at various times, down to 1680. In 1640, he was ap- 
pointed by tlie General Court surveyor of arms ui Watertown, 
till another should be appointed ; an office which he probably 
held for a considerable term, as ten years elapsed during 
which there is no record of a new appointment. He was also 
appointed the same year, by the General Court, to apprize oat- 
tle, for tlie purpose of assessing tlic colony for the sum of 
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twolvo hundred pounds. During many of the earlier ycai's 
of his rosidotico in tlio colony, he was a sergeant ; but we are 
not aware when or for what time he was. appointed. Ho is, 
however, so called, for a long period, in the records. 

In our notice of his sister, Elizabeth (Bright) Dell, of Lou- 
don, we gave an abstract of lier will, dated Aug, 6, 1657, ii» 
which she bequeathed to her brother, Master Henry Bright, of 
New England, the sum of two hundred pounds, to be paid 
within twelve months after her decease, and seveuty pounds to 
his children, to be paid when they should be twenty-one years 
of age, or on the day of their marriage ; her nephew. Dr. Wil- 
liam Forth, of London, being the executor. These legacies 
■were paid, iu Boston, to Henry Bright, jun., and his children 
, in 1659, by HezekJah Usher, tlio agent of the executor; and 
J tiie acknowledgment of the parties was placed on record. In 
vol. iii. page 170 of the " Suffolk Registry of Deeds," is an 
ftcquittaiice, dated July 20, 1659, witnessed by Edward Sing, 
Nathaniel Newgate, and Thomas Buttolph, " three principal 
men of Boston," and given to William Forth, execuUir of tho 
will of Elizabeth Dell, widow, late of Bowe, in tho county of 
Middlesex, England, from Henry Bright, of Now England, 
"the natural and lawful brother of Mrs. Elizabeth Dell do- 
ceased," for the sum of two hundred pounds left him in her 
' will. At p. 286 is an acquittance, dated Aug. 24, 1659, from 
Nathaniel Coolidgc, son-iii-law of Henry Bright, to Hozekiah 
Usher, for the sura of ten pounds, the amount of a legacy 
left hy Mrs. Dell, and due to his wife Mary; also an acquit- 
tance and release, of the same import and date, executed by 
Abigail Bright, the daughter of Henry Bright : and on tho 
next page is a Ixind to the executor, iu the sum of a hundred 
pounds, by Henry Briglil, to pay to each of his minor children, 
namely, John, Anna, Elizabeth, Nathaniel, and Beriah, each 
tell pounds when they should come of age ; being for Icgocias 
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left tliera by Elizabeth Dell, which he had received. From the 
circumstance that the somewhat odd sum of seventy pounds 
bequeathed to Heury Bright juu.'a children, divided amoug 
tlio seven, amounts just to ten pounds for each, we infer that 
Elizabeth Dell had been in correspondence with her brother, 
and knew the number of his cliildren ; aud that perhaps Lho 
will, of which we have only an abstract, may mention their 
names. The record of the acquittances was highly important, 
and furnished the only clew that has been found to the family 
of Henry Bright, jun., in England. Hezekiah Usher, of Bos- 
ton, who paid the legacies as agent of Dr. William Forth, of 
London, the executor of Elizabeth Dell's will, was a highly 
respectable citizen, one of tho original members of the Old 
South Church at \ta organization in 1G69 ; and liis monument 
is in the burying-ground attached to the King's Chapel iu 
Boston. 

The will of Elizabeth Dell was the link in that chain of evi- 
dence which was wanted to connect the progenitor of the 
Brights of New England with his family in the mother coun- 
try, aud which was followed over the water as soou as oppor- 
tunity offered. The finding of tliis will in London, with others 
recorded at the Prerogative Office, led the way to researches 
iu the county of Suffolk, the results of which are presented in 
the present volumo. 

After 1660, the name of Sergeant Bright often appears iu 
the records, connected with town-affairs as selectman, or on 
various committees, and also in the settlement of estates. In 
1664, he is mentioned as Deacon Bright ; and was so called till 
his death, tweuty-lwo yeai-s later. 

At a meeting of the selectmen of Watertown, April 5, 1680, 
he was, as one of that body, appointed on a committee in refe- 
rence to Harvard College, according to the following record : 
"In referenoe to a late order from the Honoured General 
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Court, in which the selectmen of several towns were ordered 
to make a return concerning what was done, or further to be 
done, referring to tho subscription to the New College, Dea- 
con Henry Bright and William Bond were by the selectmen 
appointed to go down to Boston to make said return." We 
6nd bim a witness to a will in 1082, signing his name " Honrie 
Bright ; " and, at tho ago of eighty-two, a member of the Court 
of Assistants in 16B4. At the age of eighty-four, he assisted 
at tlio ordination of the Rev. John Bailey over the church with 
which he had been so long connected as a member ; and, the 
following day, was engaged in carrying home chairs and other 
articles used on the occasion, — n labor which indicates a 
vigorous old age. It was when tlms engaged that he met 
with an accident which soon terminated his long and useful 
Ufc. 

The will of Henry Driglit, jun., dated Jan. 25, 1680, with 
a codicil dated Oct. 25, tOS5, made about one year previous to 
his death, is recorded in the Suffolk Probate Office, Boston, 
vol. li. pp. 44-5, and is as follows: — 

"Tlio last Will of n«ury Bright, of Waterlown.-, ngod 78 ye.irs. 
Imp*. I do gJTL' and bi^queiilli unto my eldeet eon, John Bright, my 
dwelling houses, hams, out houses, and lund^ adjoining, on boili sides 
of iho liighway, lying in two parceU. conraining thu wliulf, by estima- 
tion, furiy ncTCf, more or less ; also one parcel of anlt mnrsh land, 
kboui two Hcres and one rood, raorL' or less, ncre to widdow Thatcher's 
land ; al^ two acniB in Pigsqusset meadow, nore unto Jolin Ham- 
niond'fl lands ; Also two acres of meadow land, near unto Corporal 
Bond'« land ; also iwo a(^res in Patch meadow, neere unto the lunds 
of Ino. I.«rermore, 8en'r ; also Iwo aures in rocky mea<low, aeer uuto 
Ino. llioroe's land; also three acres of remote meadow puruliased by 
me of H'. SalCon Storll ; also thirty acres of dividend lanil, being ptut 
of the founh aquadrant ueer Cambridge line ; alK) twenty acres called 
ianik in leiw of lownship, lying oecr to Leivolcn'. Sherman's land ; 
aUo vne hundred acres of farm land granted to me by ye town, and is 
tumr unto Corporal Bond'f^ land, — to have and to hold all llie above 
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naiDeiil bouses and lauds, wth all je priviloges and apurlenanee-s therp- 
unto, unto him, ye sd John Bi-ighl, and Ibe heirs of liia bod^ lawfuli<r 
begollen, he paying suuh legacies out thereof as I [shall hereafter ap- 
point bim to do] and perform ; provided always if uij sod Jolm shall 
decease not leaving issue of his body lawfully begotten surviving to 
twenty-one years of age, in such case all the above bequeathed houses 
and lands shall desceud niid come unto his brother Nathaniel, and to 
the heirs of his body lawfully begotten. And, in case my son Natha- 
niel and issue as above shall fail, I do will and bequeath tlie reversion 
of sil Houses and lands to my five daughters, to be among them 
equally divided. I do also give unto my son John my Silver Tank- 
ard; and in case of his decease, as aforcsd, not leaving issue of his 
body lawfully begotten, I do give and bequeath the use of the whole 
legacie above bequeathed to him unto his wife, my daughler-in-law, 
Mary Bright, during her widowhood, she maintaining the houses and 
fences in good and lenenlable repayre, and not suffering any strip or 
waste to be made of the wood and timber, orchard, gardens, or mea- 
dows, &c. ; and, in case she change her condition by marriage, shv 
shall yn quitt possession of the wholo ; and she shall receive out of the 
yearly rents thereof seven pounds, to be i)aid in corn and cattle, at ye 
currant countrie price, during the time of her natural life. To iny 
son Nathaniell 1 have already disbursed to t^s accommodation, and I 
do moreover give and bequeath unto him one parcel of Salt marsh, 
containing two acres, more or less, and is bounded by luo. Stratten's 
land. AJflO I give him 50 shils. in money to purchase him a piece of 
plate. To my daughters Anna and Eliz' I give to each of them one 
silver spoon. And to my daughters Mury. Abigail, Beriab, and lo 
my daughter-in-law Mary Bright, to each of them ten shils. in money 
to buy silver spoons. Item. Unto my five daughters — viz., Anna 
Buggies, Elizabeth Hastings, Mary Coulidgc, Abigail Audley, Beriah 
Fowle — I give twenty pounds apiece in corn and cattle, at the currt 
countrie prices, to be payd by my son, Ino. Bright, out of the Houses 
and lands bequeathed to him, to be paid at two payts, in equall propor> 
tion, the 1st payt within two years after my decease, and the second 
payt the third year after my decease. Also I give and bequeath to 
my daughters, Anna Ruggles, Elis' Hastings, Beriah Powie, leoi 
pounds apiece, to be paid in money, by my son Nathaniel, out of the 
one hundred he owes me by bond ; Sc the remainder of the sd bond and 
debt I give unto my son Nathaniel. It. The remainder of my ealate 
not abov given & bequeathed, as well lands as moveables and debts, 
my just debtd and funeral expenses being payd, I give and bequeath 
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iinio my five dauglilers iibove named, to lie equally dislribuleil among 
them ; and, in case of the deccuse of any of ihcm, llieir cliildren lo 
have Iheir part.

holy gliosl) relying wholly upon the merits and satisfaction of my ever 
living redeemer for my eternal salvation, into ye arms of whose tender 
mercyes I do also commit and leave my dear children, relying on the 
covent which is in all things well ordered and sure for them, and for 
their seed in their generations. In witness hereof, I do hereunto put 
my hand and seal this 25 Jan., 1 680. Moreover, I do give to my son, 
Ino. Bright, the bed that he lies upon, and all the furniture and appur- 
tenances thereof; and lo my daughter, Anna Rugglea, I give the 
bed that myself do lye upon, and all the furniture and appurtenances 
thereof.

" Whereas, since the sealing of this my Will, I have disbursed fore 
yc setllcm'l of my sonn.

I do now hereby declare my Will thnt those my out- 
lands w'h I bad some time pur|H>sed for his settlcm't, — viz., sixty 
acres of dividend land, had to me from my father Groldstone, situate 
in Watertown Slowers [? Stoney] Brook ; twenty acres of upland by 
me had by Robert Jemmings [lennison] ; five acres purchased by me of 
Henry Freeman; fifty acres had of Mr. [Rev,] John Sherman, de- 
ceased, being partly meadow and partly upland, and was sometime 
belonging to Thomas Hammond, deceased ; two hundred acres, more or 
less,of fann land, and wad sometime my father Goldstone's, — all these 
eeveral parcels of land I Uo will and appoint shall be divided in man- 
ner following: viz., to my son, Nalhnnil Bright, I do give fitly acres, 
being part of the two hundred acres of farm !a:id, to be taken and set out . 
of the Northerly side thereof; and the remainder' of all those parcels 
to be equally divided among n^ five daughters, — i.e., Abigail Audly, 
Kjuj Coolidge, Anna Rugglcs, VA'n^ Hastings, and Beriah, and to 
Iheir children in case of their decease, or any one of them. In 
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long since disappeared; for none has been seen within the 
memory of the living : and in that quarter of this neglected 
enclosure where his children, and his children's children of 
successive generations, lie mouldering in their narrow homes, 
we look in vain for any inscription to his memory among their 
simple memorials ; the gray slate-stones, half sunken beneath 
the surface, every day becoming more illegible f^pm the 
accumulating mosses of years, or from the action of time 
and the elements ; and there is not a vestige of a relic to in- 
dicate the precise spot where was deposited, '* earth to earth, 
ashes to ashes, dust to dust," all that was mortal of Henry 
Bright, juu.

ADDITIONS AND CORRECTIONS. 



The result of further researches in England, received while this work 
was in pri^ess, but too late lo be incorporated with the main body of 
the volume, is here preeented. It explains a few doubtful poinle in 
what had been already printed, eorrects several errors, and afibnla 
additional informatioQ of some interest. A few lypographiral mistakes 
are also corrected. 

Page 2, lines 16, 17. — Similarity of amis does not always denote 
a common origin : and we are informed that Briti, Brilee, or Britexa, 
are distinct names; and thai, notwithstanding the emblems of their 
arms somewhat correspond with those of Bright, there is no connection 
whatever between them. The arms of the last Abbot of the Monas- 
tery of Bury St. Edmunds have the fesse between three escallops, like 
those of the Brights of thai place. 

Page 6, line 15. — The following is a copy of a will found in Bury 
St. Edmunds ; and, though the name in it is spelled Brethe, it is 
believed to be Bright: — 

" In the name of God Amen Xll' die mens Aprilis. In the yeare 
of owre lord M'"" V XX" I Waller Brethe of Monk Bradfelde syke 
of body and hooU of mynde, inakyng my Wyll in this man and forme 
folowyng. Fyrst I tiequetlie my sowie to Almyghty God and to owre 
lady Seynt Mary and to all the seyntys in hevyn, ray body to be 
buryed in the Chyrche yard in Bradfeld of Seynt George. Also I 
bequethe to the hye Awlyr tor my tylliys & offryngs forgotyn ii* »ii* 
Abo I be<|uethe to oon irentall of maasys lo the fryers of Babwell to 
be don for my sowle X* Also 1 heiguethe to y* church rose of Ilrail- 
fleld X*" yf the towne go forlhe w'nll, yf not I wyll that y' he dim in 
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other dedjra of cfaarite in the seyd cliurche where moost nede ys. 
Also I bequethe to Margerie my wyfc all my howEold more & lee^, 
w* V nete of the best that she wyll taJce, and halfe my conie of U 
greynya that ys to say of Whete & barly. 1 wyU that all my gooilys 
not bequelhed be solde to fiilfylle my wyU wSill, by the handys of Mat^ 
gery my wyfe & Willm my son whom I make myue esectHore anil 
[overseers ?] to dyspose for my sowle as they thinke best. These 
beying wytnes, S'. Nycholfts Sugen &, John Layergs (?) w' other 
moo." ProvedJuly 9, 1520. 

Page 6, line 31. — For "three" heads of the family, read "four" 
heads. Thomas Bright, the elder; bis son, Thomas Bright, jmi.; his 
grandson, Citpt. John Bright; and also Samuel Batteley, the son-in- 
law of Thomas Bright, the son of Capt. John Bright, — were aldermen 
or chief magistrates of Bury Sl Edmunds. 

Pago 9, line 11. — For " towns " read " lowers." 

Page 17, line 19.— For " 1546" read " 1547." 

Page 20, line 11. — For "the same year" read "the prerious 
year." 

Page 23, line 17. — Thomas Cage, as a churchwarden of the two 
parishes of Bury St. Edmunds, was, with others, authorized by the 
parishioners, of whom Waller Bright was one, lo dispose of the "su- 
perstitious church-plftte," 1 Edward VI., 1547. The '" Description 
of Bury," edition of 1771, says, "The produce amounted to £480; 
a great part of which, one Mr. Cay sacrilegiously perverted to bis own 
use ; the fatal efieels of which Bjxjil, his family and ilescendaata are 
said to have had the sad experience of." 

Page 24, line 5, — "Harness for a man, with half a sheaf of 
arrows." Some kind of armor continued lo be worn until near the end 
of the seventeenth century. 

Page 24, tine 10. — "Kalherine Batt." John King, of Bury St 
Edmunds, schoolmaster, by will, August 12, 1552, gjive Katherine 
Batt twenty shillings in money, and a silver spoon. 

Page 24, line 29. — It is slated to us, that, by a new arrangement, 
copies of wills can now he obtained at a much cheaper rate- 
Page 25. — Add the name of " Joane" to the children of Tbomu 
Osboume. 

Page 25, lines 8. 9. — "Thomas Bright and Mary Cook." Slary 
Cooke was the widow of Erasmus Cooke, as ia seen by the following 
document among the Close Rollsr "Nov, 9, 41 Elizabeth (1599). 
Indenture between Hubert Hynes, of Bury St. Edmunds, goldsmith, of 
the one part, and Thomas Bright, draper, and Mary hia wife, late die 



Hife or Erasmus Cuoke, late of Hury St Edmunda, deceased. Said 
Hj-nee, for and iu consideration of the dbcharge of an annuicy or year- 
ly rent of £10, payable out of tlie messuage called Pope's Head in 
Spicer's Row, otherwise called Cooke's Row in Bury Su Edmunds, to 
the said Mary during lier life, agreeably to the last will and testament 
of eaid Erasmus Cooke, her late husband; and for £100 paid by 
SMd Bright to said ilynes." Her family name is not known. Robert 
Bright, of Netherhall, by his will in 1 630, lea Thomas Bright a legacy, 
but did not mention his wife. 

Page 31, line 16. — John Bright was called the elder to distinguish 
him from another person of the same name then living in Bury St. 
Edmunds. 

Page 33, line 2. — For " Jane " read " Joane." 

Page 39, line 10.— Robert Bright, of Netherhall. signed his wiU. 
]G30, Robert Brygltl ; the latest instance of which we have seen this 
node of ^iiclllng it used by tlic SulVolk family. The name \ma been 
found at an earlier period written Brigght, Brygth ; and, in one 
instance, the signature of Brethe is attached to a will, supposed to be 
that of a Bright. 

Page 40. line 19.— For " Eldwolde " read •■ Elwoldc." 

Page 4C, line 25. — Children not being named in a will is no proof 
that there were none. Sometimes, the sons having been already pro- 
vided for by entail, or previous settlement by the father, and the 
daughters having received their marriage portion, no further provision 
being intended or deemed necessary, there was no occasion to mention 
their names. If, in executing a will, it was a general practice to name 
every member of the family and the nearest connections, it would 
greatly fadlliate the labor of genealogists. 

Page 51, line 3, — The parish of St. Mary Abchnruh, London, 
was the one in which was situated Candlewick Street, where Robert 
Bright, afterwards of Netherliall, resided in 1601. The church, an 
aiicient structure, was burnt in the great fire in the time of Charles I. ; 
but the register, though somewhat injured, was fortunately preserved. 
In this register, which has been recently examined, is found a notice of 
the baptism, Man:h 15, ICOO-I, and of the burial, Nov. 18, 1601. 
ef Elizabeth, daughter of Jasper Bright ; also of the burial, March 
28, 1609, of Josiier BrigbL For a few years aAor 1601, die names 
of the parents of those baptized or buried are not given. It is 
«anjcutured that the above Jasper Bright was the son of Thomas 
Bright, tile elder, — the same that was married in 1596; and that the 
Thomas baptized in 1597 was his son. This son, we suppose, died 
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young; as Mot^aret Bright, the mother of Jasper, bjr her will doUd 
Nov, 20, 1599, left legacies for the children of Jasper, " if he Hhonid 
have any." Thomas, the son of Jasper Bright, mentioned by Kobeti 
Bright, of Netherhnl!, in his will, dated 1 630, was, we suppose, a second 
child of the name, born after the dale of Margaret Bright's will. 

Page 56, line 24. — "John Houghton." On further reflection, we 
think this name is correctly given, and that Edmund Houghton waa 
perhaps dead. 

Page 63, line 17. — "Liberties" is probably an error for "fishe- 
ries" (see p. 196). Barton Mere adjoins the Netherball estate. 

Page 66, line 22. — The date of llie grant of the arms, aocordinf 
to Camden, was Msy 10, 1615. 

Page 67, line 15. — Waller Bright was admitted as pensioner; tluit 
is, one who paid hia own expenses. A sizar received assistance from 
the college. For " Dr. Morse " read " Dr. Mosse." 

Page 69, line 5. — Ja-aper Despotin. by will in 1648, left a legsej 
for " Mr. Gibbon, minister of the parish of St. Maries, in Bury St. 
Edmunds." 

Page 74, line 12. — We are informed there is no evidence that 
Tboniat Bright, jun., the father of Capt. John Bright, left a will ; and 
his ])^vision for the poor must have been made in some other way. 
It is recorded in the Patent Rolls, Nov. 1. 6 Charles L John Bright 
was licensed to alienate lands in Thompson, county of Norfolk, called 
Eracky Close, &c., lo Robert Futter, jun., Gent It is probable that 
Bntters Hall in Tliompsou was also disposed of about ttus time. Capt. 
John Bright was of Bury St. Edmunds in 1634, as is proved by die 
following document among the Close Rolls in London; "April 10, 
1634. Indenture between John Hobert, of Wetheringsctt^ county of 
Suffolk, Esq., and John Bright, of Bury St. Edmunds, GenL Said 
Bright to pay £2,550 for the messuage called Ipswiches, late in posw- 
sion of Thomas Buckenham, GenL, now occujticd by John GnElttot. 
Also lands called Festons, Gamer Meadow, Uicklewood Reld, SL 
John Meadow, Little Stebbinge, Spade Acre, Reading, and Convers 
Field, in the parislies of But^te, Redgrave, and over Reokiiighullr 
Gislingharo, and Woriham." From the names of property here given, 
the number of places in which it was situated, and tlie value of money 
at that period, the purchase must have been extensive, comprising a 
large landed estate. 

Page 101. line 12. — The register of the parish of St. Hory 
Abiiliiirch, London, contains the record of the baptism of three chil- 
dren of Robert Bright: namely, Thomas, baptized July 1, 1590; Wil- 
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Uom, June 1 1, 1592 ; John, Jan. 12, 1594-5. There is tdgo recorded 
the burial of Katherine, wife of Robert Bright, Mny 31. 1595. Wo 
suppose this was Robert, Bright, al^erwards of Netherhall ; because the 
baptiam of Heory, who was evidently the youngest of the lliree eons, 
is not found in this register, e^ he had been baplixed at St. James's, 
Bury St. Edmunds, Oct. 14, 1593, where it was recorded. Kutherine 
Bright, buried in 1595, may have been the lirsL wife of Robert Bright, 
and the mother of his children, and not Elizabeth, as we have assumed 
in the pedigree. John Bright ia recorded in the register as buried 
June 1, 1602; probably the son of Robert, baptized Jan 12, 1594-5. 
ThoDias Bright, a »on of Robert Bright, baptized Dec. 12, 1585, was 
a former child, who liad died ; or else there was another Robert Bright 
in London who had a son of the same name. If this conjecture ia 
correct, Bobert Bright married his second wife as early as tlie year

Page 108, line 26. — Prom information recently received, and from

Of his two sons, Nathaniel only left issue ; having liad nine cliildrtin, 
including five eons. There are liesceiidanU ia tlie male line from but 
(wo of theae sons : namely, Joseph, who settled in ihe eaeitern part of 
Walertown, where some of his posterity of the name still flourish on 
the western borderE of Presh Puiid ; and Nathaniel, who Qstablishod 
his home in wliut is now, Bciiording to ita present liouadaries, Ihe west- 
ern section of the town. The house of the lalier (who was a grand- 
son of Henry Bright, juo.), — one of the oldest dwellings in Water- 
town, — ia still standing, and has rumained in the possession of the 
family lo this day. John (IX.), a graudsoa of this Nathaniel, the father 
of the writer, was liorn in this ancient house. Being the younger son, 
and the homestead passing to his only brother Nathaniel, lie removed, 
when of ago, tdwut 1776, to the adjoining town of Wallham, originally 
a part of Walerlown, where he died in 1810, in the eighty-fleTcnth 
ywir of his age. 



OTHER PERSONS IN ENGLAND OF THE N.^ME OF BRIGHT. 



In collecting materiaU for the account of the Brights of Suffolk, 
iitformation concerning other families of ihe name in England was 
rvcetved. What is now |iroposed to furnish, respects individuals or 
fiitnilies not perhaps related to tlie fiunily we have described; though 
further investigation may establish a relationship, more or leas remote, 
between some of them and those of Bury St. Edmunds. That several 
of those families were not far removed, there is reason to believe j and, 
if the pedigree of the Suffolk family were carried back a few gencra- 
tioos, it would probably be found to embrace many of the following 
lisl, not supposed to belong to that branch. No attempts were mitdu 
to follow the history or genealogy of individuals or families of the 
nune of Bright, whenever it was found tlint they were not related to 
that branch of the name in 8uflolk. the object of the»c rcseurdies. 
Dca(%ndants of these families are probably ecatlcred over (he United 
States ; and if any, into whose hands Ibis volume may fall, should he 
engaged in rcsearclies to trace their lineage back to the parent slock 
in England, these gleanings may interest them, and possibly prore of 
service. The few items which follow, relating lo other families, are 
chiefly isolated facts, of Utile impurtance by themselves, and requiring 
furUier Investigation lo render ihem of much value.

Another John Bright was Rector of St, Mary's Clmrch. Elling- 
ham, Norfolk, in 1492. 

Anthony Raucleffk, of London, married Elizabeth, daughter of 
Henry Bright, and had five children. This is recorded in ihe Uenild's 
Visitation of Middlesex. 

A Robert Bright was Rector of the Church al Litilcbury in 
1515. 

A Robert Bright was Rector of the Church at Manningiri^e in 
1516. 

A Thomas Bright, and son Walter, were of Bristol in 1617. 

Edward Bright, shopkeeper, of Maldon, Essex, alluded to p. 4, 
died Nov. 10, 1750, aged iwenty-nine years. His portrait, with an ac- 
count of him, may be seen in the "Universal Magazine" for 1751 ; and 
a notice of his extraordinary ai^e was published in the " Philosophical 
Transactions." Few if any instances of such bulk are to be found on 
record. At the age of twelve years and a half, he weighed Hi lbs. 
He increased in bulk as he grew up ; so that, at the age Of nineteen, he 
weighed 336 lbs. About thirteen months before he died, his weight 
waa 584 lbs.; and, al hie dealh, it was estimated lo be about 616 lb». 
His height was five feet nine and a half inches. His body, just under 
his arms, measured five feet six inches ; and his arms, two feet two 
inches in circumference. After his death, seven men were buttoned 
in his wtUEtcont. without breaking a stitch or straining a button. 

GERTKL'nE Bright, a daughter of Edward Bright, of London, 
married Nicholas Style, Alderman and Sheriff of London, and knight 
in 5 James L, 1607. The Rev. Francis Bright, a Puritan minister, 
of Roily in Essex, came to New England in 1629 with his wife and 
two children, but returned lo England the following year. He was the 
Bo»of Edward Bright, of London, — perhaps of the above-named 
Edward. 

Henry Bright, a prebendary of Worcester, was installed Nov. 2, 
1607. Died March 4, 1626, and was buried in the Cathedral. The 
Latin epitaph on his gravestone meniions liis knowledge of the ancient 
languages, and his having been Master of the Royal School for forty 

■B. It speaks of his labors and services from the year ioG3 to 

6,— ft period of sixty-four years. (See Willie's " Cathedrals.") 



Fuller, in hie " Wortliies of Englaiwl," remark?, " For ray own 
part, I bchuld this Alusler Bright [)lit<«d by Divine Providence in ihis 
city, in the Mnrche^a, Ihflt he might equally [H)ni[nunicale the lustre of 
grammar-learning lo the youth both ol' England and Wales. Henry 
Bright was born in the city of Worcester. No good man will grudge 
him under this title, who shall i^eriously peruse his epitaph, composed 
by Dr. Joseph tiall, then Dean in the Cathedral in Worcester." 
John Winthrop, in one of his letters, mentions that Mr. Lea, or Wil- 
liam Leigh, a clergyman of Groton, Suffolk, preached a sermon in 
Laiin on Mr, Bright, of Emanuel. Henry Bright married Joan, 
daughter of Rowland Berkley, Esq., of Skelchley ; and his daughter, 
Dorothy Bright, married John Dobyns, an eminent barrister, who 
purchased the manor of Eveabatch in Merefordshtre, and, dying in 
1639, was buried in Worcester Cathedral.

In the researches made in England, the examination of many 
records and documents was confined chiefij to a period of about a cen- 
tury and a half, embraced within the years 1500 and 1650. 






We have lieen i'umislied iviih an account of ihe Brifrlils of Banner 
]-uss, liiken from Iluiiler's " Hir^lory of SliL-fficlJ." It is as fol- 



'■ Banner Ckoss, — This is one of tie ancient esquire's seal?, in tbe 
manor of Ecelesall. It atanils near tlie cliapel, and not far from the turn- 
pike-rood to Rlani^heater, from which, however, it is shut in bj planta- 
tions ; while its front presents a pleasing feAture in the landscape to the 
traveller on the opposite lull, along the road to Chesterfield. The name 
might tempt an antiquary to wild conjectures, especially when ho 
■lands on tbe base of an old atone cross still remaining, and looks along 
Salter (perhaps Psalter) Lane towards SheHield. At this place 
flourished one branch of the family of Bright, who liave had large 
possessions in the western part of the parish of Sheffield, and one of 
whom acquired the manor itself. That part of the family who resided 
'e were among the superior yeomanry of these jiarls at the beginning 
of the seventeenth century j but they soon stepped into the rank of 
gentry. It docs not appear that ihey ever presented tfacmselves at 
the visitations of the heralds, or that (hey had ever a grant of coat- 
armor. They became estinct in 1748, on the death of Mr. .lobii 
Bright, of Cheslerlicld and this place ; whose gmnd-dnugliler and 
heiress, Mary Dalton, conveyed this estate to her hu>liund, I^rd John 
Uurmy, of thf house of AthoL Lady John Murray died in Ixindon, 
on the 3Ut May, 1765, at the age of thirty-three, and was interred at 
Sbeflield. She Icfl an only daughter, who, in 1782, married William 
Fontovre, Esq., of Stavcloy, in the county of Derby, who obtained tbe 
royal license to take and use the surname of Murray only. He was a 
lieutenant-general in the army. Mw. Murray died, leaving no issue. 
The general purchased the iiileresl gf the Alhol family in the property, 
and retire<l to this place, with t)ie intention of spending within its 
tiwiqnil shades the evening of an active and an hnnomblii life. In bii 
bands. Banner Cro^ promised to he moro tluin it ever had been in ita 
beet of days. With tbe assistance of Mr. Jeffrey Wyatt, ho planned, and 
began to execute, on the site of ihe old house, a fine structure, in the style 
wbid), for want of a better term, must be called Gothic. It was begun 
in 1817; and the tvurk proceeded so rapidly under the eye of its mas- 
ter, tliat its pinnacles were seen rising al>ove the woods around it in 

summer of the next year ; when, on Saturday, Aug. 2D, 1H1H, thu 
poMCSscr was called away by denth, leaving his work to ollicra to 
finish, inliabit, and enjoy. What the house was before Gen. Miir- 

came to revive ha ancient hospitality, is not inaptly drticril>ed in 



the fullowing lines of Urs. Hofland, formerly Miss Barbara Wreaks, 
of Sheffield. Having conducted the reader through the precincts,r^_

William Bagshav, — 
a younger son of the late Col. Samuel Bagi^Law, of Ford, but, by the 
death of all his lirothers without issue, the eldest re|iresetitative of 
the eldest bruuch of that family." 

The arms of Bright of Banner Cn)ss were, " Farii per pale gules 
and azure ; a bend or. between two mullets arg. Cre^t, a masd of 
cloudu, and thereupon a sun issuant all proper."

bears marks of having once been the residence of a family of good 
account, ll stands Dear the edge of the parish of ShefEielil, and not 
far from ihe liumlet of Dore, where mKny of the family of Bright have 
resided. Thej were eeitled at Whirlow at least as early aa the lime 
of Elizabeth, and probably before lliat peiiod ; but they never entered 
any pedigree at the herald's visitation. Indeed, at Ihe last visilation 
of the county of York, Henry Bnght, of this place, waa a disclaimer ; 
that is, consented to have it recorded that be mode no preteniions ti 
coal-armor."

APPENDIX. 



The author of this accouiil of ihe Krighls of Whirlow Hall further 
remarks, — 

" I can carry this genealogy no furllier. Pcrliapa the last-named 
Henry died in hia infancy. At any rate, he did not succeed to the 
egtiile of hia family ; for his father sold Whirlow Hal!, and the estate 
around it. The last Bright of Wliirlow redaced himaelf and his family 
10 want. Ilia habits seem to have been those of low vulgarity, cou- 
pled wilh an extravagant fondness for the cliase and adventurous horse- 
manship. The m04t inereditile stories of his e<]ucstrian exploits are 
still told by the Tillagers about Whirlow. There was a small public 
bouse in Fullwood, known by the name of Water Carr-ball, which was 
the principal scene of this wretched man's in-door dissipation. At this 
bouse he was accustomed to meet his two friends, — Pox of Fullwood, 
and Hall of Stumperlow, — who were running the same low road to 
ruin. Here they held their revels, while their estates were going 
to ruin, and continued them till all found themselves in the very jaws 
of poverty. But, while the parent stock was thus untimely rooted up, 
a branch which had shot out from it still existed ; and its ramifications 
are now extending themselves among tho mechanics of Shellield. 
There are descendants of (III-) William Bright, Ihe third son of 
Henry of Whirlow. Besides the families of whom an account has been 
already given, there are several persons of the name of Bright living 
tu the style of gentry within the manor of Ecclesall ; and all doubtless 
sprung from the same common ancestor. Probably that ancestor lived 
at or about I>ore, where the family were seated at least as early as 
the reign of Henry VHI. ; for Ellen, daughter of Robert Bright, of 
tliat place, who married Francis Sitwell, of Eckington, must liave been 
bom In that king's reign. An Anthony Bright, of that place, probably 
a brother of Ellen, had numerous issue."

Whiteley-'Wood. — This is another of (he old hall-houses of the 
township of Ecclesall. It exhibits evident tokens of having beeu 
built for the residence of a family of gentry ; which, indeed, it was. It 
stands sequestered in its own woods; but from the house, or its immc- 
diate neighborhooil. may be commanded a view of the Porter Valley, 
and the cultivated hill of Fullwood beyond it. Thomas Dale was n 
considerable freeholder of the manor in the time of Charles I^ and had 
a house here. He left two daughters, his co-heirs ; one of whom 
was married to John Bright, of Banner Cross. The other married 
Alexander Ashlon, descended of the Ashtons of Shepley in Lancas- 
ter, who mode this pLoce his residence, and probably built the present 



Our knowledge of Sir John Bright, of Badawuiih, U derived mostly 
from the genealogical works of Burke. He was a colonel in the Far- 
liomeniary armv, tut opproveil of the lieslorntion ; and was created a 
baronet, July IG, 1660. The arms of his fainily were granted, 
17 Clmrles I., "to Stephen Bright, of Carbrook, as a person of a thou- 
sand pounds per annum estate, and of credit and respect in the afiectiona 
of ilie gentry, and of extraordinary merit." Sir John Bright was the 
only one of hla family who entered a pedigree at the visitations of the 
bemlds. When he appcai-ed before Sir William Dugdale in 1666, be 
gave an account of his grandfather, without designating his rank, or 
giving his marriage, and place of abo<le. He is found in the regifiter of 
Norton. He lived at Bradway, where hia son John, the Vicar of Shef- 
field, was born. From the proximity of this village to Ecclesall, and 
the purchase of the manor by his son, it is supposed that he waa of the 
gtock from which proceeded so many families of the name in the west- 
ern part of the parish. Sir John Bright was distinguished as a parti- 
san of the Parliament. At the commencement of the civil war, he 
held a captain's commission from Fairfax ; and was active in raising 
forced to oppose the measures of the court. He was a commi^ioner 
for the West Riding for sequestering the estates of delinquents. For 
luB conduct in the attack made on the head-quarters of the Earl of 
Newcastle at Wakefield, he was mode a coloneL He was wiih Sir 
Thomas Fairfax in the Cheshire expedition, and until be joined the 
armies before York. Af\cr the battle of Miu'i'ton Moor, and the sur- 
render of several fortresses, he was appointed the Governor of tlio 
Castle of ShefGeld. He made an attack on a party under Sir William 
Cobb in 1664; and, in lOGo, be took Sir Charles Howard, of Naworth, 
prisoner. He served under Cromwell in Scotland, and nt the siege of 
Pontefract Caatle. He accompanied the army into Scotland, but threw 
Dp his commission on l)eing refused a leave of absence. He became 
successively Governor of York and Hull, and one of the representa- 
tives in Farllament for West Riding during the Commonweallh, and 
high eheriff in 1654 and IG55. Being in favor of the restonilion of 
Cliarlea, be was created a baronet in the July following that event.

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At the lost moment, before closing these labors, the writer received 
I'urtUer information from London, including an abstract of a Norfolk 
will i a copy of the will of Edmund Tyrell, sen., of Gipping ; and a 
fuller abstract of that of Margaret Bright, of London, the widow of 
Thomas llie elder. At p. 47, there is presented a brief abstract 
of lie will of this Margaret Bright, in which two of her daughters are 
called Catheiiae Barber and Susan Barker ; an error which is par- 
tially explained on the following page. In the abstract now received, 
both of these daughters are called Barker ; undoubtedly a mistake in 
trsnacribing. It ia evident that the names were Catherine Barker and 
Susan Barber. The abstract mentions Margaret Laoghom, another 
sister of the testator. Margaret Bright gives legacies to the poor of 
the parishes of St. James and St. Mary, in Bury St. Edmunds ; to the 
poor of Naughton ; to her daughters, various articles of plate ; to 
her sons and sons-in-law, each, a cloak of black cloth ; and cloaks and 
gowna to kindred and friends not named in tlie will. The will is wit- 
nessed by John Warren, letter-writer lo the court ; Thomas Tougbty, 
and Samuel Marshall; and was proved March II, 1599. 

It was stated, p. 57, that there was no record of any children of 

Barber, the first husband of Susan Bright. The last abstract 

of her mother's will mentions among the legacies, " To the child or 
children of daughter Susan, forty shillings." 

Prom the will of Edmund Tyrell, sen., dale<l Aug. 15, 174S, it 
would appear, that of his two daughters, Mary and Sarah, therein 
mentioned, Mary (of whom nothing further is kilown) was one of 
the two children by the first wife, Mary Sparrowe; and that Sarah, 
(he other daughter, had deceased, — the one of that name mentioned 
in tite will (bom April 6, a fen' months before the date of his will) 
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being ft dfiugliter by Mary Bright, his second wife. This ia conflnned 
by the father's bcquealhing to his daughter Mary the apparel and per- 
sonal ommnents of his first wife. The last-nameil Sarah, the daughter 
of Mniy Bright, is probably the same that is recorded in the parish 
register of Slowmarket as Mrs. Sarah Tyrell (from Gippiog, a child), 
buned Sept. 11, 1751. 

The error Id the date (1744) of the interment of Edmund Tyrell 
is referred to at p. 22o : it should have been 1749. The Edmund 
Tyrell buried in 1744 was another person. 

His will provides that his wife shall occupy [he mansion at Gipping 
(Gipping Hall), then in his occupation, wiih the plate, household for- 
niturc, and lioen, during the minority of his son Edmund, 
confirms our conjecture (aee p. 223) respecting her residence. 

His will is as Ibllows : — 

'* In the name of God, Amen. I, Edmund Tyrell, of Gipping, in tM 
county of Suflblk, Esq., do muke, ordain, and declare this my last will 
and testament in manner and form following; that is to say: First, 
I resign my soul into the hand of Almighty God, hoping for salvation 
only through the merits of my Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, And 
my desire is, that my body he interred in the family aisle in Slow- 
market Church, in the said county of Suffolk, and carried lo the grave 
by eight or twelve poor men of the parish of Gipping ; and that the 
pall be supported by sis of my Gipping tenants, without any escul- 
oheons or other funeral ornaments. Item, I give and devise all and 
every my manors, messuages, land^ tenements, and hereditaments 
whulsoerer, both in possession, reversion, and expectance, in the seve- 
ral counties of Suffolk, Norfolk, Middlesex, and elsewhere in the 
kingdom of Great Britain, with their and every of their rights, mem- 
bers, and appurtenances, unto George Gooday, of Fomham All 
Saints, in the said county of Suffolk, Esi{,, and Shepherd Frere, of 
Weslhorpe, in the same county, Esq., and their heirs, to and for the 
several uses, intents, and purposes hereinafter mentioned: that is to 
say, to the use of my son Edmund Tyrell, and the heirs of his body 
lawfully to be begotten ; and for want of such issue, in case Maiy 
Tyrell, my beloved wife, shall happen to be enceinte with child at the 
time of my decease, and such child or children, or either of them, shall 
happen lo be a son or sons, then to the use of such after-bom son or sons 
severally and successively, and of the several heirs of the body of snch 
al\er-bom son or sons lawfully issuing, the elder of such after-bom son 
and the heirs of his body to be always preferred and take before the 
younger of auch sons and the heirs of their bn^dies ; stid, for default of 
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snch issue, lo the u?e of ray iwo daugiiters, Mary Tyrell and Sarah 
l^rcil, as tenants in commun, unJ nol ns juint-tenanU ; and of the seve- 
ral and respective he'ira of tlie bodies of my said daughters lawfully 
usuing. And if eillier of my said daughters shall happen to die without 
issue of her body lawfully issuing, then, as to the share of her so dying 
witliout issue, lo the use of the survivor of them my said daughters, and 
the heirs of hor body lawfully issuing ; and for default of sucli issue, 
to the use of my own right heirs for ever. Provided always, and it ie 
my mind and will, that the said manors, messuages, lands, tenements, 
hereditaments, and premises shiiH stand and be chargeable with, and 
I do hereby subject the same lo Uie payment of, ihe sum of three 
thousand pounds of lawful money of Great Britain, unto ihe said 
JIary Tyrull, my daughter, at her age of Iwetily-onu years, or day of 
marriage, whieh shall first happen; and also lo the payment of one 
unnuity, or yearly rent-charge, of fifty pounds of like lawful money, 
onto her my said daughter, from the time of my death until the said 
three thousand shall become due and payable ; which said annuity I 
will sliall be paid, free and clear of all deductions whatsoever, by two 
equal half-yearly payments, upon the Feasts of the Annunciation of 
the Blessed Mary and St. Michael the Archangel ; the first payment 
thereof to begin upon such of the said feasts as shall first happen 
nest after my decease. And in ea^e any default shall be made in 
payment either of the said annuity or of the said sum of three thou- 
sand pounds, or any part of thero, at the respective times hereinbefore 
appointed for payment of the same, then it is my mind and will, and 
I do authorize and empower my said daughter, Mary Tyrell, her guar- 
dians, executors, and administrators, from time to time, to enter into 
and upon all and singular my said manors, messuages, lands, tene- 
menl«, hereditaments, and premises, or into and upon any part or 
parcel thereof, wiUi their appurtenances, and the same to hold and 
enjoy, and the rout?, issues, and profits thereof to receive and take 
to her and llielr own proper use, until she or they shall be fully 
satisfied and paid ihe said annuity and sum of tliree thousand 
pounds, and all arreura of llie some, with the costs and eliarges 
of such entry or entries. But if my said daughter shall happen lo 
depart this life unmarficd, and before she attains the age of twenty- 
one years, then my will is that the said annuity shall from thence- 
forth cease, and my said estate be discharged thereof, and of the 
MUd sum of three thousand pounds, and every part thereof. Provided 
also, and my mind and desire furtlier is, that the said Mary Tyrell, tny 
wife, shall dwell in my mansion-house at Gipping aforesaid, and havo 
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snd eojoj the use thereof, and of all the outhouses and groands ibere- 
anto belonging, and now in my own possession or oecupation, and 
also of all my plnte, bousehold linen, and household furniture, uniil 
my son E<Imund Tyrell, or one other of my children who shall be 
entitled to the said mansion-house under the limitatious aforesaid, shall 
lUtun his, her, or their respeetive age of twenty-one years, or marry, 
which shall first happen. Item, I commit the custody and tuiiion of 
my eaid daughter, Mary Tyrell, to my brother-in-law, Mr. Robert 
Sparrowe, the younger, during her minority ; and do hereby authorize 
and empower him from lime to time lo demand and receive the an- 
nuity of lil>y pounds herereinbefore given to her my said daughter, and 
to lay out ajtd dispose thereof in such manner as he shall think pro- 
per for her m^niennnce and education. Item, I give and bequeathe 
all my jilate, household linen, and bousehold furniture of every sort, 
unto my son Edmund Tyrell, when and as soon as he attains the age 
of twenty-one years, or marries, which shall first happen ; and if my 
said son Edmund Tyrell shall happen lo depart this life unmarried, 
and before he attains the said age of twentyKine years, then I give and 
bequeathe the same unto such son as my said wife shall happen to be 
tHCeinU with at the time of mj decease, when and as toon as such 
son attains the age of tweniy-one years, or marries, which shall first 
happen. And if such ailer-bom son shall happen lo depart this life 
unmarried, and before he attains the said age of twenty-one years, or if 
my said wife shall not be enceinte vriih a son at the time of my death, 
then I give and bequeathe my said plate, household linen, and house- 
hold furniture, unto my said daughter Mary Tyrell and my daughter 
Sarah Tyrell, equally to be divided between them, and as soon as they 
attain Ibeir several and respective ages of twenty-one years.
